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FOREWORD 


Series  21655  of  the  PAPERS  OF  COLONEL  HENRY  BOUQUET 
is  made  up  of  miscellaneous  letters  and  documents  relating 
to  Indian  affairs  from  1758  to  1765-  Reports  of  officers 
and  Indian  agents  about  the  attitude  of  the  red  men,  minutes 
of  conferences  with  them,  accounts  of  presents,  information 
gathered  by  spies,  and  many  individual  items  such  as  the 
list  of  traders  killed  in  1763,  and  the  list  of  prisoners 
delivered  in  1764,  make  this  a volume  of  exceptional  interest 
and  value. 

It  should  not  be  assumed,  however,  that  this  series 
includes  all  the  material  on  Indian  affairs  to  be  found  in 
Bouquet's  papers.  Scattered  through  most  of  the  other  series, 
there  are  a great  many  letters  which  are  wholly  or  in  part 
concerned  with  the  Indians.  Some  of  them  actually  duplicate 
items  in  this  series. 

The  events  of  the  period  covered  by  this  volume  have 
been  reviewed  in  the  forewords  of  series  already  issued,  and 
the  usual  brief  survey  can  therefore  be  omitted. 

The  manuscript  collection  of  the  Bouquet  Correspond- 
ence forms  thirty  series  of  the  British  Museum' s Additional 
Manuscripts  classification.  After  Bouquet's  death,  his  papers 
came  into  the  possession  of  Frederick  Haldimand,  his  friend 
and  executor,  and  were  given  by  Haldimand' s heirs  to  the 
British  Museum,  together  with  Haldimand' s own  papers.  For 
this  reason  the  Bouquet  Papers  are  sometimes  listed  as  part 
of  the  Haldimand  Collection. 

The  relation  between  the  various  series  of  the  PAPERS 
OF  COLONEL  HENRY  EOUQUET  is  shown  by  their  contents.  Series 
21631  and  Series  21632  contain  Bouquet's  letter  books  for  the 
years  1757  and  1758,  covering  the  period  of  his  service  in 
South  Carolina.  His  military  accounts  for  South  Carolina 
are  in  Series  21633*  Series  21634  is  his  correspondence 
with  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst,  and  Series  21635  is  made  up  of 
governmental  instructions  to  Amherst.  Bouquet's  correspond- 
ence with  General  Thomas  Gage  is  in  Series  21636  and  21637* 
Series  21638  is  composed  of  correspondence  with  Generals 
Stanwix,  Gage,  Monckton,  and  others,  1759-1765.  Series  21639 
is  his  correspondence  with  Sir  John  St.  Clair  and  Captain 
James  Sinclair,  1758-1763;  and  Series  21640  consists  of 
correspondence  with  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  and  Brigadier  General 
John  Forbes.  Bouquet' s letters  to  and  from  Colonel  George 
Washington  in  1758  form  Series  21641.  The  correspondence  of 
Captain  Lewis  Gurry  is  in  Series  21642. 


In  Series  21643  to  21651  are  letters  to  Colonel 
Bouquet  from  various  persons,  his  general  incoming  correspond- 
ence from  1755  to  1763*  His  general  outgoing  correspondence 
is  in  Series  21652  and  21653-  There  are  miscellaneous 
accounts  and  returns  in  Series  21654,  and  papers  relating 
to  Indian  affairs  in  Series  21655-  Series  21656  has  public 
orders  issued  by  Amherst  and  Bouquet,  and  Seriep  21657  has 
general  and  regimental  orders.  Series  21658  is  made  up  of 
miscellaneous  papers;  Series  21659  is  the  cash  book  for  the 
South  Carolina  campaign;  and  Series  21660  is  an  inventory  of 
Bouquet' s belongings  made  after  his  death. 

Photo static  reproductions  of  the  Bouquet  Papers, 
borrowed  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  were  carefully  copied 
and  checked.  The  handwritten  copy  was  tjqped,  and  the  typed 
copy  rechecked  against  the  original.  Finally,  before  any 
mimeographing  was  done,  the  handwritten  copy  and  the  typed 
copy  were  carefully  compared,  and  any  variation  or  doubtful 
reading  rechecked  against  the  original  photostats.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  repeated  checking  will  have  reduced  the 
number  of  errors  to  a minimum. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  a faithful  repro- 
duction of  the  original,  bearing  in  mind  the  limitations  of 
typewritten  copies  of  manuscript  material.  For  example,  it 
is  not  possible  to  show,  in  typed  versions  of  drafts  for 
letters,  all  the  insertions  between  the  lines  and  in  the 
margins;  they  must  be  rearranged  and  organized  into  uniform 
lines.  However,  when  words  have  been  crossed  out  or  changed 
in  the  original,  a line  is  drawn  through  these  words  in  the 
typed  version;  it  is  thus  possible  to  see  both  the  original 
and  the  revised  version  of  the  letters.  Occasionally,  the 
omission  of  a paragraph  is  indicated  by  one  or  two  diagonal 
lines,  as  it  was  on  the  original. 

The  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar  and  punctu- 
ation are  the  same  as  in  the  original,  so  far  as  is  humanly 
possible,  linen  illegible  or  almost  illegible  words  could  be 
determined  with  some  degree  of  certainty,  they  are  included 
in  brackets.  When  there  was  some  doubt,  a question  mark 
follows.  'Then  a word  or  words  must  be  entirely  omitted 
because  of  illegibility,  this  is  shown  by  a line  of  dots  in 
brackets,  or  by  an  explanation  in  brackets.  Mo  attempt  has 
been  made  to  indicate  misspelled  words  or  grammatical  errors 
by  the  use  of  sic ; they  are  too  numerous.  VJhen  there  was 


doubt  whether  a punctuation  mark  was  actually  a comma  or 
period,  colon  or  semicolon,  dash  or  period,  the  most  likely 
one  was  chosen. 

The  description  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters, 
drafts,  etc.,  is  intended  more  as  a tentative  suggestion  than 
as  a final  determination  of  their  character.  Exhaustive 
research  and  a study  of  the  handwriting  would  undoubtedly 
result  in  some  changes.  In  all  cases,  they  are  the  obvious 
descriptions,  made  conservatively. 

The  names  of  senders  or  recipients  of  letters  have 
been  bracketed  in  the  headings  when  there  was  any  doubt  as 
to  their  identification.  Dates  missing  in  the  headings  of 
letters  have  been  supplied  in  brackets,  when  they  could  be 
determined.  The  dates  in  parentheses  at  the  top  of  the  pages 
are  intended  as  a help  in  using  the  volume. 

The  index  is  intended  to  cover  only  the  proper  names, 
the  references  to  persons  and  places.  References  to  Bouquet 
are  indexed  only  when  they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter. 
The  table  of  contents  makes  it  possible  to  locate  the  page 
number  of  a letter  by  title,  date,  or  folio  number.  The 
chronological  arrangement  is  that  followed  in  the  original 
collection. 

• This,  like  the  preceding  volumes,  is  a product 
of  a Work  Projects  Administration  project  sponsored  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission.  The  Frontier  Forts 
and  Trails  Survey,  the  Erie  project  which  began  the  work 
on  the  Bouquet  material,  has  merged  with  the  Historical 
Records  Survey  to  form  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Survey. 
This  statewide  project  is  under  the  efficient  direction  of 
J.  Knox  Milligan,  State  Supervisor,  while  Leo  A.  Madlehner 
as  Assistant  State  Supervisor  is  immediately  in  charge  of  the 
transcription  and  mimeographing  work.  The  cooperation  of  WPA 
district  officials  in  administering  this  work  is  cordially 
acknowledged. 

As  for  the  Historical  Commission' s share  in  this 
undertaking,  general  technical  supervision  of  all  research 
work  is  under  the  State  Historian,  Sylvester  K.  Stevens, 
and  his  has  been  the  final  word  of  authority  on  all  matters 
connected  with  research  and  publication.  In  this  supervision 


he  is  aided  by  Dor.ald  H.  Kent,  Associate  State  Historian, 
3e  earlier  as  ; roject  historian  brought  him 

into  close  contact  with  this  work. 

On  the  project,  Mrs.  Autumn  Leonard  has  been  imme- 
diately responsible  for  the  checking  and  preparation  of  this 
volume.  To  her  and  to  the  ether  project  workers  v/ho  assisted 
in  executing  this  task,  our  thanks  are  due  for  their  careful 
and  painstaking  v;ork.

Sir/ 


I rec^  your  favor  by  Capt  Hard  and  with  regard  to 
Carrying  the  Indians  to  Fort  Loudoun  who  arc  on  their  March 
to  this  place , don't  think  it  by  any  means  advisable  to 
attempt,  but  after  they  have  been  here  a da^~  or  two  am  of 
Opinion  it  would  be  very  right  to  proceed  to  Fort  Loudoun; 
The  Indians  are  not  yet  come  from  Winchester  nor  can  I get 
any  Intelligence  of  them  which  gives  me  Reason  to  believe 
they  have  not  set  out  at  the  time  ST  Jn9  St-  Clair  mentions 
or  have  gone  a different  Rout  that  is  by  Fort  Frederick  & 
Loudoun,  in  that  case  I have  sent  directions  for  them  to 
remain  at  the  latter  untill  I go  to  them.  Capt  Trent  came 
here  last  night  v/ith  Wahatchee  & a Party  of  25  Warriors,  he 
is  a great  Warrior  and  a very  leading  Man  in  the  Nation 
therefor  we  must  take  the  greatest  Care  of  him.  I am  glad 
you  have  ordered  up  some  Rice  it  will  be  very  acceptable 
to  the  Indians  & must  desire  that  you  will  Order  all  the 
Indian  Presents  to  be  brought  here  as  soon  as  possible  which 
there  is  an  absolute  Necessity  of  making  a shev.r  of,  in  order 
to  Satisfy  the  Indians  that  we  have  Provided  the  necessary 
Goods  for  them  during  the  Campaign.  Pray  don’t  omit  doing 
this  with  all  dispatch  as  I find  it  will  have  a good  Effect.

Fort  Loudoun  June  the  5^  1758. 


Sir 


Late  this  afternoon  Anthony  and  another  Indian  from 
Carlisle  came  here,  as  soon  as  they  came  into  the  Fort  the 
Indians  called  a Council,  after  consulting  sometime  they  sent 
for  me  and  let  me  know  that  they  intended  to  go  home  in  three 
days,  and  desired  that  I wou’d  give  them  goods  to  go  home 
with.  I told  them  that  you  intended  here  in  a few  days,  that 
you  intended  to  -to-  hold  a Council  with  the  Chiefs  of  all  the 
Indians  at  this  Place,  that  it  was  proper  they  shou’d  stay 
and  hear  what  you  had  to  say  to  them,  that  in  the  mean  time 
I wou’d  give  their  Young  Men  who  returned  from  War  Cloathing, 
as  they  vrere  in  want,  not  having  receiv’d  any  since  they 
came  here,  they  told  me  that  wou'd  not  doe,  they  could  not 
stay.  I then  told  them  that  I wou’d  send  of  an  Express  to 
acquaint  you  of  their  intending  home,  and  that  you  would  be 
soon  up,  or  send -me*  ms  orders  how  to  Act,  they  told  me  that 
would  not  do,  either,  that  they  wou’d  go  home  and  not  wait, 
and  if  I wou’d  not  make  them  a large  Present  to  Carry  home 
with  them  they  would  Rob  all  the  English  Houses  they  met 
with  in  their  way  home,  that  some  of  their  Young  Men  had  been 
at  the  French  Fort  last  Summer,  that  the  French  were  good 
Men,  and  as  the  Creeks  intended  to  join  them,  the  Cherokees 
wou’d  join  them  also,  and  make  War  upon  the  English.  I find 
their  Scheme  is  to  intimidate  me  in  order  to  get  large  Pres- 
ents that  they  may  set  of  home,  ever  since  I have  been  here 
I have  had  no  Interpreter  but  an  Indian,  and  I am  now  obliged 
to  make  use  of  this  Scoundrel  Anthony,  the  same  fellow  that 
who  has  Created  all  this  Confusion,  as  an  Interpreter,  when 
the  Indians  first  came  if  they  had  been  told  the  service  we 
expected  from  them,  and  had  agreed  with  them  for  what  things 
we  should  have  given  them  at  their  going  out,  and  what  at  their 
Return  from  War,  we  should  not  have  had  this  trouble,  neither 
wou’d- wou’ d it  have  been  attended  with  nigh  the  Expence. 

I am  of  Opinion  that  their  is  no  method  than  can 
be  fell  upon  so  likely  to  keep  them  the  Campaign  as  the  one 
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I just  mentioned,  and  the  sooner  it  suits  you  to  call  them 
together  the  better.  I shall  do  everything  in  my  Povrer  to 
prevent  these  from  going  off.  As  Colonel  Stevens  encamps  with 
the  Virginians  and  25  Cawtabas  at  Maxwells  about  Six  Miles 
from  here,  I shall  Consult  him  -him-  in  the  morning,  when  the 
Indians  found  that  I would  not  be  Prevailed  on  to  give  them 
very  large  Presents  to  return  home  with,  one  of  them  pulled 
of  his  Shirt  and  throwed  it  to  me.  I took  it  up  and  jocosely 
thanked  him,  and  told  him  I was  a poor  Man  and  wanted  a 
Shirt,  he  told  me  that  he  did  not  give  it  me,  but  the  Coll, 
/meaning  you/  and  desired  me  to  get  it  washed  and  give  it 
you.  Then  a Number  more  brought  their  Bundles  and  throwed 
them  down  and  told  me  to  keep  them  and  give  them  to  you  as 
you  loved  goods;  this  was  owing  to  Anthony  who  told  them  you 
would  give  them  nothing,  that  they  might  see  what  they  had 
to  Expect  from  you  by  the  wa y he  was  Cloathed,  and  then  told 
them  how  well  Captain  Sullen  was  used,  and  how  111  the 
Cherokees  were  used  at  Carlisle.  Tomorrow  they  say  they 
will  send  of  five  of  their  Young  Hen  to  Winchester,  to  desire 
the  Cherokees  there  to  go  home  and  not  to  come  here  for  they 
will  get  nothing. 

A small  Party  of  5 or  6 of  their  Men  who  were  at 
War  are  returned  to  Fort  Lyttleton;  near  to  the  Fort  at  the 
Head  of  Beof  River  or  Venongo  Creek  they  fired  upon  some 
Indians  who  were  bringing  some  baggage  over  the  Carrying 
Place,  and  Shot  down  three  of  them,  but  a Party  of  the  Enemy 
who  was  just  by,  that  they  had  not  seen,  fired  upon  them, 
and  killed  one  of  their  Men,  and  the  rest  are  come  in  naked. 
There  is  now  here  67  Indians  and  I think  they  will  hardly 
set  off  till  the  party  which  is  come  into  Fort  Lyttleton  comes 
down  here.  By  the  return  of  the  Express  who  is  sent  with  a 
letter  to  you  which  came  from  Fort  Lyttleton,  which  was 
desired  to  be  forwarded  from  this  Place  by  Express,  Please 
to  let  me  know  your  Orders  and  when  I may  Assure  them  you 
will  be  here  — it  is  almost  midnight

Just  now  Eleven  Cherokees  arrived  here  from  Fort 
Littleton,  they  say  that  they  lost  one  of  their  Men  at  the 
Little  French  Fort  at  the  head  of  Venango  Creek,  and  that 
there  was  a great  many  Indians  there.  And  last  Night  they 
say  four  Cherokees  were  arrived  at  Fort  Littleton,  and  that 
they  had  lost  Seven  of  their  Men  in  an  Engagement  with  the 
Enemy. 


I consulted  Coll:  Stevens  upon  his  arrival  here, 
and  with  his  advice  I have  given  Wahatche  and  his  Men  who 
had  received  no  Presents  here  before  some  Goods  on  their 
promising  to  Stay,  but  they  soon  changed  their  Minds  and 
declared  they  would  goe  home,  they  now  say  that  only  Wahatche 
and  ten  of  his  Men  will  goe  to  Winchester,  and  the  rest  will 
stay  here,  but  it  is  hard  to  kno w their  real  Intentions

Most  Noble  Colonel 

Your  favours  of  the  30  of  May  and  5^  of  June  with 
the  advertisement  to  the  Inhabitants  in  the  County  of  Bercks 
are  Come  to  Hand/.  I am  sorry  that  I was  not  at  home,  the 
Governor  haveing  Called  me  to  Philadelphia,  on  Indian  affairs, 
where  also  M1"  Read  was.  I was  dispatched  Imediatly  and  Comeing 
to  Reading  employed  a Clerk  to  make  me  out  Several  Copies  of 
the  advertisem^  and  as  the  time  was  but  Short,  I ordered  that 
the  Inhabt13  should  met  me  in  Reading  to  Contract  for  Waggons 
according  to  your  direction  where  I have  ben  Buisy  with,  this 
3 or  4 days  /I  arrived  but  last  Sunday/  and  about  23  have 
Contracted  with  me.  We  have  a Set  of  people  here  that  will 
not  only  do  nothing,  in  this  affair,  but  by  their  Exemple 
and  111  will,  puts  Mischief  into  others.  Whereof  the  Waggon 
master  John  lesher,  will  Inform  you  particulary,  I have 
appointed  him  a Waggon  master  according  to  your  order,  and 
your  Honour  will  find  he  vri.ll  answer  the  end,  he  is  a noted 
freeholder  here,  and  he  Can  be  but  a looser  upon  the  whole 
by  his  leaveing  his  plantation,  Mills  Iron  work  & etc,  but 
his  Majesties  Servies  he  has  at  heart,  and  therefore  will 
go.  I can  not  tell  what  to  do  with  Mr  George  Roth  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  County  or  at  least  the  Contractors  have 
Shown  a great  dislike  to  him,  and  even  would  not  Contract 
If  George  Should  have  any  thing  to  Say  to  them.  I wish  you 
Could  employ  him,  Some  where  else  over  another  Brigade  of 
Waggons  to  prevent  uneasiness  to  both  party.  Mr  lesher  will 
Come  with  this  division  of  Waggons  that  have  now  Contracted 
and  their  Waggons  and  horses  valued,  this  day  is  the  last 
day  that  I wait  for  people  to  Come  in  to  Contract,  haveing 
applied  for  a press  war rent  to  his  honour  the  Governor  be- 
fore I left  Philadelphia,  which  is  Come  up  now.  I shall 
Send  the  Constable  to  press  Waggons  & Horses,  Sufficiant, 
and  according  to  your  order.  I am  much  Concerned  for  the 
backwardness  of  Some  our  Religious  people  /as  they  pretent 
to  be/  and  hope  their  111  behaviour  will  not  be  Laputed  to 
the  whole  County,  and  indeed  not  to  all  of  that  Set,  for 
Some  of  them  have  done  their  Share  towards  this  present 
Service.  Some  people  in  the  poor  town  of  Reading  rose  ten 
pound  by  Subscription  to  give  to  a Waggoner  of  their  town 
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to  go  for  their  Share.  I have  nothing  further  to  trouble 
your  Honour  with  at  presant  but  promise  to  do  my  Endeavour 
to  get  the  rest  of  the  waggons  with  all  possible  Speed.  I 
wish  you  health  and  happinness  .and  pray  Sincerly  that  the 
most  high  may  prosper  your  undertaking,  and  Bless  his  Majestys 
armes.

therefore  thought  it  necessary  to  acquaint  you  therewith 
by  this  opportunity.  The  Indians  are  all  to  receive  their 
several  Proportions  of  Goods  for  the  Service  of  the  Campaign, 
which  are  to  be  packt  up  and  lodged  in  the  Stores  till  their 
Return  and  I think  is  a good  Pledge  for  the  Performance  of 
their  Engagements  & by  establishing  things  upon  a Certain 
Footing  will  put  a final  Period  to  any  further  expectations 
& be  the  most  effectual  means  of  securing  them  inviolably 
to  our  Interest.

The  day  you  left  the  Camp  the  Interpreter  to  the 
Indians  was  taken  very  ill  of  a Fever  and  still  continues 
dangerous  which  has  been  in  some  measure  the  Cause  of  my 
Detention  here  ever  since,  tho'  the  Indians  waited  in  ex- 
pectation of  seeing  the  General,  who  they  were  told  would 
certainly  be  here  last  night,  & indeed  when  they  asked  me 
I told  them  I was  of  that  Opinion;  however  I find  by  Capt? 
Young  who  arrived  here  yesterday  in  the  afternoon,  that  it 
is  all  Amusement  and  (from  the  Violence  of  his  Disorder) 
there  is  no  Possibility  of  his  reaching  this  place  at  all, 
therefore  propose  marching  to  morrow  or  the  next  day  at 
farthest  with  all  the  Cherokee  & Ohio  Indians  to  join  the 
others  at  the  Advanced  Post.  I shall  be  obliged  to  leave 
the  Interpreter  behind  which  I'm  sorry  for.  All  the  Indian 
Goods  which  I have  no  immediate  use  for  I have  lodged  in 
the  King's  Stores  and  taken  a Receipt  for  the  Packages. 

Inclosed  you  have  a rough  Draught  of  the  Talk  I have 
given  the  Ohio  Indians  which  I flatter  myself  will  meet  with 
your  approbation.  I think  it  is  consistent  with  the  Heads 
you  gave  me  for  that  Purpose,  and  I hope  can  be  attended 
with  no  ill  Consequences.  They  seem  well  disposed  and  I have 
great  expectations  of  Service  from  them,  when  I have  the 
Pleasure  of  seeing  you  shall  say  more  on  that  Subject.

General  expects,  as  you  tender  the  Friendship  of  your  Brethren 
the  English,  that  you  will  treat  those  Men  he  leaves  here  as 
Your  Brethren  and  support  them  if  in  Case  the  Enemy  can  do 
Nothing  in  Your  Country  without  your  knowledge  he  expects 
you  will  give  the  Commanding  Officer  Notice  from  time  to 
time  of  the  Enemies  Motions  or  what  they  are  doing.

Brethren, 

The  General  has  charged  me  as  he  marched  away 
his  Army  out  of  your  hunting  Country,  to  re comend  it  strongly 
to  you  to  send  the  French  away  out  of  your  Country,  as  they 
are  a restless  & mischievous  People  and  the  Disturbers  of 
your  Peace,  this  is  in  your  Power  and  convincing  of  your 
Sincerity  towards  us;  You  are  sensible  that  while  they  have 
Forts  in  your  Country,  they  will  find  Means  to  get  Indians 
to  commit  Hostilities  on  his  Majesty's  Subjects  w?*1  will 
impead  that  Peace  so  hapily  concluded  between  you  and  us. 
This  I must  recommend  to  your  serious  Consideration,  and  I 
expect  my  Request  will  be  comply' d with;  Your  sending  them 
out  of  yT  Country  and  obliging  them  to  destroy  their  little 
Forts,  will  be  establishing  an  everlasting  Peace  between  you 
and  us.

Brethren, 

The  General  has  desired  me  to  recommend  it  to 
you  to  send  to  the  several  Nations  to  the  West  and  make 
known  to  them  the  Peace  now  so  happily  concluded  and  invite 
Deputies  from  each  Nation  to  come  with  You  to  Philadelphia 
to  meet  him  and  the  Governors  of  the  several  Provinces  this 
Winter,  where  every  thing  that  has  been  transacted  may  be 
ratified  and  confirmed,  and  the  Prices  of  Goods  fixed  on  to 
your  Satisfaction.  The  General  expects  you  will  make  all 
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the  Dispatch  you  can  to  meet  him  in  Philadelphia,  as  he  is 
to  go  to  the  Great  King  of  England  early  in  the  Spring.  Pro- 
visions will  be  laid  on  the  Road  for  you.

have  said  to  Us,  is  very  agreable  and  we 11  received  by  our 
Council. 


You  return’d  us  Thanks  for  the  Speech  Vie  made 
N'T  Croghan  in  which  we  engaged  to  deliver  up  your  Prisoners; 

Brother,  Vie  once  More  assure  you  that  you  shall  see 
yT  Flesh  and  Blood  again,  w?n  is  in  our  Towns  and  that  we 
will  use  our  Interest  with  all  other  Nations  to  get  your 
People  from  ’em  likewise. 

Brother, 

You  desire  us  to  make  all  the  Messages  we  have 
receiv'd  known  to  all  Nations  Westward  of  us,  to  acquaint  them 
of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  lately  concluded  at  Easton,  this  we 
assure  you  we  vri.ll  do  immediately,  and  believe  it  will  be 
very  agreable  Mews  to  them. 
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You  likewise  desire  us  to  send  the  French 
the  French  out  of  our  Hunting  Country,  we  believe  it  will 
be  for  our  Interest,  and  You  may  depend  on  it  we  will  send 
them  a Message  to  remove  out  of  Our  Country,  if  they  pay 
no  Regard  to  that  we  must  take  such  Measures  as  will  oblige 
them  to  remove.

Brothers, 

When  the  Messengers  from  Pennsylvania  with 
Our  Uncles  the  Six  Nations  had  deliver’d  the  Messages  from 
the  General  and  the  Governor  we  gave  it  for  our  Opinion, 
that  when  the  Gen-J-  had  drove  the  French  away  out  of  Our 
Country,  then  to  come  and  build  a Trading  House  here,  But 
Brother,  as  you  tell  us  the  General  has  left  Two  hundred 
Men  here  to  support  and  defend  the  Traders  you  will  send 
to  Trade  with  us.  We  assure  you  it  is  agreable  to  us  and 
We  will  give  them  all  the  Assistance  we  can,  and  give  them 
the  earliest  Notice  of  any  Body  of  the  Enemy  moving  this  way, 
As  No  Body  can  come  across  our  Country  without  our  Knowledge. 
But  Brother,  we  cannot  of  ourselves  engage  to  protect  them 
till  we  speak  with  the  Nations  in  Alliance  with  Us,  but  will 
do  what  is  in  Our  Power,  and  as  the  Enemy  is  not  yet  far  off 
and  may  have  some  Indians  with  them,  VJe  recommend  it  to  you 
that  None  of  your  People  straggle  out  in  the  Woods  as  a few 
Indians  may  come  here  and  take  a Scalp  without  our  Knowledge; 
to  confirm  you  what  we  have  told  you  We  give  You 

Four  Strings  of  Wampum. 

We  will  immediately  go  and  call  a Council  with 
the  Western  Nations  and  as  soon  as  we  return  we  will  send 
Messengers  to  acquaint  the  General  what  time  VJe  can  meet 
him  with  Deputies  from  each  Nation,  in  Philadelphia.

Sir 

I have  Sent  inclosed  for  your  Excellencies  perusal, 
the  minutes  of  Conferences  held  here  with  nine  Chiefs  of  the 
Six  Nations,  Shawneese  and  Delaware  Indians. 

What  the  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations  delivered  by 
themselves  in  private  appeared  to  be  of  Such  Consequence 
that  I have  lost  no  time  in  communicating  it,  and  as  Captain 
Ward  is  the  only  Person  here,  that  understands  any  thing 
of  their  Language,  he  accompanies  two  of  these  Chiefs  as 
Interpreter. 

The  Intelligence  they  bring  is,  that  twelve  con- 
siderable Nations  of  Indians,  inhabiting  on  the  other  Side 
of  Lake  Erie  are  intirely  in  the  French  Interest,  and  engaged 
by  them  to  cut  off  the  Six  Nations  as  Allies  to  the  English 

This  Stroke  they  have  reason  to  dread,  as  they  are 
by  no  means  that  powerfull  and  Warlike  People  they  were  on 
our  first  Settling  America:  and  should  the  Shawanese  and 
Delawares  Join  in  the  Confederacy  against  them,  their  ruin 
would  soon  be  compleated,  unless  a very  powerfull  aid  is 
afforded  them  by  the  English. 


(January  3,  1759) 


This  Support  from  us  they  come  no w to  Supplicate 
but  are  obliged  to  cover  this  design  of  waiting  on  your 
Excellency,  as  well  from  the  Shawanese  & Delawares,  as  from 
the  French,  for  they  observe  too  great  an  intimacy  Still 
Subsist  between  these.  at  the  Same  time  they  appear  to 
be  convinced  that  the  French  may  be  easily  drove  from  this 
Country;  that  one  or  two  Defeats  will  make  their  Indians 
drop  their  Alliance,  and  universally  join  the  English. 

The  Strength  of  the  Ennemy  at  VJenango,  does  not 
amount  to  one  Hundert;  at  the  Carrying  Place,  and  Presqu'- 
Isle  both  the  Garrisons  don't  make  up  that  number:  Their 
Magazines  of  Provisions,  and  arms  is  forming  a little  above 
Kuskuskus,  as  most  convenient  for  assembling  the  Lake  Indians, 
to  fall  down  on  this  Place.  They  may  from  thence  move  in 
Concert  with  a body  from  Vinango  if  they  propose  bringing 
artillery,  for  the  two  Places  are  about  an  equal  distance 
from  us. 


Not  a word  of  this  we  have  heard  from  the  Delawares, 
tho'  Hundreds  of  them  from  that  Place  have  been  here,  living 
upon  us  at  a very  great  Expense  of  Provisions,  and  pretending 
the  utmost  friendship:  they  have  alarmed  us  by  their  account 
of  the  force  at  Vinango  ready  to  fall  down  the  River,  but 
carefully  concealed  every  Circumstance  that  would  make  their 
own  vilainy,  and  treachery  appear. 

It  is  however  necessary  to  Keep  fair  with  them,  till 
Such  a time  as  a Sufficient  Force  is  Sent  to  defeat  any 
designs  the  Ennemy  can  form  on  this  River:  Then  & not  before 
the  Delawares  & Shaw:  Indians  from  pretended,  will  become 
real  Friends.  I mentioned  in  my  letter  to  Col.  Bouquet  the 
necessity  of  Sending  an  Interpreter  here,  with  a large 
quantity  of  Indian  Goods,  the  Constant  Sollicitations  of 
all  our  Friends  obliges  me  again  to  repeat  it,  as  a measure 
equally  necessary  to  gain  the  Indian  Interest,  as  a Body  of 
Troops  is  to  Secure  the  Country. 

Give  me  leave  to  hint  to  yf  Ex^f  that  these  Chiefs 
of  the  Six  Nations  expect  Some  genteel  Presents,  rather  to 
testify  the  generosity  of  the  English  to  their  Country  men 
at  their  Return  home,  than  to  satisfy  their  own  avarice

January  the  third  in  the  Evening,  Arrived  two  Indian 
Runners,  with  a String  of  Black  and  white  Wampum,  Signifying 
to  me,  that  Nine  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations,  Shawanese,  and 
Delawar's  from  a Town  up  the  Ohio,  about  one  hundred  Miles, 
above  Vinango,  near  the  BoughHelloons,  would  be  here  to- 
morrow with  forty  of  thier  Attendants.  Accordingly  the 
fourth  in  the  Evening  they  Arrived,  One  of  them  producing 
Six  Strings  of  Wampum,  told  us  that  he  came  from  Weayough,

We  Cannot  Understand  one  Another,  but  as  Much  as  we  can  Make 
plain  to  you,  we  will  let  you  Know.  The  Delawares  told  us, 
that  they  and  thier  Brothers  the  English  had  become  Acquainted, 
and  had  Shaken  hands  here,  and  we  are  come  from  Cur  Town,  to 
become  Acquainted  with,  and  Shake  Hands  with  Our  Brothers 
likewise.

Wellcome,  that  he  was  glad  that  they  could  See  one  Another

Brothers  — Tomorrow  I will  give  you  tha.t  Belt  to 
Return  home  to  your  Own  Country,  but  you  are  to  Return  it 
back  to  me,  and  tell  me  at  the  Same  time,  that  you  are 
Resolved  to  Stay  here,  and  fight  the  French  till  they  are 
drove  off  from  this  Country. 

The  Seventh  in  the  afternoon  the  officers  of  the 
Garrison  And  a good  many  Indians  being  present,  one  of  the 
Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations,  taking  Out  a Belt  of  Wampum, 
said,  We  heard  the  English  say  when  they  came  here,  that

My  Spy  is  not  yet  returned  from  Vinango  since  his 
Setting  off.  Intelligences  Somewhat  differing  from  the 
former  have  been  brought.  What  dependence  is  to  be  had  on 
what  either  Party  Says,  is  not  easy  to  Judge:  You  will  see 

by  the  Conferences  Sent  to  the  General,  that  the  Six  Nations 
are  equally  jealous  of  the  Tribes  inhabiting  near  us,  as  of 
the  French,  and  apprehend  that  the  Delaware  & Shawanese  would 
readily  join  the  french,  in  order  to  shake  off  their  de- 
pendence on  the  Six  Nations:  I could  not  avoid  sending  Ward 

along  with  their  Deputey,  as  he  is  the  only  person  here  who 
understands  their  Language:  If  George  Croghan  or  any  other 

Interpreter  is  with  the  General,  I should  be  glad  he  was 
returned. 


For  these  five  or  Six  days,  we  have  entertained  here 
upwards  of  150  Indians,  as  one  Party  goes  another  comes. 
It  is  not  in  my  Power  to  prevent  an  extravagant  Consumption 
of  Provisions. 

It  Seems  two  Pieces  of  Cannon  are  Sunk  in  the  Ohio 
near  the  Fort;  as  Soon  as  the  Ice  will  permit,  I shall  have 
them  weighed.

I receiv’d  your  letter  yesterday  dated  13^  Inst"  And 
am  Extreamly  Oblig'd  to  you  for  your  Care  in  forwarding  my 
letter  to  me,  it  Came  from  the  Commissioners,  & The  purport 
of  it  was  that  if  by  any  Accident  I should  Be  detain'd  on 
the  road  any  where  short  of  Fort  Legonear  That  I should  write 
to  Colonel  Hugh  Mercer  Commandant,  at  Pittsburgh  and  Acquaint 
him  thereof.  Desiring  him  to  notify  the  same  to  the  Indians, 
and  Let  them  know  I was  on  the  road,  and  that  I should  Proseed 
As-  forward  as  fast  as  the  season  would  admit,  this  letter 
not  Coming  to  my  hands  in  due  time  I thought  you  the  only 
person  I Could  Apply  to  for  Asistance.  I note  what  you  say  in 
regard  to  engaging  Waggons  here,  to  Carry  my  goods  as  far  as 
Fort  Bedford,  and  the  day  Before  I receiv'd  your  letter  there 
was  A Gentleman,  one  Colonel  Prater  of  the  Millitia,  brought 
Three  Waggons  Loaded  with  Hay  to  this  place,  & I endeavour'd 
to  engage  with  him  to  Carry  my  goods  But  he  told  me  he  look't 
upon  it  Impossable,  for  It  was  with  great  difficulty  his 
Teams  got  here  With  about  a Thousand  weight  each,  from  his 
House,  and  the  roads  is  aBundantly  worse  from  This  place, 
forward  he  says,  for  my  part  I am  unacquainted  with  the  roads 
therefore  Cant  be  a Judge  But  from  all  the  Experience  I have 
had  this  far  I find  it  very  bad,  the  man  that  Brought  me  your 
Letter, (mF  Birely)  had  a Brother-inlaw  going  up  with  Flour, 
and  the  roads  was  so  Extreamly  bad  he  That  he  was  Oblig'd  to 
leave  his  flour  and  Come  Home,  affter  Losing  aBarrell  of 
Flour  at  the  Crossings  of  Juniata,  he  Came  Back  with  Birely, 
within  in  2 miles  of  this  place  where  he  turn'd  of  for  his 
own  House.  I should  be  Extreamly  glad  to  forward  those  goods 
if  I thought  I Could  get  them  up  safe.  But  I think  I should 
not  act  Prudently,  if  I even  had  an  Opportunity  at  this  time 
To  forward  them,  as  I look  upon  a risque  at  this  Juncture  To 
transport  them,  but  if  the  weather  should  alter  so  as  There 
will  be  any  passing  for  Waggons,  I shall  if  I Possably  Can 
Engage  as  many  Waggons,  as  will  Carry  them  to  Fort  Bedford, 
but  I am  in  hopes  to  here  From  from  Philadelphia  very  soon 
and  am  well  Assur'd  The  Commissioners  will  Exert  themselves, 
in  regard  to  Purchasing  Pack  Horses,  or  any  other  way  they 
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shall  Think  most  Conducive,  for  the  publick  Interest  To 
transport  those  goods.  Agreeable  to  your  request  I now  give 
you  to  understand,  that  my  Instructions  does  not  Impower 
me  to  give  any  presents  to  the  Indians,  tho ' I joyn  with 
you  in  your  Opinion  And  think  there  will  be  a Necessaty  at 
this  time,  to  Give  some  presents.

By  a Wayondot  Indian  from  over  the  Lakes  I am  in- 
formed that  when  he  left  Fort  DeTroit  the  French  had  called 
all  the  Militia  of  that  part  of  the  Country,  that  they  told 
the  Indians  they  were  going  to  Priskisle  where  they  expected 
to  meet  a Party  from  Niagara  with  Cannon  that  they  were  going 
to  fortifie  Venango,  and  that  they  should  have  three  Hundred 
Indians  with  them.  The  Militia  of  the  Settlement  about  Fort 
D'Troit  consist  of  about  five  Hundred  Men. 

I have  two  Spies  at  Venango  who  would  reach  there 
much  about  the  same  time  that  the  Party  which  attacked  Ligonier 
would  get  back,  upon  their  return  I shall  know  whether  they 
are  arrived  there,  and  whether  they  intend  any  thing  this 
way,  by  several  Indians  from  the  Indian  Towns  neer  Venango 
it  has  been  reported  that  both  the  French  and  Indians  are 
arrived  there,  but  I cannot  depend  on  this  Intelligence,  but 
on  the  return  of  my  spies  shall  know  the  certainty.  I shall 
constantly  keep  some  there  to  watch  their  motions  that  we  may 
get  timely  Notice  of  their  Intentions,  it  will  be  expensive, 
but  the  benefit  we  receive  from  the  Intelligence  of  our  Spies 
will  be  well  worth  the  Expense.  By  detaining  the  Men  who 
escorted  up  the  last  Provissions,  we  saved  the  whole  Party 
from  being  cut  off,  which  was  owing  to  the  Intelligence  we 
received  of  the  party  which  attacked  Lawillhannon  being  out, 
their  Numbers,  the  time  & place  where  they  would  come  on  the 
Road.  I was  obliged  to  borrow  One  Hundred  Pounds  to  defray 
the  expense  of  Intelligence  & fifty  Nine  Pounds  ten  shillings 
to  pay  for  Rum  for  the  use  of  the  Indians  for  both  which  Sums 
I have  dr awed  on  you  this  day  in  favour  of  Joseph  Spear.

Inclosed  you  have  the  Intelligence  I received  yes- 
terday, and  .just  now  arrived  two  Indians  from  Priskisle,  sent 
to  me  with  the  following  Accounts  by  a Six  Nation  Indian, 
which  I employed  some  time  agoe  to  watch  the  motions  of  the 
Enemy  there. 

They  say  that  Eight  days  agoe  a large  Party  of 
French,  and  Indians,  arrived  at  Priskisle  with  a quantity 
of  Provissions,  and  Horses,  that  the  French  and  Indians  s?dd 
there  would  be  eight  Hundred  Indians  when  they  all  came  to- 
gether, they  cannot  tell  how  many  was  then  there  but  think 
there  could  not  be  less  than  Seven  Hundred  French,  and  Indians, 
that  when  the  whole  was  collected  at  Venango,  they  were  to 
attack  either  this  Post,  or  Ligonier,  but  those  Indians  say 
they  think  they  will  attack  this  Post,  they  have  either  Eight 
or  ten  Pieces  of  Cannon  two  of  which  I take  to  be  twelve 
Pounders  and  the  rest  Six  Pounders  by  the  description  these 
two  Indians  give  of  their  size,  they  further  say  that  on 
their  way  here  they  met  ten  principal  Men  and  Warriors  going 
after  the  Indians  to  endeavour  to  turn  them  back  over  the 
Lakes  as  all  the  Nations  there  ere  determined  to  be  at  Peace 
with  the  English  I am  with  Esteem.

Dear  Sir, 


My  last  was  of  the  7^  Ins^  and  by  the  Return  of  the 
Express  which  conveyditto  Ligonier,  we  find  the  intelligence 
of  Reinforcements  coming  to  Venango  confirmed  by  the  Enemies 
assault  upon  that  Post.  Two  Days  ago  some  Viandots  from  the 
neyhberhood  of  Detroit  brought  accounts  that  the  French  were 
raising  all  the  Men  of  that  Settlement,  amounti[n]g  with  the 
Garrison  to  5 or  600  and  busy  collecting  the  Indians  in  their 
Interest,  in  order  to  prosecute  the  War  on  this  River.  They 
were  to  bring  Artillery  and  had  got  together  a Number  of 
Horses  too  transport  it  from  Priscile  to  LeBeuff,  so  for  the 
Wiandots.  This  Evening  two  Indians  arrived  from  Priscile 
sent  on  purpose  bj7-  One  of  the  Six  Nations  to  acquaint  us, 
that  eight  daq^s  ago  a body  of  Seven  hundred  french  6 Indians 
arrived  there  from  DeTroit,  with  ten  Peices  of  Cannon,  two  of 
which  are  supposd  12  Pounders;  That  they  intended  to  proceed 
immediately  to  attempt  this  Post  or  Ligonier.  Further  the 
last  Intelligence  hears  that  several.  Principall  Men  of  these 
Indians  at  Venango  &c  were  on  their  way  to  the  Enemies  Posts 
to  draw  off  such  of  their  People  as  they  could  persv/ade,  to 
abandon  the  French  in  consequence  of  the  friendly  proposals 
made  them  by  us. 

A Convoy  setts  off  to  day  from  Ligonier  which  I Reinforce  to 
morrow  with  300  Men,  and  as  the  Enemy  must  be  disconcerted  by 
the  failure  of  their  attempt  at  Ligonier,  I am  in  hopes  they 
are  not  in  a Situation  to  insult  it  upon  the  Road.  On  this 
Convoys  arriving  safe,  we  shc.ll  be  near  1000  strong,  and  will 
with  pleasure  exert  our  utmost  abilities  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Post. 

I send  off  immediatly  upon  the  Cumburl01  Road  to  hasten 
Col  Byrds  March,  if  coming  that  Way  or  yet  at  Cumber l1?,  but 
either  of  these  there  is  little  Chance  of. 

How  far  it  may  be  practicable  for  Col  Stephen  to  send  some 
peices  of  Artillery  & Ammunition  immediatly;  I cannot  deter- 
mine; for  we  can  give  no  assistance  this  way,  asour  Provisions 
is  the  first  objet;  but  that  is  the  next. 
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The  Conference  v/ith  the  Indians  held  here  tvra  days  ago,  is  too 
long  to  transcribe  at  Present;  it  gave  general  satisfaction 
to  them;  but  their  force  is  too  small,  to  be  of  consequence 
on  this  Occasion.  Mot  a Word  from  Niagara.  Two  spys  will 
be  in  from  Venango  to  morrow.  No  time  shall  be  lost  in 
communicating  what  they  bring. 

We  are  under  a Necessity  of  employing  Indians  for  most  of  our 
Expresses.  You  will  no  doubt  be  of  Opinion  that  the  expence 
arising  from  thence  is  not  to  be  mentioned  at  so  critical 
a juncture.

Your  last  letters  have  been  laid  before  The  General, 
who  directs  me  to  acquaint  You  that  he  has  given  Orders  to 
Open  The  Communication  from  Carlisle  to  Redstone  Creek  & to 
build  a post  there  for  the  reception  of  The  Provisions  &c. 
as  soon  as  we  have  hands  to  Spare  we  may  build  The  Flatts  you 
propose  at  The  Yioghioghany.  I suppose  you  have  by  this  Time 
Dispatched  The  Beaver  & his  Attendants  it  would  be  useless  to 
detain  him,  & Your  Provisions  will  not  allow  it.  The  Peace 
is  to  be  Confirm'd  with  them  upon  the  Best  Terms,  & You  will 
Endeavour  to  send  Them  away  Pleased. 
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The  General  has  given  Orders  for  more  Indian  Goods 
which  being  Scarce  in  The  Country  and  so  Expensive  & difficult 
to  Transport  are  to  be  Managed  vri_th  all  The  Oeconemy  That 
The  Service  vri.ll  Admit. 

It  would  be  very  Advantagious  to  have  some  Delawares 
Indians  in  'The  Service  to  help  us  to  Clear  The  Communication. 
Could  you  not  Engage  50  or  a 100  Young  Fellows  by  Presents 
& Expectation  of  being  well  rewarded  to  take  The  Hatchet 
against  The  French  & Their  Savages. 

I hope  the  Repulse  they  have  met  with  in  Their 
Attempt  at  Legonier  will  cool  them  a little. 

The  Virginians  were  to  Sett  out  The  llth  with  a 
Convoy  of  Provisions,  Part  are  to  Open  The  Road  to  Redstone 
Creek  & the  rest  to  Proceed  by  Bedford  to  Legonier. 

Colonel  Byrd  communicated  some  Days  ago  a peice  of 
Intelligence  received  from  the  Lower  Sha.wane  Town,  which 
deserves  little  Credit.  Some  prisoners  who  made  their  Escape 
pretend  that  The  Shawanesse,  directed  by  The  French,  did 
propose  to  Surprize  your  Fort  introducing  themselves  as 
Friends,  & when  Admitted  into  The  Fort  Attack  the  Garrison. 

I make  now  doubt  that  you  do  not  permit  too  great  a 
Number  of  Indians  to  go  into  The  Fort,  & the  few  you  Admit 
are  to  be  without  Arms,  A precaution  allways  Used  by  The 
French  while  at  Fort  Duquesne  to  prevent  any  Temptation  to 
Such  lawless  people. 

The  New  Levies  are  at  last  Arrived  at  Carlisle  & we 
have  a prospect  of  a Sufficient  Number  of  Waggons  to  Support 
us  during  The  Campaign.  The  General  having  mett  with  the 
Utmost  difficulty,  & Settled  The  Continuation  of  Carriages 
Setts  out  Tomorrow  for  Carlisle  & proposes  to  proceed  directly 
to  Pittsburgh.  There  has  been  representations  made  by  The 
CommissTs  for  Indian  Trade,  that  Ml  Croghan  had  made  some 
alterations  in  the  Prices  Fixed  by  Them  for  Indian  Goods. 
The  General  does  not  think  he  would  have  made  any  Innovations 
without  Your  Consent,  and  he  is  persuaded  you  v/ould  not  have 
given  it.  All  The  Goods  sold  to  Indians  are  to  be  disposed 
of  agreeable  to  Those  prices,  & if  any  Alterations  were 
necessary  The  General  will  consider  of  it  upon  the  Spott. 

We  expect  every  day  some  News  from  Brig-T  Prideaux, 
& to  hear  that  General  Amherst  has  passed  The  Lakes.  The 
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Enemy  have  nov;  but  a Short  T Lae  to  Harrass  Us,  & it  is  likely 
that  this  last  Attempt  having  been  frustrated,  we  shall  hear 
no  more  of  them,  but  we  must  Continue  to  Act  vdth  the  same 

Prudence  & Activity.

The  General  has  desired  that  no  Alteration  be  made 
in  The  Prices  of  Indian  Goods  as  they  have  been  Fix' d by  The 
Commissioners  and  if  you  think  some  alterations  necessary, 
you  will  please  to  prepare  Your  remarks  to  be  laid  before 
him  at  Pittsburgh. 

I mention  to  Colonel  Mercer  to  Endeavour  to  Engage 
a Number  of  Young  Warriors  to  take  The  Hatchet.  They  would 
be  of  great  Service  to  clear  The  Communication  & Secure  our 
Convoys.  I beg  you  will  use  all  your  Influence  & Address  to 
persuade  them  by  actual  Presents  & reasonable  rewards  for 
Services  performd.

The  Intelligence  by  our  Spy's  is  sent  you  so  full 
by  Capt  Croghan  that  I beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  his  Letter. 
We  wait'd  for  a Confirmation  of  it  by  two  Shavmese  left  at 
Venango  to  observe  what  Measures  the  Enemy  continued  to  take; 
whether  to  harrass  us  this  Way;  or  proceed  in  a body  for  the 
Lakes.  They  are  not  yet  come,  and  the  Nevis  now  sent  is  too 
good  to  be  longer  detaind. 

We  were  al  along  in  good  spirits,  preparing  for  a resolute 
defence;  you  may  judge  how  happily  circumstanced  for  the 
Enemy,  with  Not  an  Ounce  of  Flour,  or  Beef,  but  a few  Milch 
Cows  of  the  Sutlers,  and  Horses  enough.  The  Convoy  with 
supplies  will  be  in  to  morrow;  and  every  week  must  novi  add 
to  our  Force  & accomodation.  The  Delawares,  & Other  Indians 
have  showd  great  zeal  & fidelity  on  this  Occasion;  but  for 
them  our  Circumstances  could  scarcely  have  been  made  known 
to  you,  or  supplies  so  readily  obtaind. 

Twenty  two  Wiandots  are  arrived,  part  of  a company  of  70  going 
to  the  French,  but  met  by  some  of  their  People  from  hence, 
& brought  in.

I have  no  accounts  from  Venango,  to  be  depended  on, 
in  confirmation  of  the  Intelligence  communicated  to  Your 
Excellency,  by  the  dispatches  from  home  of  the  167^ 

Yesterday  morning  Cap'*1'  Jocelyn  was  ready  to  march  for  Ligonier 
with  a Convoy  of  Horses,  when  we  understood  by  the  Indians 
that  some  Considerable  Parties  of  the  Enemy  were  about  us. 
Indians  were  sent  to  reconoitre  and  eyhty  of  the  Enemy  Indians 
were  found  upon  thar  Way  to  the  Mouth  of  Beaver  Creek,  they 
had  passd  us  in  Canoes  in  the  Might,  and  gave  out  that  they 
had  left  the  French,  upon  their  going  to  Niagra,  that  a 
great  many  others  were  following  them,  with  design  to  hear 
what  their  Deputies  had  transacted  at  the  late  Conference, 
signifying  their  Readiness  to  come  into  such  measures  as 
they  had  agreed  on. 

We  have  sent  the  Cheifs  of  the  Delay; ares  off  to  meet  these 
Indians,  and  find  out  whether  they  are  conducted  by  French 
Men,  or  come  with  the  peacable  Intentions  they  profess.  I 
shall  detain  the  Convoy  'till  we  obtain  some  further  In- 
formation, as  our  Provisions  will  hold  out  at  half  allowance, 
for  ten  or  twelve  days. 


The  expence  of  Provisions  by  Indians  mil  be  thought  extrava- 
gant; I have  endeavour d to  ease  it  by  sending  home  as  many 
as  could  well  be  done  without  making  too  light  of  them,  a 
suspicion  of  this  sort  we  were  oblidged  to  avoid,  in  our 
late  Circumstances,  when  their  services,  tho  only  to  bring 
& communicate  Intelligence  were  of  the  utmost  Consequence. 
Four  days  ago,  forty  Onondago  Indians  arrived  with  five 
Prisoners  from  the  Catawba  Country.  Two  young  fellows  are 
in  their  posession,  who  served  with  us  last  Campaign. 

I enclose  Returns  of  the  Troops  here,  Provisions,  Horses  to 
be  sent  down  the  Country  as  soon  as  it  appears  a Convoy  may 
be  risk'd,  with  the  Number  of  Indians  drawing  Provisions. 

The  Onondagoes  sett  off  to  day,  and  a grea,t  many  Delawares 
who  are  to  remain  at  home,  till  your  Excellency  thinks  proper 
to  call  them  together.  The  only  additional  Works  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Place,  which  could  be  carried  on,  is  a line  of 
Pickets  planted  two  feet  within  the  Stockades  to  Strengthen 
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the  Bastions , by  filling  up  the  Interstice  with  Deer  Skins, 
running  a Line  of  Chevaux  de  frize  along  the  front  of  the 
fort,  between  the  breast  Works  leading  to  the  Monongehela, 
and  strengthening  these  Breastworks  vdth  some  Stockades. 

Four  Deputies  from  the  Wiandots,  and  several  Delawares  are 
now  at  Venango,  vdth  Messages  from  us  1 from  those  Tribes,  to 
break  off  such  of  their  People  as  are  now  with  the  French; 
vie  look  for  the  P.eturn  of  some  of  these  imnediatly,  as  they 
are  engaged  likeways  to  bring  intelligence  of  the  Enemies 
force  & Designs. 


This  will  be  deliverd  to  Your  Excellency  by  One  of  the  Cheifs 
of  the  Delawares,  upon  whose  fidelity  you  may  Geoend.

The  20.bh  in  the  Morning  we  were  allarmed  by  the 
Indians  from  the  other  side  Ohio,  who  informed  me  that  they 
were  sure  that  there  was  a Body  of  the  Enemy  about,  that  they 
had  killed  several  of  their  Horses  in  the  Night  on  which  they 
sent  out  Indians  to  reconnotre  the  Country  round,  some  of 
which  returned,  and  said  they  see  one  of  the  Enemy,  and  spoke 
to  him.  he  informed  that  there  was  two  hundred  Indians  on  the 
Road  not  far  of  who  had.  been  employed  by  the  French  to  attack 
our  Convoys,  on  ‘which  Col.  Mercer  stoped  the  Party  that  was 
going  down  to  Ligonier,  and  by  a Delaware  and  Shawnesse  who 
arrived  here  yesterday  I am  informed  that  about  ten  o'clock 
the  same  day  they  see  Six  large  Cannoes  full  of  Indians  going 
down  the  River  ‘which  had  passed  by  here  the  Might  before,  and 
soon  after  they  met  a party  on  the  Road  who  told  them  they 
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had  been  at  Venango  with  the  French,  that  the  French  & some 
Indians  were  gone  to  fight  with  the  English  at  Niagara,  that 
they  did  not  choose  to  go,  and  said  that  they  had  heard  at 
Venango  by  some  Indians  from  this  place,  that  there  was  a 
great  Council  with  the  Delawares  and  some  of  their  Deputys 
from  over  the  Lakes,  with  the  English  at  this  Place  to  bring 
about  a Peace,  and  that  they  were  going  to  the  Delaware  Town 
at  the  Mouth  of  Beaver  Creek  to  know  the  truth,  and  if  there 
was  a Peace  made  with  the  English  they  would  quit  the  French 
immediately  and  go  to  their  Country,  and,  said  there  was 
several.  Cannoes  more  coming  down  the  River  on  the  same  Account. 
With  the  approbation  of  Col.  Mercer  I sent  a Messenger  after 
the  principal  Men  of  the  Delawares  who  left  this  yesterday 
Morning,  to  acquaint  these  Indians  with  what  past  at  this 
place  & desired  them  if  they  thought  proper  to  bring  some  of 
the  Chiefs  of  this  Party  to  this  Place  to  see  us  and  hear 
themselves  what  pa.ssed  between  us  and  their  Deputys  at  this 
Conference,  and.  to  endeavour  to  withdraw  the  Body  of  Indians 
of  the  Road  to  their  Town  at  Beaver  Creek.  This  Evening 
returned  all  the  Messengers  I had  sent  out  and  brought  with 
them  several  of  the  Indians  mentioned  above  from  the  Mouth 
of  Beaver  Creek,  they  have  withdrawn  the  large  Party  that 
was  on  the  Road  to  that  place.  On  the  other  side  the  River 
they  see  Seven  Indians  and  three  frenchman  sent  from  Venango 
to  see  if  the  English  were  on  their  March  for  that  place,  who 
informed  that  ye  two  v-ayondotts  that  I had  sent  to  Venango 
for  Intelligence  were  imprisoned  till  their  return,  they 
say  the  french  is  much  frightened  and  think  upon  the  first 
Movement  of  any  of  our  Troops  towards  Venango,  that  the  French 
will  abandon  that  place.  After  this  I believe  the  Road  will 
not  be  infested  with  any  large  Partys,  but  while  the  French 
have  any  footing  in  these  parts  they  will  always  keep  some 
small  Partys  on  the  Road  for  Intelligence. 

The  Bearer  Kickenskin  a.  Delaware  Indian  who  offered 
himself  to  go  with  this  Express,  is  an  honest  fellow  & much 
in  our  Interest,  but  will  drink,  he  is  a.  proper  Person  to 
carry  Expresses  if  you  should  have  Occasion  to  send  him  here

The  necessity  we  were  under  of  employing  Indians  for  all 
expresses,  as  well  as  assisting]  our  Convoys,  occasiond  an 
Indulgence  to  them  in  many  other  particulars,  wrhich  I am 
perswaded  the  General  & You  will  judge  extravagant,  paid  yet 
not  to  be  avoided:  for  the  Safety  of  the  Post  depended  in

A happy  oppertunity  offers  itself  just  now  of  clearing  the 
Ohio  intirely  of  French  Hen,  Their  Indians  are  wavering  to  a 
Man,  & many  drop  off  from  them  dayly,  & will  be  fixed,  in  the 
British  Interest,  by  pursuing  the  Generals  Plan  of  indulging 
them  in  a few  Presents,  and  laying  open  a fair  Trade.

We  have  the  Indians  from  Vinango  abandoning  the 
French  and  coming  in  to  accept  the  Proposals  made  to  them; 
some  Wiandots  who  were  sent  in  company  with  three  French  men 
to  spy,  left  those  and  came  to  the  Fort  with  their  People 
here,  they  tell  us  that  only  70  remain  at  Venango  & few 
Indians  three  Hundred  were  left  when  the  body  went  for  Niagra, 
but  many  went  home,  upon  the  Passage  to  Priscile;  And  several 
other  Accounts  receivd  last  night  and  this  Morning  agree, 
that  all  the  Indians  are  falling  off  in  consequence  of  the 
Peace  settled  here,  joind  to  the  embroild  situation  of  the 
Enemies  affairs.  Capt  Jocelyn  marches  this  Morning,  and  I 
beleive  will  meet  with  no  Insult,  two  hundred  Indians  whom 
we  suspected  of  hostile  Intentions,  haveing  passd  us,  to  wait 
at  the  Mouth  of  Beaver  Creek,  till  they  know  the  Reception 
they  are  like  to  meet  with  from  us.  Notwithstanding  these 
hopefull  prospects,  I shall  be  prepared  for  the  Worst,  not 
depending  upon  these  peices  of  Intelligence,  however  plausible, 
so  far  as  to  give  the  Enemy  an  advantage  from  our  Remissness.

Since  I v/rote  you  yesterday  numbers  of  the  Indians 
who  have  been  with  the  Enemy  cane  here,  and  inform  me,  that 
it  is  their  opinion  the  French  will  take  but  few  Indians  with 
them  to  Niagara,  and  those  that  they  left  behind  at  Venango 
are  dayly  leaving  them,  this  the  two  Spies  I sent  to  Venango 
confirm,  and  say  that  after  they  had  delivered  my  Message  to 
the  Indians  there  the  whole  of  them  had  determined  to  leave 
the  French  and  come  here,  till  a Delaware  fellow  a Brother  of 
Tedyuscungs  made  a Speech  to  all  the  Indians  there;  telling 
them,  that  the  War  was  not  over  against  the  English,  and  gave 
them  a Belt  of  Wampum  to  sharpen  their  Hatchetts,  but  the 
Indians  did  not  approve  of  his  Speech. 

They  say  that  all  the  Indians  the  French  could  get 
of  them  to  go  on  the  Road  was  Eight,  and  the  Indians  told 
those  two  Spies  that  there  was  but  two  small  Partys  out 
on  the  Road,  which  would  go  home  as  soon  as  they  returned. 
These  Spies  say  that  before  they  left  Venango  there  was  but 
Seventy  Indians  there,  the  rest  having  set  of  for  their  own 
Country,  and  that  these  Seventy  proposed  to  come  down  here 
to  see  their  Brethern  the  English  in  their  way  heme. 

I dayly  expect  a Runner  who  I sent  to  bring  mo  the 
earliest  Intelligence  of  our  success  against  Niagara. 

Our  Success  in  Indian  Affairs,  I hope  will  make 
amends  for  the  Expence  which  is  great  I am  with  Esteem

order  the  necessary  Escorts  to  Each  Convoy  going  to  Bedford 
in  the  following  manner. 

The  Troops  lefft  here  with  you  are  to  escort  from 
this  Post  to  Fort  Bedford,  The  number  of  men  being  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  Waggons  Pack  Horses,  Cattle  not 
above  20,  or  30  men  for  a Brigade  of  30,  or  AO  Waggons.

Yesterday  evening  I receivd  the  Honor  of  Your 
Excellencys  Letter  of  the  18,  and  this  morning  a party  of 
200  setts  off  to  meet  a Convoy,  and  releive  that  number  to 
return  to  Ligonier.  This  convoy  shall  be  detaind  no  longer 
than  is  necessary  to  ease  the  horses;  and  every  other  method 
tending  to  save  Provisions,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
your  Intentions  of  drawing  to  the  British  Interest  whatever 
Indians  come  here,  shall  be  made  use  of;  as  I am  sensible 
what  difficulties  and  immense  expense  attends  supplying  us 
at  this  distance.  The  Delawares  and  others  in  our  neighbor- 
hood are  sent  home  to  wait  your  Excellency's  call;  and  I 
could  wish  it  were  equally  easy  to  shake  off  the  more  distant 
tribes,  who  have  come  since  the  Conference;  Many  of  them 
from  Venango,  in  consequence  of  Messages  sent  to  draw  them 
off  from  infesting  the  Communication;  'tho  the  body  is  said 
to  be  returnd  home  with  the  French  Presents,  and  propose 
visiting  us  immediatly  with  their  traffick.  Upon  finding 
that  the  Enemy  had  collected  a formidable  body  of  the  distant 
tribes,  it  appeard  to  me  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  to 
our  Interest  such  as  joind  us;  and  to  keep  in  a state  of 
neutrality  such  as  would  not.  This  point  could  not  be  carried 
with  the  Usual  economy  as  to  Provisions,  and  Indian  presents, 
but  yet  must  be  attempted  both  for  the  Security  of  this  Post, 
and  the  safe  arrival  of  our  Convoy's;  Att  the  time  of  Capt 
Jocelyns  march  from  hence,  we  had  certain  Intelligence  of  two 
hundred  Indians  watching  the  Road  to  Ligonier,  they  had  left 
the  French,  but  intended  us  a parting  blow,  upon  their  way 
home;  which  for  the  benefit  of  water  Carriage  to  transport 
their  Goods  they  proposd  should  be  by  Beaver  Creek.  This 
Party,  by  the  Influence  of  their  Allies  here,  has  been  drawn 
off  from  their  Purpose  and  sent  home  with  favourable  senti- 
ments of  the  Peace. 

My  letter  of  the  22^  inclosd  returns  of  the  Troops  Stationed 
here;  If  the  intelligence  expected  to  day  from  the  Enemies 
Posts  on  the  Ohio,  is  of  a Peice  with  the  last,  communicated 
to  your  Excellency,  no  more  shall  be  detaind;  and  I beleive 
you  will  be  of  opinion,  considering  the  large  Grass  guards 
necessary,  that  less  than  500  can  not  be  depended  on. 
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(July  23,  1759) 


The  Indians  with  us,  consist  of  Shawnese  who  came  lately, 
Wiandots,  Hohicons,  and  a few  of  other  tribes,  over  the  Lakes, 
in  all  about  200.  The  number,  however,  varies  every  Day,  and 
as  their  Camp  is  on  'tother  side  the  Ohio,  it  is  scarcely 
practicable  to  obtain  proper  returns  of  them.  It  appears  by 
Capt  Croghans  Journel  which  he  is  copying  to  send  you,  that 
near  1200  have  been  fed  & cloathd  since  his  Arrived,  here. 

Small  parties  axe  frequently  seen  near  us,  they  have  had  no 
success,  if  their  intention  be  to  Scalp  but  as  a french  Man 
or  two  are  generally  of  the  Party  it  is  probable  they  are 
rather  watching  our  Motions,  to  give  time  to  transport  them- 
selvs  further  up  the  River,  upon  our  moving  that  Way.  I have 
made  several  attempts  but  can  catch  none  of  them.

This  serves  to  inclose  you  a Copy  of  the  latest 
Intelligence,  and  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a Copy  of  yours 
dated  at  Lancaster  the  13^  of  this  Instant,  the  Original 
not  having  come  to  hand. 

The  good  of  the  Service  has  obliged  Col.  Mercer  and 
myself,  to  purchase  some  Goods  here,  by  which  I have  saved  a 
parcell  of  the  Best  Goods  I brought  up  for  particular  uses. 
I have  been  as  frugal  as  the  good  of  the  service  would  permit, 
without  runing  into  an  illtimed  parsimony;  the  success  I 
have  met  with  in  drawing  the  Indians  from  the  Enemy,  and 
preventing  others  joining  them,  with  the  advantage  gained 
by  our  Intelligence  will  I hope  make  your  Honour  think  the 
Expence  not  ill  bestowed. 
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( July  31,  1759) 

The  Commissioners  have  Imposed  on  you  in  saying  I 
had  altered  the  Prices  of  their  Goods,  you  v/ill  see  by  the 
Conferences  held  here  the  complaint  made  by  the  Indians  about 
the  prices  of  Goods,  on  which  Col.  Mercer  and  myself  sent 
for  their  Agents,  and  acquainted  them  with  the  Complaint 
since  which  I understand  they  have  received  orders  to  sell 
their  Strouds  for  twenty  Shillings  which  before  they  used 
to  sell  for  24/ • On  the  Provincial  Agents  coming  here,  the 
Quaker  Agent  lowered  the  price  of  Skins  tho'  the  prices  had 
been  before  settled  by  the  Commissioners. 

There  has  been  no  Escorts  of  our  People  for  Pro- 
vissions,  but  what  I have  sent  some  Indians  to  assist  in 
Escorting  the  Provissions  up.  I fell  upon  this  method,  as  the 
Expence  falls  vastly  short  of  engaging  a number  of  Warriors 
in  the  manner  you  propose,  and  the  service  expected  from  them 
equally  as  well  performed. 

I have  sent  Spies  to  Venango  and  Preskisle  to  watch 
the  motions  of  the  Enemy,  bring  me  an  Account  how  the  Expe- 
dition against  Niagara  goes  on,  what  number  of  the  Western 
Indians  went  with  the  French  to  Niagara,  what  number  went 
home,  and  where  the  Enemy  had  lodged  the  Cannon  they  were 
bringing  against  us. 

Your  Honour  will  see  by  the  return  of  the  Indians 
who  have  been  maintained  here;  sent  you  by  Col:  Mercer;  that 
the  allowance  has  not  as  yet  exceeded  that  of  the  Soldiers. 
I expect  in  about  two  Months  that  there  will  be  a great 
meeting  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Western  Nations  at  this  place, 
to  fulfill  the  Engagements  entred  into  here  by  their  Deputys 
in  their  behalf. 

I have  got  an  information  where  the  Enemy  buried 
their  Cannon  last  fall  down  this  River,  & have  a promise  to 
be  piloted  to  the  place,  if  this  information  be  true  I make 
no  doubt  but  your  Honour,  will  at  proper  time  think  it  worth 
while  to  send  and  raise  them.  I am

The  29  duly  returned  two  of  ray  Spies  from  Venango,  who  inform 
me,  that  the  most  of  all  the  Indians  had  left  the  French,  and 
returned  home ; that  they  had  about  thirty  Indians  who  they 
kep  employed  to  watch  our  Motions,  and  gain  Intelligence; 
that  there  was  but  about  One  hundred  French  at  Venango  who 
were  much  affraid  of  our  coming  against  them;  that  there  was 
twenty  Wayondotts  at  Venango  who  had  sent  a Belt  of  Wampum  to 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Delawares  desiring  them  to  come  to  Venango, 
and  Chastise  one  of  their  Men  who  was  there,  spiriting  up  the 
Indians  to  continue  the  War  against  the  English,  and  desired 
them  to  come  and  do  it  in  their  presence,  & then  they  will 
be  satisfied,  and  come  with  them  to  see  their  Brethren  the 
English,  for  they  were  determined  to  bury  the  French  Hatchet 
where  it  should  never  be  found  again. 

The  30th  Tito  Shawnesse  arrived  here  from  the  Meguck,  who 
inform  me  that  the  Cherokees  have  sent  two  Messages  to  their 
Nation  to  acquaint  them  that  the  English  had  a design  of 
cuting  of  all  the  Indian  Nations,  that  they  expected  soon  to 
be  at  War  with  the  English,  and  desired  the  Shawnesse  to 
assit  them.  The  Shawnesse  Chiefs  assured  me  that  they  did  not 
believe  them,  nor  would  they  have  anything  to  do  with  them. 

Nine  o'clock  at  Night  one  of  the  Shawnesse  came  and  informed 
me  that  there  was  a French  Officer,  with  a few  French,  two 
Shawnesse,  three  Delawares,  and  four  Indians  from  over  the 
Lakes  hard  by,  come  to  watch  our  motions,  and  perhaps  would 
endeavour  to  take  a Prisoner,  and  desired  that  our  Guards 
might  be  apprised  of  it. 

The  in  the  Morning  came  to  me  sever al  Warriors  of  the 

Delaware  Nation  and  told  me  they  were  sorry  that  the  Messages 
sent  by  their  Chiefs  to  some  few  of  their  Nations  had  not 
the  desired  effect;  told  me  they  were  poor,  and  desired  that 
I would  give  them  some  Wampum,  and  they  would  go  and  take 
the  French  Hatchet  out  of  the  hands  of  their  People,  & bury 
it  deep  in  the  Earth  where  it  should  never  be  found.  I gave 
them  five  Thousand  of  Wampum  for  the  above  purpose.

Dear  Sir, 


A Letter  from  the  Gen-  of  18  arrived  the  27  to 
which  I immediatly  returnd  an  answer.  Yours  of  the  23  I was 
favourd  with  the  30  and  waited  the  arrival  of  a Convoy  to 
lay  before  you  the  state  of  Provisions  &c. 

Capt  Gordon  joining  us  with  100  artificers  breaks  in  upon 
your  plan  as  to  our  numbers;  in  obedience  however  to  your 
Orders  I have  reduced  the  Garrison  to  350  R & f and  sent 
such  of  the  Sick  to  Ligonier  as  .are  fit  to  be  transported. 

As  many  Indians  as  we  can  perswade,  will  attend  the  Convoy 
that  setts  off  to  day  for  Ligonier.  The  detaining  200  Hen  to 
reinforce  the  Garrison,  gave  us  the  advantage  of  releiving 
that  number  of  the  Convoys  half  way,  of  carrying  on  some 
publick  work,  and  of  having  besides,  a number  sufficient 
to  check  any  insolent  attemps  of  the  Indians,  to  which, 
agreeable  to  your  Advice,  I always  have  had  a view,  notwith- 
standing their  friendly  professions. 

Together  with  Returns  of  the  Garrison,  & Provisions,  I en- 
close you  a Calculation  of  the  Quantity  expended  upon  Indians 
for  the  last  Month,  the  Numbers  are  taken  from  [-Groghan] 
Capt  Croghans  Journall.  We  have  a fresh  succession  almost 
every  day,  and  find  it  impracticable  to  shake  off  soon,  such 
as  come,  a considerable  distance,  besides,  while  the  Men  go 
with  our  Convoys,  their  Sqwaws  &c  must  be  fed  here. 

last  night  at  Retreat  Beating  two  Highlanders  were  taken 
off  by  the  Enemy,  one  of  them  a Sentry  posted  near  the 
Monongehela,  the  other  had  carried  him  provisions,  and  prob- 
ably occasiond,  by  that  imprudence,  the  disaster. 

It  is  possible  the  Commissrs  for  Indian  trade  may  have  some 
ground  of  Complaint,  from  private  traders  not  keeping  to 
the  Rates  fixed  by  them.  This,  as  C Croghans  Instructions 
from  the  General  impower  him  to  lay  open  the  Trade  & as  I 
understood  them  regulate  the  Prices,  may  have  happened  with- 
out my  knowledge  or  Consent,  but  no  restrictions  have  been 
laid  upon  the  Agents  from  Phyla^,  tho  the  Rates  fixed  in

their  different  lists,  are  not  the  same.  Your  Instructions 
as  to  these  shall  bo  duely  attended  to.  I beg  leave  to  refer 
you  to  Croghans  letter  to  the  General  for  the  Intellegenc 
receivd  for  some  days  past.  Since  his  was  seald  up,  two 
Wiandot  & some  delaware  Indians  are  come  in  from  Venango, 
with  the  following  particulars. 

100  French  are  at  Venango,  and  about  thirty  Indians  who  are 
employed  in  settling  matters  as  to  the  Peace  with  us,  And 
a few  more  entirly  in  the  Enemies  Interest,  four  Parties 
are  at  present  upon  the  Road,  making  in  all  about  forty, 
including  some  Soldiers.  A Small  Party  that  killed  a Man  at 
Ligonier  about  8 Days  since  was  returnd  as  they  left  Venango. 
The  Enemy  is  preparing  to  make  off  upon  the  news  of  Niagara’s 
being  reduced,  or  of  our  being  in  motion  towards  them. 
Letters  were  brought  a few  ds.ys  ago,  with  An  Account  of  the 
English  Army's  being  within  14  Miles  of  Nia.gr a unmolested. 
Some  of  the  Indians  pretend  that  our  Army  was  before  the 
Place  the  20^h  but  these  we  dont  regard  as  authentic. 

Not  above  fifty  Indians  remaind  with  the  French  at  Crossing 
the  Lake.  The  three  peices  of  Cannon  brought  to  Venango  vrere 
sent  up  French  Creek  with  the  Party. 

No  Accounts  of  your  mad  express  at  Venango,  nor  have  the 
Indians  here  any  notice  of  the  affair;  so  we  begin  to  suspect 
the  Cash  has  carried  him  off. 

The  Battoes  will  be  ready  in  eight  Days  to  proceed  to  Red- 
stone Creek,  if  it  is  judgd  proper  to  Order  Provisions  by 
that  Road.  The  lowness  of  the  Waters  greatly  favour  that 
Communication  as  the  weakness  of  the  Enemy  does  hurrying  up 
Provisions  by  smaller  Escorts.

and  collect  Provisions,  It  Seems  adviseablc  to  i-eke-  Seize 
the  time  that  opportunity  when  they  are  otherwise  employed 
to  attemt  to  burn  Venango,  where  they  can  not  have  lefft  any 
considerable  force.

Pittsburg  August  4*  1759  By  two  of  my  Spies  who  returned 

this  day  from  Venango  I am  informed,  that  the  French  at 
Venango  are  in  the  utmost  confusion,  on  Account  of  the  News 
brought  by  some  Indians  from  Niagara,  who  say  the  English 
landed  in  sight  of  the  Fort  without  much  interruption,  in- 
trenched themselves,  and  raised  Batterys;  that  the  French 
and  Indians  made  a Sally,  and  wore  repulsed  with  the  loss 
of  Twenty  Eight  Officers  killed  & taken,  a great  number  of 
Soldiers  killed  .and  taken,  and  twelve  Indians  killed;  amongst 
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the  Prisoners  is  Mr  Delinery  who  commanded  at  this  place, 
shot  through  the  thick  of  the  thigh;  what  number  of  the 
English  & Six  Nations  were  killed  they  could  not  tell;  that 
the  place  had  not  surrendered  when  they  came  away,  but  it 
is  the  opinion  of  all  the  Indians  that  the  English  are  in 
possession  of  it  by  this,  as  the  Commanding  Officer  at  Niagara 
sent  Letters  by  these  Indians  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
at  Priskisle  to  acquaint  him  that  he  should  be  obliged  to 
deliver  up  the  place  in  a few  days,  And  as  Sir  William  Johnson 
threatned  to  cross  the  Lakes  with  the  Six  Nations,  and  cut 
of  the  settlement  at  D'Troit,  desired  him  to  forward  an  Ex- 
press to  D'Troit  with  orders  for  all  the  Women  and  Children, 
with  their  Effects  to  be  removed  to  the  head  of  Scioto;  that 
they  might  be  ready  upon  the  first  Notice  of  the  Six  Nations 
crossing  the  Lakes  to  remove  to  their  settlements  down  the 
Missisipi. 

Forty  five  Indians  arrived  here  this  day  amongst  which  were 
two  Delawares  sent  from  Tuskarawas  to  acquaint  me  that  there 
was  forty  Indians  of  the  Twigtwee,  & Cuscuskee  Nations,  on 
their  way  here,  sent  by  their  Chiefs  to  know  in  what  manner 
the  Peace  was  settled  between  us  and  the  Western  Indians  that 
they  might  know  how  to  Act,  the  two  Messengers  tell  me  that 
I may  expect  them  here  in  two  days. 

The  5t-h  Two  Shawnesse  came  here  from  Priskisle,  & confirm  the 
Intelligence  brought  by  my  two  Spies  yesterday,  with  this 
addition,  that  the  Indians  who  brought  the  Intelligence  from 
Niagara,  say,  the  French  attempted  several  times  to  drive 
the  English  out  of  their  Trenches,  that  great  numbers  were 
killed  on  both  sides,  but  most  of  the  French,  that  most  of  the 
French  Officers  that  were  on  this  River  are  killed  or  taken, 
particularly  the  blind  Captain  (called  so  by  the  Indians 
from  his  being  blind  with  one  Eye)  who  Commanded  at  Venango, 
killed.  One  Neverville  a great  Partisan  who  used  to  go  Fre- 
quently with  the  Indians  from  this  place  against  the  Frontier 
Settlements  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  killed. 
That  when  they  left  Priskisle  the  French  every  moment  expected 
to  hear  of  the  surrender  of  Niagara  to  the  English.

By  a Sloop  from  Albany  in  a Very  short  Passage  we  hear  that 
the  French  have  abandoned  and  destroyed  Crown  Point  and  are 
gone  to  s\  Johns.  From  Albany  the  Particulars  are,  that 
Niagara  surrendered  the  ult  that  the  Amy  from  Venango 

had  got  up,  in  order  to  Succour  it,  with  whom  SV  William 
Johnston  with  500  White  Men  and  his  Indians  Engaged,  and  in 
an  Hours  time  intirelv  routed  their  whole  Body,  the  Number 
of  the  Slain  not  known  as  our  People  continued  the  Chace  for 
three  Miles,  Seventeen  Officers  were  made  Prisoners  among 
whom  the  first  and  Second  in  Command  wounded  also  wounded 
the  leader  of  the  Indians  and  Five  Captains  all  wounded, 
the  Garris  sons  were  allowed  the  Honours  of  war,  and  3nbarqued 
for  Albany  in  their  way  to  New  York  the  Number  of  the  private 
Men  Prisoners  607,  Exclusive  of  Officers  and  their  Ladies.

Since  my  last  to  Colonel  Bouquet  of  tthe  1?^  Inst' 
nothing  material  has  happened  here.  The  Wiandots  from  Venango 
arerived  the  3^  and  next  Day  the  Beaver  & a Number  of  his 
People  came  in  to  hold  a Conference  with  then’,  and  the  other 
Western  Tribes,  for  settling  the  affair  of  the  Delawares 
interfering,  in  Opposition  to  our  Messages,  at  Venango.  This 
continues  and  I can  See  no  hopes  of  an  End  to  it,  the  ex- 
pensive Consumption  of  Provisions;  by  which  it  is  put  out  of 
my  power  to  save  an  Ounce  between  the  Convoys.  CaptU  Gordon 
has  all  the  Assistance  possible  from  the  Garrison,  in  pre- 
pareing  Materials  for  the  Works,  and,  what  with  giving  up 
our  Artificers,  and  furnishing  covering  Parties,  together 
with  the  Necessary  Guards  every  one  is  employed.  We  have 
discovered  that  the  two  Highlanders  taken  the  31-  were 
carried  off  by  some  Taway  Indians  that  had  been  entertained 
here  several  Days.  It  is  probable  they  were  both  killed, 
as  the  Taways  were  Seen  proceeding  to  Venango  with  the 
Scalps  only  I beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  CaptU  Croghan  for  the 
agreeable  News  from  Niagara

Sir, 

This  serves  to  inclose  the  latest  Intelligence  I 
have  received.  I shall  continue  keeping  Spies  at  Venango  and 
Priskislo.  Yesterday  Evening  arrived  here  Eighty  Indians  to 
meet  the  Beaver  and  some  Chiefs  of  the  V/ayondotts,  Tv.dgtwees, 
Cuscuskces,  Ottawas,  and  Chepawas,  who  are  gathering  here  to 
hold  a Council  amongst  themselves  in  order  to  take  the  French 
Hatchett  out  of  the  hands  of  some  feu  of  their  People  v/ho  yet 
keep  with  the  French,  and  they  make  no  doubt  but  in  a short 
time  to  withdraw  every  single  Indian  from  them. 


Great  numbers  of  Indians  are  coming  here  to  Trade, 
and  here  is  but  very  little  Goods  to  be  sold,  which  will 
disappoint  the  Indians  unless  more  cone  up  in  time.  I am

August  the  1?^  Two  Wayondott  Spies  arrived  here  from 
Venango  by  whom  I have  the  following  Intelligence.  That 
at  Venango  there  w as  about  One  Hundred  French  and  thirty 
Indians,  that  Seven  days  ago  they  had  perswaded  four  small 
Partys  of  Indians  out  on  the  Road  to  watch  our  motions, & take 
a Prisoner  for  Intelligence,  none  of  these  Partys  exceed  ten 
lien,  there  is  no  Cannon  at  Venango,  that  two  days  before  they 
left  Venango  an  Indian  came  there  from  Priskisle  and  told  them 
that  of  all  the  Indians  that  left  Venango  with  the  French, 
not  above  fifty  of  them  went  with  the  French  to  Niagara, 
the  rest  returning  home,  that  the  last  Accounts  that  came  to 
Venango  from  Niagara  was  that  the  English  Army  was  within  a 
days  Journey  of  that  olace.  The  French  tell  the  Indians  they 
have  killed  two  Thousand  & fifty  of  the  English  at  Niagara, 
and  that  the  English  still  continue  the  Siege  against  it. 
That  the  30^n  of  July  in  the  Morning  before  they  set  of  from 
Venango,  a party  of  Eight  Indians  returned  here  who  had  been 
skulking  about  Ligonier,  & informed  the  French  Officer,  of  a 
large  Body  of  English  Troops  being  there,  part  of  which  set 
of  for  this  place  with  a great  many  Cattle,  loaded  Horses, 
& Waggons,  but  they  could  not  tell  how  many,  that  they  had 
killed  a Man  at  Ligonier  but  could  not  Scalp  him. 

The  2^-  two  more  of  my  Spies  returned  here  from 
Venango,  who  inform  me  that  they  came  down  the  River  in  Com- 
pany with  three  Cannoes  with  twenty  Indians  from  Venango, 
to  Duks  Creek,  where  they  left  them,  & came  forward  to  tell 
me,  that  they  were  of  three  Nations,  VJayondott s,  Cttawas,  & 
Chepawas,  that  they  came  to  Council,  in  consequence  of  a 
Message  I sent  them.  That  there  was  no  news  at  Venango  from 
Niagara  when  they  left  it,  more  than  what  my  Spies  who  came 
yesterday  told  me.

When  the  Indians  were  gethered  1 acquainted  them 
that  my  reason  for  calling  them  was  to  hear  what 
they  had  to  say  to  each  other,  as  it  appeared  to 
me  that  some  one  Nation  of  them  had  in  the  begining 
of  this  War  given  the  Hatchet  to  the  rest  to  strike 
us,  and  notv/ithst  ending  all  the  Treat ys  and  Councils 
we  have  had  with  the  Chiefs  of  the  several  Nations, 
the  bloody  Hatchet  was  not  yet  thrown  into  the  bot- 
tomless Pit,  as  we  every  dav  hear'd  of  fresh  Murders 
being  committed  on  the  Road. 

I then  made  the  following  Speech  to  them  with  a 
Belt  of  Wampum. 

Brethren. 

I desire  as  there  is  a sufficient  Number  of  all 
the  Western  Nations  of  Indians  present,  that  you 
let  me  see  the  War  Hatchet  buried,  that  there  may 
be  no  more  use  of  it  made  against  any  of  his  Majestys 
Subjects.  As  jrou  are  sensible  that  Peace  has  been 
made  between  us,  and  your  Deputys  in  behalf  of  your 
several  Nations;  You  may  be  assured  if  any  of  your 
People  continue  these  Acts  of  Hostilities,  that  we 
shall  look  on  them  as  a violation  of  the  Peace,  and 
a breach  of  the  solemn  Engagements  made  to  us  by 
your  Deputys  in  behalf  of  your  several  Nations.

glad  to  see  so  great  a number  of  my  Brethren  from  so 
many  different  Nations  met  together  to  brighten  and 
strengthen  the  Chain  of  Friendship  between  them  and 
us,  delivering  them  a String  of  Wampum.

last  fall  on  their  behalf,  end  gave  me  these  four- 
teen Belts  of  Wampum  to  assure  our  Brethren  the 
English , the  Six  Nations,  our  several  Tribes  of 
Delawares,  and  other  Nations  of  Indians  living  in 
the  Six  Nation  Country,  that  they  were  willing  to 
take  fast  hold  of  the  Chain  of  Friendship  subsisting 
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between  the  English,  and  all  Nations  of  Indians 
living  to  the  Sunrising,  Uncles  & Cousens  this 
Belt  which  you  see  me  hold  in  my  hand  I will  join 
with  these  fourteen  Belts  to  assure  all  Nations 
to  the  Sun  rising  that  your  Nations  have  agreed  to 
the  Peace  confirmed  here  the  of  last  Month  be- 
tween the  Deputys  of  your  Nations  (who  came  with  me 
here  for  that  purpose)  & our  Brethren  the  English; 
here  he  layed  down  the  Belt  which  he  added  to  the 
fourteen  Belts  which  he  promised  to  send  of  the 
next  day.  Then  taking  up  another  Belt  spoke  as 
follows;  I assure  you  by  this  Belt,  that  the  Peace 
was  settled  here  between  your  Deputys  and  our  Broth- 
ers the  English  in  the  manner  I have  informed  you, 
an  they  have  taken  to  your  Country  the  Belts  of 
Confirmation  given  to  them.

The  Beaver  then  desired  his  Uncles  and  Cousens  of 
the  Western  Nations  of  Indians  to  listen  to  what 
the  Warriors  of  the  Delawares  & Shawnesse  were  going 
to  say.  The  Principal  Warrior  of  the  Delawares  then 
got  up  and  made  the  following  Speech. 

Uncles  and  Cousens  of  all  the  Nations  to  the  Sun 
sitting  listen  to  what  we  the  Warriors  are  going  to 
say  to  you. 

We  and  our  Grand  Children  the  Shawnesse  began  the 
War  in  this  Country,  we  did  not  make  the  Hatchet, 
it  was  sent  to  us  b3^  one  of  our  Tribes  who  live 
amongst  the  French  called  Wappones,  and  some  of  our 
People  who  lived  on  Sasquehannah,  we  were  foolish 
enough  without  taking  time  to  consider,  to  tnake  use 
of  that  wicked  Weapon,  and  then  sent  it  to  your 
Nations  inviting  you  to  come  & help  and  help  us, 
which  you  did.  The  Wise  Men  of  all  our  Nations  have 
made  Peace  with  our  Brethren  the  English,  and  as 
the  Peace  is  very  agreeable  to  us,  we  by  this  Belt 
of  Wampum  take  the  Hatchet  we  sent  you  out  of  your 
Hands,  and  we  pull  up  a large  Pine  Tree  & bury  it 
deep  in  the  Ground,  treading  down  the  Earth  firm 
about  all  the  spreading  Roots  of  the  Tree  that  the 
Hatchet  may  never  be  found  more.

With  this  Belt  of 
Wampum  vie  stop  up  the  War  Road,  and  clear  out  the 
Fioad  of  Peace  from  your  Country  here,  v/hich  you  will 
travel  in  safety  to  see  your  Brethren  the  English, 
and  trade  v/ith  them.  We  lay  a great  Log  across  the 
War  Path  over  which  your  Warriors  must  not  expect 
to  pass  for  the  future.  We  wash  the  Blood  that  has 
been  spilt  of  the  Earth  & get'ner  up  the  Bones  of 
our  Friends  that  have  been  killed  since  the  War,  & 
bury  them  decently.

Uncles  and  Cousens 

I desire  that  you  and  the  Warriors  of  your  Nation 
may  think  no  more  of  War,  but  go  a hunting,  and 
travel  this  Road  of  Feace  and  visit  your  Brethren 
the  English,  and  exchange  your  skins,  and  furs, 
for  Goods  to  cloth  your  Women  and  Children. 

Gave  a String 

The  Beaver  then  spoke  as  follows. 

Uncles  and  Cousens. 

The  War  Hatchet  is  novr  buried.  With  these  two  Belts 
I disperse  the  dark  Clouds  which  has  so  long  hung 
over  our  heads,  that  vie  may  see  the  Sun  clear  and 
as  the  Blood  that  has  been  spilt  is  washed  of  the 
Earth,  I hope  we  shall  smel  the  sweet  Scent  of  the 
Springing  Herbs  as  formerly,  and  enjoy  the  blessings 
of  Peace  as  our  Fathers  formerly  did. 


He  gave  one  Belt  to  the  Wayondotts, 

& one  to  the  Twigtwees. 

The  Wayondotts,  <1  Twigtwees  in  behalf  of  themselves, 
and  the  other  Western  Rations,  made  the  following 
Speech. 

Nephews  the  Delawares,  and  Cousens  the  Shavmesse. 
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It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  hear  you  speak,  what 
you  have  said  this  day  has  made  our  Hearts  easy, 
it  is  like  Physick  given  to  a Man  which  cures  him 
when  he  is  at  the  point  of  Death.  It  is  true  it 
was  your  duty  to  do  this  as  we  had  the  Hatchet  from 
you;  we  on  behalf  of  all  the  Nations  assure  you  and 
our  Brethren  the  English  that  we  wi.ll  pay  due  regard 
to  what  you  have  said,  and  proclaim  it  through 
all  the  Nations,  both  on  this  side  the  I, alee,  & the 
other;  and  we  assure  you  that  none  of  our  Warriors 
for  the  future  shall  go  to  War  against  our  Brethren, 
and  that  we  will  as  soon  as  possible  comply  with 
the  Engagements  our  Deputys  entred  into  with  our 
Brethren  the  English  on  confirming  the  Peace.

A great  deal  of  business  hath  prevented  my  Answering 
your  Letters:  Your  last  Intelligence  from  Niagara  were  very 
Wellcome:  we  wish  you  Could  have  Sent  Spies  there  to  Open  an 
Intercourse  with  Sir  William  Johnson. 

All  the  Indians  upon  the  Communication  cannot  be  more 
hurt full  to  us  than  our  pretended  friends  are  in  destroying 
our  Provisions  at  Pittsburgh,  the  Consequences  are  the  same, 
as  it  is  Equal  if  the  Convoys  are  destroyed  upon  the  Road, 
or  devoured  by  them  at  Pittsburgh. 

The  King's  orders  are  to  build  a Fort  there  which 
cannot  be  Effected  without  a large  body  of  Men,  and  it  is 
not  possible  to  Send  them  as  long  as  all  the  Provisions  for- 
warded are  daily  consumed  by  that  Idle  People :

Yesterday  I receivd  the  honor  of  Your  Excellencys 
letter  of  the  12th  The  Intelligence  of  the  Enemies  burnig 
Venango  LeBeuff  & Priscile  was  sent  you  the  same  day,  and  is 
since  confirmed  by  a number  of  Indians  from  that  Quarter. 

I observe  the  necessity  of  having  our  Battoes  fit  for  im- 
mediate service,  if  any  troops  are  ordered  for  Niagara;  they 
are  fitting  up  and  two  flats  that  will  draw  the  same  Water 
will  soon  be  raisd. 

Capt  Robertson  marches  tomorrow  with  the  Convoy  returning  to 
Ligonier.  I have  detaind  so  many  of  the  last  Escort  of  same 
to  replace  the  Highlanders  only. 

I have  enclosd  to  Col  Bouquet  returns  of  the  Garrison,  Pro- 
visions & Indians  here.

Dear  Sir 

I had  the  Pleasure  to  receive  your  letters  of  the 
gth  & Instant  and  the  most  elevating  news  flow  in  upon 
us  from  every  quarter: 

It  is  with  some  surprize  I observe  our  Indian  intelligence 
true  in  general,  but  false  in  most  of  the  particulars,  the 
fellows  depended  on  as  spyes  have  never  been  upon  the  spot, 
but  taken  their  accounts  from  second  hand. 

As  to  the  expence  of  Provisions  upon  Indians  I regret  it 
extreanly,  but  freely  acknowledge  it  above  my  ability  to 
keep  fair  them  and  be  more  saving.  The  Enemies  running 
beyond  the  Lakes  renders  their  services  contemptible  at  least 
for  some  months,  we re  they  to  be  active  in  our  Interest;  but 
from  their  behaviour  of  late  with  Convoys  to  Legonier,  I 
believe  it  mil  be  better  to  discourage  than  desire  their 
assistance.  You  may  depend  upon  it  that  no  alurements  shall 
be  used  to  detain  any  here.  The  Shawnese  & Twightwees  sett 
off  to  morrow,  as  likewaise  a number  of  Delawares,  who  are 
starving  when  at  home,  thro'  the  loss  of  their  Corn  felds 
last  fall,  and  come  with  Shoals  of  useless  fry  to  prey  upon 
us;  such  as  we  must  still  be  burthend  with  shall  be  reduced 
to  the  proper  allowance;  there  will  be  a necessity  at  last 
of  bringing  them  to  half  allowance  if  they  dont  take  the 
hints  given  upon  this  Subject,  and  many  of  them  appear  very 
insensible  this  way. 

No  Horses  have  been  lost  since  the  arrival  of  the  last  Convoy, 
for  the  Indians  are  acquainted  with  the  Orders  given,  that 
the  Guards  fire  upon  the  first  Indian  they  see  taking  off 
any  of  the  Horses.  Some  might  undoubtedly  be  purchasd  from 
them,  were  there  Goods  or  Cash  to  give  in  exchange;  but  a 
great  price  given  for  Corn  would  produce  no  great  quantity, 
and  serve  to  draw  the  setlers  upon  us  for  Provisions  next 
Winter  & Spring.  Ornsby  tells  me  he  has  regularly  rcturnd 
the  empty  baggs;  I have  ordered  him  to  take  a Receipt  of  the 
Horsemaster  & inclose  it  to  the  Comissary  at  Ligonicr;  with 
each  parcell.  Our  3attocs  are  filling  up  and  two  new  flatts 
are  building,  but  every  thing  goes  on  heavily  for  want  of 
Artificers  & lien  to  Assist  them.

I enclose  Returns  of  the  Garrison,  Indians,  provisions  &c 
The  Convoys  that  come  from  Ligonier  return  equally  strong, 
tho  Capt  Gordon  is  urgent  for  more  assistance  in  the  Works 
I shall  detain  none  till  Major  Tulleken  arrives;  I look  for 
him  in  four  or  five  days. 

As  Capt  Robertson  will  be  soon  with  his  detachment  at  Bedford, 
I must  not  deny  myself  the  pleasure  of  informing  you,  that 
his  knowledge  of  Military  Affairs,  far  superior  to  mine,  and 
activity  upon  all  occasions  has  been  extreamly  usefull  in 
furthering  every  part  of  the  Service  here.

about  £ 5 to  Waggoner,  and  I dare  say  the  Money  will  come  in 
good  time. 
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since  my  letters  of  yesterday  were  sent  off,  A Delaware  Spy 
is  returned  from  Venango,  with  the  following  Intelligence 
that  as  soon  as  letters  were  brot  to  that  Post  of  the  fall  of 
Niagara,  the  Garrison  sett  fire  to  the  fort,  and  upon  their 
arrival  at  Le  3euff  & Friscile,  both  these  were  demolishd 
m the  sai.ie  Fanner,  And  the  Troops  crossd  the  Lake  with  what 
they  could  carry  off.  That  of  the  Troops  that  went  to  the 
Releif  of  Niagara  upwards  of  200  were  killed  in  the  Action 
and  very  few  of  the  Rest  are  come  in. 


He  brings  some  Hatchets  picked  out  of  the  Ruins  of  Venango, 

so  that  no  Laurels  are  to  be  reaped  upon  the  Ohio  this 
Campaign.

I had  the  Pleasure  of  writing  you  the  16th  and 
mclosd  returns  of  Men  & Provisions;  next  Day  Major  Tulikcn 
arrived  ’with  150  and  the  Day  after  the  rest  of  his  detachment 
came  in  with  a considerable  Convoy.  100  Horses  with  forage 
arrived  the  same  Day,  and  just  now  the  Convoy  by  Braddocks 
Road  is  arrived.  In  order  to  hurry  them  on  I sent  to  cut  the 
Road  from  the  Crossing  of  Monongahela  to  Shanopins,  which  took 
up  only  half  a day.  Yours  of  the  2o  was  delivered  yesterday. 
Such  of  the  Virginia  horses  as  will  soon  recruit  I shall 
purchase  and  send  immediatly  to  Ligonier,  as  it  is  impossible 
o preverve  them  from  being  stole,  in  any  pasture  near  us. 

I have  wrote  the  General  such  information  as  could  be  obtaind 

cr  wm  Road  to  Niagara  and  propos'd  sending  two  Indians  from 
S W.  Johnston  with  the  Letters;  but  they  have  got  drunk  & 
disapointed  me. 
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The  Villiany  of  Killbucks  Party  is  evident  the  Delawares 
put  the  killing  of'  the  Waggoner  off  them,  upon  a ningo  fellow 
who  is  gone  to  Sacunck;  we  have  insisted  with  the  Beaver  for 
satisfaction,  but  so  little  is  his  Influence  among  his  own 
People,  that  I am  of  opinion  none  is  to  be  expected  that  way; 
severe  measures  must  be  taken  to  check  the  insolence  of  our 
neighbours,  all  other  Indians  behave  remarkably  well,  compard 
with  the  Delawares;  but  they  seem  determined  to  draw  the  due 
vengeance  upon  themselvs.  I earnestly  long  for  the  Generals 
arrival  in  hopes  his  presence  will  influence  those  lawless 
wretches;  for  I am  entirely  at  a loss  how  to  proceed. 

Mr  Trimey  informs  me  that  a body  of  the  Catawba  Warriors 
are  upon  their  way  here,  from  Ft  Cumberland;  considering 
the  Jelousy  subsisting  between  the  Tribes  here  and  them, 
their  appearing  here  at  present  will  tend  more  to  embroil  our 
affairs,  it  being  inconsistent  with  our  Engagements  lately 
entered  into.

Sir 


Yesterday  Arrived  here  some  Sire  Nation  Indians  with 
the  Inclosed  Letter  from  Sir  l#  Johnson  to  Your  Excellency 
which  I forward  by  Tito  of  The  same  party. 
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By  all  the  Information  that  I can  Obtain  it  appears 
Impracticable  to  March  a Body  of  Men  from  Presque  Isle  to 
Niagara,  The  Country  all  a Swamp  near  the  Lake,  & a Road  that 
way  never  Attempted.  As  Colonel  Bouquet  in  His  Letter  of  the 
16^  desires  my  Opinion  of  the  best  Method  of  Transporting 
Troops  from  Hence  to  Niagara  I must  think  that  the  First  Step 
is  to  be  inform' d by  an  Express  sent  to  Niagara,  whether 
Batteauxs  can  be  sent  to  Presque  Isle  By  the  Time  The  Troops 
from  hence  could  get  up  there,  for  it  is  Evident  that  without 
Water  Carriage  across  The  Lake  the  Design  must  be  dropt. 
The  distance  from  hence  to  Venango  is  reckon* d Eighty  Miles 
a good  Path  for  Pack  Horses,  & plenty  of  Grass.  I am  told 
the  road  to  Le  Beuf  is  still  3etter,  Distance  70  Miles,  and 
from  thence  15  Miles  almost  one  Continued  Bridge  to  Presque 
Isle,  a few  Trusty  Indians  might  be  procured  to  Attend  The 
Troops,  & point  out  the  best  places  for  Encamping  & Feeding 
the  Cattle.  The  rising  of  The  Ohio  a little  might  render 
the  Navigation  to  Venango  Practicable  I much  Question  whether 
the  French  Creek  will  be  passable  these  Two  Months.  So  that 
the  whole  dependence  for  Transporting  the  provisions  <1  Bag- 
gage of  The  Troops  must  be  upon  Pack  Horses.  Some  Spys  upon 
The  Indians  about  the  Lake  ’would  be  of  Service  would  be  of 
Service,  ’when  The  Troops  sett  off  from  hence,  to  give  them 
timely  Notice  of  any  Attempts  of  The  Enemy  as  such  should 
be  intended,  upon  The  whole  the  March  of  Such  a Number  of 
Men  with  Their  Train  of  Baggage  will  be  attended  with  many 
Difficultys  & Appears  liable  to  to  Several  disasters  that 
may  render  it  ineffectual. 

The  Indian  Fellow  who  Scalped  The  Waggoner  near 
Legonier  was  of  Killbucks  Party,  & the  Delawars  have  promised 
to  bring  him  up  from  the  Mouth  of  Beaver  Creek.  It  is  in- 
tirely  Necessary  to  take  some  Severe  Measures  with  These 
Villains.  They  go  on  Stealing  Our  Horses,  & tho : upon 
Croghans  representations  promises  are  made  to  Return  them, 
I see  none  brought  Back,  nor  can  we  shake  The  Crowd  of  them 
off  from  preying  upon  our  provisions.  No  returns  can  be 
got  of  their  Numbers,  The  Indian  Agents  Absolutely  refusing 
to  comply  v/ith  The  Orders,  as  Impossible.

Horse,  & Carried  off  some  more  Morses,  from  a Convoy  of  Empty 
Waggons  Escorted  by  an  Officer  & Twenty  Five  Ken,  and  I have 
Just  now  received  Information  that  some  Waggons  have  been 
found  upon  the  road  to  Cumberland  with  the  Traces  Cutt,  and 
a Good  many  Indian  Tracts  about  the  place,  which  Tracts, 
were  found  Tending  down  to  Legonier. 

From  these  Circumstances,  it  is  Evident,  that  a 
party  of  the  Enemy  is  about  us,  and  that  Convoys  are  not 
safe,  without  good  Escorts,  as  a great  many  Delawares,  and 
Other  Indians,  have  moved  off  within  These  few  days,  it  is 
as  likely  to  be  some  Villains  of  that  Tribe  as  french  Indians 
from  Over  the  Lake.

The  Delawares  a Warlike  Nation,  living  on  the  Ohio, 
Beaver  Creek,  and  several  other  Branches  of  the  Ohio,  and 
high  up  the  Susquehanna  always  Steady  in  The  British  Interest 
until  this  War,  and  never  computed  to  consist  of  more  than 
between  three  & four  hundred  Men,  till  now  when  by  collecting 
their  People  together,  They  are  reckoned  to  be  near  Six 
hundred  fighting  Men,  and  wore  the  People  that  did  us  the 
greatest  Mischief  being  acquainted  with  almost  every  Plan- 
tation on  our  Frontiers  and  Served  as  C-uides  to  the  French 
Indians.  Their  chief  Hunting  Bear  & Deer. 

The  Shawano s so  a Warlike  Nation  their  chief  Town  on 
a great  Plain  on  the  River  Scioto  which  empties  itself  into 
The  Ohio  about  four  hundred  miles  below  Pittsburgh.  They 
consist  of  about  three  hundred  fighting  Men,  were  Steady  in 
The  British  Interest  all  last  War,  but  inveterate  Enemies 
this,  owing  to  some  of  their  People  being  put  in  Goal  at 
Charles  Town,  the  chief  Man  of  the  party  (a  Mac  more  particu- 
larly attached  to  the  British  Interest  than  any  other  in  the 
Nation)  Dead.  Their  chief  hunting  Bear  & Deer. 

The  Chocktaws  a Nation  living  on  The  Missisippi 
River  above  new  Orleans  in  the  French  Interest  computed  to 
be  two  thousand  fighting  Men,  their  chief  hunting  Beaver 
and  small  Furs. 

Lezar  a Nation  living  on  the  Ohio  from  the  mouth  up- 
wards towards  the  Mouth  of  Wabash  about  four  hundred  fighting 
Men,  their  hunting  Beaver,  & Deer. 

The  Ilionois  (so  call’d  by  the  French)  live  on  the 
Missisippi  above  the  Mouth  of  The  Ohio;  The  French  have  five 
Towns  in  their  Country,  which  produce  good  Wheat  from  whence 
they  Supply  New  Orleans  & the  Adjacent  Forts  and  have  sent 
supplies  from  thence  during  the  War  to  Fort  DuQuesne  now 
Pittsburgh  they  consist  of  about  400  fighting  Men. 
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The  Waggueoughtennees,  Nation  living  on  The  Wabash, 
have  two  Towns  They  are  computed  at  200  fitting  Men,  3eaver 
& small  skins  their  hunting. 

The  Pianquishaws,  a Nation  living  on  the  heads  of 
the  Wabash,  are  computed  at  300  fighting  Hen,  have  two  Towns, 
Beaver  & Small  furs  their  chief  hunting. 

The  Twigh twees  a Nation  living  on  the  Kiame  River 
consisting  of  about  300  fighting  Hen  nave  Towns  their 
chief  Hunting  Deer  Beaver  & small  furs 

These  three  last  mentioned  Nations  desired  to  be  re- 
ceived into  Friendship  with  The  English  on  a time  when  I was 
transacting  business  vjith  them,  from  Pennsylvania  I accepted 
of  their  offers  of  Friendship  & a considerable  Trade  was 
carried  on  I was  afterwards  condemn'd  for  Accepting  their 
Friendship,  as  The  Government  feared  it  would  draw  on  an  Ad- 
ditional Expence  in  Presents,  for  which  reason  these  Indians 
were  neglected,  and  tho 1 inveterate  Enemies  to  the  French  on 
account  of  having  Murdered  some  of  their  People,  was  at  last 
Obliged  to  Join  in  the  War  against  us  for  to  be  Supplied  with 
necessary  Goods  in  exchange  for  their  Skins  & furs. 

The  Weyondotts  They  have  a Town  at  Fort  D'Troit, 
and  one  at  a place  called  Cheundea  on  this  side  the  Lake, 
a brave  honest  Warlike  People,  have  a regard  for  tho  English 
tho'  engaged  in  the  War  against  us,  being  obliged  from  their 
Situation,  They  consist  of  about  three  hundred  fighting  Hen, 
their  Hunting  Deer  Beaver  & smal  furs,  their  hunters- 

Ottawas,  C hep  away  s,  Putuvatimies,  Iiclkomineys , or 
Shockeys.  Those  Nations  are  in  confederacy  somewhat  like  the 
Six  Nations.  They  live  on  tho  West  Side  of  Lake  Erie  con- 
sisting of  about  Two  Thousand  fighting  Mon,  are  not  by  the 
other  Indians  esteemed  good  Warriors,  have  Throe  large  Towns 
in  Sight  of  Fort  D'Troit.  Their  Hunting  Beaver,  Deer,  Elks 
5c  Small  furrs. 


Nottoweases  " " " a Nation  called  by  the  French 
Le  Tuc  They  live  on  a River  that  runs  parallel  with  The 
Missisippi.  Their  Settlements  extend  down  The  River  to  a 
small  Lake  call'd  Sacramo,  where  the  French  have  a Trading 
House,  which  place  only  they  Trade  with  this  great  Nation 
of  Indians  which  covers  a Country  of  2,000  Mile  in  length, 
some  Indians  who  have  travelled  that  way,  say,  They  have 
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above  one  hundred  Towns,  and  not  less  than  ten  Thousand  Men. 
They  have  no  fire  Arms,  The  French  not  being  able,  or  perhaps 
not  choosing  to  Supply  them.  These  are  the  People  called 
Welch  Indians  are  very  fair,  and  Speak  quick;  their  chief 
hunting  Beaver,  & small  furs.  Their  Country  abounds  with 
all  sorts  of  Game  of  which  as  they  want  to  Support  their 
families  they  kill  with  Bow  & Arrows,  the  Skins  they  dress 
for  Cloathing. 

Musquakees  a Nation  living  on  The  Missisippi  formerly  a great 
Nation  but  by  continual  Wars  with  the  French  are  much  reduced 
Supposed  to  be  now  not  above  200  fighting  Men.  They  have  one 
large  Town.  Beaver  and  Small  Furrs  their  chief  hunting. 

Sagacy  a Nation  living  lower  down  the  River  have  been  mostly 
cut  off  by  the  French,  being  now  only  about  200  fighting  Men. 
They  have  but  one  Town.  Their  chief  Hunting  Beaver  & small 
Furs. 

Webingo  a Nation  living  lower  down  The  River,  mostly  cut  off 
by  the  French,  have  but  one  Town,  about  200  fighting  Men, 
their  chief  Hunting  Beaver  and  small  furs. 

Ousasys  a Nation  call’d  so  by  the  Ottaways,  by  the  French 
Le  Grand  Tue  living  on  one  of  The  Branches  of  Missisippi 
called  White  Creek.  They  have  several  large  Towns,  are  about 
4,000  fighting  Men  their  chief  hunting  Bears  Elks,  Beaver 
& Small  furs . 

Lenways  a Nation  living  on  Missisippi,  consisting  of  about 
One  Thousand  fighting  Men,  have  four  Towns,  their  chief 
Hunting  Bears,  Elks,  Beaver,  4 Small  furs. 

Misury  a Nation  living  on  Missisippi  opposite  The  Ilionois 
Country,  Consisting  of  about  four  Hundred  fighting  Men,  have 
but  one  Town . Bears,  Elks,  Beaver  4 Small  furs  their  chief 
hunting 

Kecop's  a Nation  which  live  about  80  Miles  on  the  other  side 
of  Fort  D'Troit  have  Three  Towns,  about  Six  hundred  fighting 
Men.  Bears,  Elks,  Beaver  and  small  furs  their  chief  hunting- 
Deer  are  very  plenty  over  the  Lakes,  but  as  the  French  do  not 
purchase  Deerskins  in  the  Hair,  They  are  Seldom  killed  except 
for  Provisions,  & to  make  Shoes  for  their  Families 
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Number  of  the  fighting-  Hen  belonging  to  the  Indian 
Nations  living  to  the  Westward  of  Ohio,  known  to  the  English 
as  computed  by  themselves.

A Weyondott  Indian  who  lives  on  this  side  of  the  Lake  at  a 
place  called  Oinnundeda  and  cane  here  the  15^  but  geting 
drunk  on  the  other  side  of  the  River  clid  not  come  over  till 
this  day  gives  me  the  following  Intilligence. 


He  says  it  is  Twelve  days  since  he  left  his  Town  that  a 
Weyondott  Indian  from  Fort  D'Troit  came  there  Two  days  before 
he  set  off,  and  informed  the  Indians  that  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  D'Troit  had  received  a Letter  from  the  carrying 
place  at  the  Head  of  Wabash  Acquainting  him  that  there  was 
a Detachment  of  French  arrived  there  vdth  /munition  & Provi- 
sions from  Missisipia  and  that  the  whole  Country  was  raised 
and  on  their  March  up  this  River  to  attack  this  Post  and 
that  they  had  the  Warriors  of  three  Rations  of  Indians  with 
them  that  he  the  Commanding  Officer  of  D'Troit  had  orders 
to  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  March  when  he  received  orders 
with  the  Troops  and  Militia  of  that  Settlement  and  what 
Indians  he  could  prevail  on  to  join  him  and  that  he  had  sent 
his  Children  the  Ueyondotts  Notice  thereof  that  they  might 
prepare  themselves.  further  that  he  had  likwise  received 
Letters  from  the  Governor  of  Montreal  that  there  was  a large 
Army  coming  from  there  to  Take  Niagara  in  order  to  open  the 
Passage  into  this  Country  that  he  might  come  & take  care  of 
his  Children  the  Indians,  Cloath  them  and  give  them  his  Good 
advice.  The  same  Messenger  told  that  one  of  the  Mohawks  that 
went  from  here  this  Spring  to  D'Troit  was  put  in  Prison  by 
the  Commanding  Officer,  and  that  the  Ottawas,  Putev,ratimies 
& VJeyondotts  held  a grand  Council  in  which  it  was  Determined, 
to  Demand  the  Prisoner  and  if  refused  to  faul  on  the  Garrison 
and  Murder  Them  all  as  there  was  double  the  Number  of  Indians; 
that  there  was  of  French;  accordingly  the  Indians  went  & 
demaned  the  Prisoner  which  the  Commanding  Officer  refused  to 
deliver;  Then  the  Ottawas,  & Putewatimies  push  to  put  their 
design  into  Execution  but  the  VJeyondotts  Perswaded  them  to 
defer  it  and  make  another  Tryal  to  get  him  out,  before  the 
would  Shed  so  much  Blood.

I do  heresy  permit  Uriah  Hill  fit  Thomas  Cohoun,  Traders,  to 
proceed  to  Detroit  with  dry  Goods  for  the  use  of  Indians, 
but  no  Strong  liquor  of  any  Kind  whatever,  and  to  dispose  of 
dry  goods  at  that  Place,  at  the  rates  fixed  by  George 
Croghan  Esqr  following  Such  directions  as  he  may  give  them, 
for  the  Sale  of  their  Goods. 

They  are  also  to  lay  the  present  order  before  Captain 
Cambell  or  officer  Commanding  at  Detroit  and  if  by  some  ob- 
stacles, or  accidents  they  could  not  proceed  to  Detroit;  They 
are  to  inform  by  Letters  the  Said  Commanding  officer  of  their 
Situation,  and  apply  for  assistance,  or  his  leave  to  dispose 
of  their  Goods  at  the  Place  Where  they  might  be  Stopt. 

They  are  not  upon  any  Pretence  whatever  to  sell, 
Exchange,  or  any  other  Way  dispose  of  their  Goods,  at  any 
other  Place  but  Detroit,  unless  they  have  leave  for  it  from 
Said  Geo:  Croghan  Esqr  or  Captain  Cambell.

We  remember  what  pass’d  in  Council  last  Spring  with 
you  and  our  King  when  you  sent  Traders  to  our  Town,  our  King 
has  not  complyed  with  what  he  promised  then,  but  it  was  not 
his  fault  it  was  oweing  to  some  confusion  in  our  own  affairs 
& that  was  the  reason  the  Traders  Skins  were  not  brought  up 
and  their  Debts  paid  but  we  assure  you  that  we  the  Warriors 
of  the  Shawanese  have  agreed  to  perform  all  our  King  has 
promised  you  and  to  preserve  the  Peace  between  our  Nation 
and  you  our  Brethren,  the  English:  And  we  hope  you’ll  give 
us  your  advice  and  not  think  tho’  we  have  not  perform'd  our 
Engagements  as  we  ought  to  have  done  that  we  had  any  design 
in  violating  the  Peace  made  last  spring  between  our  King  & 
you.  To  assure  you  of  the  hearty  inclination  we  have  to 
strengthen  the  Peace  we  present  you  this  Belt

Subjects  & your  Nation;  Then  your  King  promised  to  come  back 
in  the  fall  with  the  Traders  and  their  Effects  to  this  place 
and  then  brighten  and  renew  the  chain  of  Friendship  and  de- 
liver to  us  ail  our  Prisoners  which  v/e  re  in  your  Nation,  all 
which  Engagements  you  broke;  yet  I am  glad  to  find  by  what 
you  say  that  there  is  an  inclination  in  3rou  the  V/arriors 
to  perform  the  Engagements  your  King  entered  into  on  the 
Settlement  of  the  Peace.  Brethren,  promises  v/ill  not  do 
v/ith  us  nor  can  we  taste  that  satisfaction  we  expected  from 
the  Peace  till  you  deliver  us  our  flesh  6 Blood  which  you 
unjustly  detain  Prisoners  in  your  Nation.

what  you  said  yesterday  I hope  they  v/ill  behave  better  for 
the  future  & convince  me  by  your  Actions  that  you  are  sincere 
in  what  you  proraise.  As  for  the  Cherokees,  they  are  carrying 
on  an  unjust  V/ar  against  his  Majestys  Subjects  as  you  v/e  re 
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formerly,  being  set  on  by  the  French  who  delight  in  sheding 
innocent  Blood,  and  tho  your  Brethren  the  English  are  verry 
slow  in  entering  into  a War  with  the  Indians,  yet  if  they  are 
forced  to  it  they  will  march  with  a Body  of  their  Warriors 
who  will  tread  so  heavy  that  they  will  crush  their  Enemies 
under  there  feet  for  we  dont  go  to  War  as  your  fathers  the 
French  do  in  small  Partys  to  Steal  People.

with  me.  I hope  you  will  make  me  good  houses  & doors  to 
them  and  order  Locks  to  them;  and  you  may  be  assured  that 
if  you  help  me  in  this  Request  made  to  you,  that  I shall 
allways  live  in  this  place  with  all  my  Tribe  and  not  be  fond 
of  moveing.

I have  sent  you  an  Express  with  a very  Important  piece  of 
Intelligence,  I have  had  the  good  fortune  to  discover,  I have 
been  lat'ly  alarm?-  with  Reports  of  the  bad  Designs  of  the 
Indian  nations  against  this  place  and  the  English  in  General. 

I can  now  Inform  You  for  certain  it  comes  from  the  Six  nations 
and  that  they  have  Sent  belts  of  wampum  and  Deputys  to  all 
the  nations  from  nova  Scotia  to  the  Illinois  to  take  up  the 
Hatchet  against  the  English  and  have  employ,  the  Mess agues  to 
Send  belts  of  wampum  to  the  northern  nations,  there  are  now 
two  chiefs  of  the  Senecas  in  the  Wyandot  town  privately  to 
Invite  the  nations  here  to  a Councel  at  the  Little  lake  or 
Sanduskey.  I had  a past  Information  of  all  their  Designs 
before  they  had  time  to  hold  a Councel  with  the  nations  and 
have  prevented  it  So  far  that  I called  the  nations  to  a coun- 
cel this  day  and  told  of  the  bad  Intention  of  the  Senaca 
nation  against  us,  which  I hope  will  have  good  Effect  as  they 
promised  to  have  no  concern  with  them,  their  project  is  as 
follows  the  Six  Nations  at  Least  the  Senecas,  are  to  Assemble 
at  the  head  of  french  Creek  within  five  and  twenty  Leagues 
of  Presculsle,  part  of  the  Six  nations  the  Delawars  and 
Shawnees  are  to  assemble  on  the  Ohio,  and  all  at  the  same 
time  about  the  Latter  end  of  this  month  to  Surprise  niagara 
and  Fort  Pitt  and  cutt  of  the  Communication  Every  where.  I 
hope  this  will  come  time  enough  to  put  You  on  Your  Guard  and 
to  Send  to  oswego  and  all  the  posts  on  that  Communication 
they  Expect  to  be  Joyned  by  the  nations  that  are  come  from 
the  north  by  Toronto  You  have  certainly  a great  many  of  them 
at  present  at  niagara  You  cannot  use  to  much  precaution 
against  them.  I hope  when  they  find  the  whole  plot  is  Dis- 
covered they  will  desist  from  their  attempt. 

I have  Sent  an  Express  to  fort  Pitt  by  Presqulsle  it  would  be 
proper  you  Send  one  Likewise  in  case  any  accedent  Should  have 
happen';-  to  my  Express.  I have  put  my  Fort  in  the  best  pos- 
ture of  Defence  I can  & shall  take  all  methods  to  prevent  a 
Surprise  I have  a good  many  Indian  Nations  here  at  present 
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but  I hope  there  is  nothing  to  fear  from  them.  I have  Sent 
rnclosed  a Letter  to  General  Aaherst  which  You  will  be  pleased 
to  forward  with  the  greatest  Diligence.

In  behalf  of  Sir  William  Johnston  Barronet,  who  you 
have  been  often  told,  is  appointed  by  our  great  King  his  Sole 
agent  for  Indian  affairs  in  this  District,  and  as  he  has 
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appointed  George  Croghan  Esq!  his  Deputy,  and  I having  been 
appointed  his  assistant. 

With  great  concern  of  mind  I inform  you,  That  the 
sun  has  Set  but  three  times  Since  I have  the  following  dis- 
agreable  News,  which  is,  That  two  of  our  Brethren  of  the  Six 
Nations,  came  to  where  four  of  their  Brethren  the  English, 
was  Keeping  Horses,  near  to  Ligonier.  They  instantly  Seized 
the  Horses,  upon  which  the  four  White  men  requested  them  to 
leave  the  Horses,  but  they  told  them,  that  they  would  Scalp 
them  if  they  attempted  to  hinder  them;  As  those  white  men  had 
no  Arms,  they  ran  to  the  Fort,  and  informed  those  there  of 
what  had  happened;  Upon  which  Hen  followed  them,  and  two  came 
up  with  them;  These  two  white  men  that  came  up  with  them, 
requested  them  to  give  them  back  their  Horses,  but  they  would 
not:  Upon  which  they  fired  at  Each  other,  and  one  of  our 

Brethren  was  Killed,  and  the  other  run  aw ay;  And  these  two 
white  men  brought  back  the  Horses,  and  to  confirm  that  this 
is  the  truth  how  this  affair  happened,  I give  you  this  String 
of  Wampum:  Brethren  with  this  String  of  Wampum  I take  the 

Dead  Body,  and  not  even  the  Dead  Body,  but  the  very  Leaves  & 
Grass  that  the  Dead  Body  has  touched,  and  every  thing  else 
that  his  Blood  has  touched,  and  burry  them,  And  as  this  Death 
was  of  this  unhappy  young  man's  own  Seeking;  Let  us  join  in 
looking  up  to  Heaven  from  whence  the  God  of  Peace  beholds 
with  delight  the  actions  of  good  Hen;  We  pray  he  may  cast  a 
Veil  over  what  has  lately  happened,  and  we  supplicate  his 
Almighty  Goodness  to  dispose  all  the  People  of  this  and  the 
Succeeding  generations  to  the  latest  Posterity  to  live  in 
Peace  and  Love  together:  and  believe  us,  it  gaves  us  the 

greatest  Concern  of  Hind  that  any  thing  of  this  Kind  Should 
happen.

You  Know  that  we  have  told  you  at  all  our  Treaties, 
and  repeated  Several  Times  that  some  of  your  young  men  made  it 
a Practice  to  Steal  our  Horses,  which  distresses  us  greatly, 
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as  we  want  them  to  bring  up  Provisions  for  you  as  well  as  for 
ourselves,  and  to  carry  the  Goods  of  our  Traders  to  you. 

Some  of  your  Great  Men,  and  particularly  Otchinneya- 
wessa  have  Taken  Pains  to  suppress  that  bad  Practice,  tho ' 
hitherto  with  little  success. 

some  Time  ago  a Party  of  I Jingoes  Stole  upon  the  Road 
several  Horses  loaded  with  Rum  and  the  White  Mingo  having  at 
my  Request  Sent  a String  of  wampum  after  them.  They  not  only 
re-jeet-ed  rejected  his  Message,  and  refused  to  return  the 
Horses,  but  they  Sent  him  back  another  string  of  Wampum  with 
a Spiteful  answer. 

A little  after  another  Party  Said  to  be  likev/ise 
Mingoes,  Stole  Ten  Horses  of  our  Traders  at  LeBoeuf,  and  the 
officer  who  comands  at  that  Fort,  having  Sent  some  of  his  men 
to  claim  those  Horses,  The  Indians  fired  upon  our  men;  But 
nobody  being  hurt,  and  the  Indians  acknowledging  that  they 
had  been  too  rash;  the  affair  was  made  up  tho'  the  horses 
were  never  returned. 

Those  and  many  more  Insults  which  we  have  suffered 
from  those  unadvised  young  men,  have  given  me  great  uneasi- 
ness, as  I was  afraid  of  the  bad  Conseoxuences:  Nevertheless 
I always  forbid  the  People  with  me  to  hurt  them,  assuring 
them  that  you  the  Chiefs  & great  Men  disaproved  the  misbehav- 
iour of  those  young  men,  & would  certainly  put  a Stop  to  it. 

But  a few  days  ago  a Party  of  our  Troops  coming 
to  this  Fort,  had  ail  their  Horses  stolen  by  Indians  at 
Ligonier;  & having  Sent  a Party  in  quest  of  them.  Two  of 
our  men  overtook  them  twenty  miles  from  that  Fort,  upon  the 
old  Path,  and  having  fired  at  one  another,  one  of  the  Indians 
was  Killed:  The  others  having  made  off  all  the  Horses  but 
one  were  recovered. 

Tho1  the  man  who  is  Killed  was  guilty  of  a great 
Crime  for  which  a white  man  would  suffer  Death  by  our  Laws, 
I bewail  his  Fate,  and  condole  sincerely  with  you  on  that 
occasion  as  I look  upon  all  of  you  as  our  Brethren,  and  with 
this  Belt  I wipe  -^-ff  the  Team’s  from  your  Eyes  & take  off  the 
grief  of  your  Hearts. 

Brethren. 

As  this  misfortune  was  accidental  and  not  premedi- 
tated, it  can  create  no  disturbance  between  us.  But  make 
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us  the  more  cautious  to  prevent  the  like  for  the  future: 
and  I intreat  /ou  to  take  without  delay  the  necessary  Steps 
to  Suppress  intirely  that  bad  Practice  among  your  young  men, 
which  must  in  a short  time  ruin  your  Trade,  as  our  People  are 
unwilling  to  come  amongst  you,  while  they  are  exposed  to 
those  Insults. 

And  tho 1 I am  Sure  that  none  of  the  People  who  are 
here  with  me,  will  hurt  any  of  yours  I can  not  answer  for 
what  might  happen  when  they  are  out  of  my  Sight,  if  they 
Should  continue  to  be  injured;  They  are  men  and  will  ressent 
an  Injury,  & I will  appeal  to  your  Selves,  if  any  men  amongst 
you  would  suffer  tamely  to  be  Stripped  of  their  Property, 
without  repelling  the  agressor? 

I will  conclude  by  telling  you  that  if  any  of  the 
white  People  Should  do  you  any  wrong  to  any  of  our  Brethren 
the  Indians,  he  shall  upon  Conviction  be  severely  punished, 
and  as  I -hGpe  expect  the  Same  Justice  from  you,  all  Disorders 
will  soon  be  Suppressed,  and  as  long  as  we  Steadily  observe 
that  Rule,  nothing  can  Shake  our  Friendship  nor  disturb  our 
Peace,  and  you  will  be  a happy  People.

[Detroit,  June,  1761. ] 

Copy  of  the  Indian  Councill  held  near  Detroit  between  the 
Deputies  of  the  Six  Nations,  & the  Western  Indians 

Speech  of  the  Five  Nations,  brought  by  a man  named 
Teaatorerinse,  otherwise  called  Nightingale  by  the  French. 

When  the  said  savage,  for  three  days  after  his  ar- 
rival among  the  Hurons,  could  not  speak  to  them  because  they 
were  always  drunk,  he  sent  notice  on  the  fourth  day  to  the 
four  nations  of  Detroit,  saying  that  he  had  some  speeches  to 
give  them.  Then  the  nations  yielded  to  his  demand.  When 
they  were  all  assembled,  he  took  some  strings  of  wampum, 
saying  to  them:  "Ily  brothers,  you  people  have  been  calling 

me  ever  since  last  fall,  but  I tell  you  by  these  strings  of 
wampum  that  we  of  the  Five  Nations,  our  house  is  long,  we 
cannot  deliberate  very  quickly  when  we  have  any  plan.  How- 
ever, there  are  some  strings  of  wampum  which  we  had  sent 
early  in  the  spring.  When  I was  made  the  end*'  of  my  cabin 
which  is  so  long,  I decided  to  come.  I came  to  Sandusky.  I 
was  surprised  to  find  there  the  strings  of  wampum  which  I had 
previously  sent.  Then  I took  them  and  brought  them  myself. 

"By  other  strings  of  wampum,  my  brothers,  Hurons, 
Ottawas,  Ouchissois,  and  Poux,  hear  me.  I have  told  you  that 
my  cabin  was  long,  and  that  I vrould  not  deliberate  all  at 
once.  I arrived  at  Sandusky.  I expected  to  find  a fire 
lighted  there:  not  at  all,  I found  dead  fires  there.  I 

scratched  in  the  ashes,  I found  some  coals  which  had  a spark 
of  fire.  I gathered  these  coals  together  with  the  embers, 
and  there  I have  re-kindled  a good  fire.  It  is  there  we 
beg  you  to  come  to  speak  of  important  affairs.  It  is  there 
our  chiefs  are  assembled,  near  the  fire  which  I told  jrou  I 
have  re-kindled,  chiefs  of  the  Five  Nations  and  Delaware  and 
Shawnee.  It  is  there  that  these  chiefs  will  tell  you  their 
sentiments.  By  two  twists  of  tobacco  which  I present  to  you 
on  behalf  of  our  chiefs,  they  beg  you  to  smoke  them  while  on 
your  ’way  to  this  fire  which  I told  you  I had  lighted,  in 
order  that  some  good  thought  may  come  to  you. 

"By  three  strings  of  wampum,  my  brothers,  it  is 
said  that  the  mouth  of  the  English  and  ours  are  but  one.  I 


Probably  "door-keeper." 
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tell  you  by  these  strings  of  wampum  that  this  is  not  true. 
The  English  have  their  mouth  and  we  have  ours.  I tell  you 
I disapprove  of  that."  With  two  small  sticks,  holding  them 
in  his  hand,  "Ily  brothers,  I do  not  tell  you  the  meaning  of 
these  two  small  sticks.  'When  you  come  to  v;herc  our  chiefs 
are,  there  where  I told  you  I had  lighted  the  fire,  they 
will  give  you  the  explanation  of  what  these  small  sticks 
mean.  It  is  said  also  that  the  English  have  sent  belts  to 
the  Ralibanions,  Creeks,  and  to  the  Chickasaws,  saying  by 
their  belts  that  v:e  had  the  same  ideas  as  they  had.  I tell 
you  no,  my  brothers,  as  I did  when  they  took  possession  of 
Detroit.  We  tell  you  that  we  disapprove  of  that. " 

Reply  of  the  nations,  all  of  the  same  accord  and 
the  same  opinion,  to  the  said  savage  above-mentioned:  "My 
brother,  it  is  true  that  we  have  invited  you  to  come  and 
speak  with  us  about  important  affairs.  You  inform  us  that 
you  arrived  at  the  little  lake,  as  you  say  that  you  had  been 
surprised  to  find  dead  fires  there,  where  the  chiefs  are  who 
are  waiting  for  us.  We  are  surprised  at  the  proposal  of  your 
chiefs,  proposing  to  speak  to  us  in  a land  of  brambles.  We 
have  never  heard  it  said  that  there  was  a fire  truly  lighted 
there.  It  is  true  that  there  are  a few  fires  lighted  some- 
times, but  they  arc  lighted  by  some  hunters  seeking  their 
livelihood.  We  tell  you  we  are  not  going  there  at  all.  If 
your  chiefs  have  come  to  speak  there  of  important  affairs, 
we  invite  them  to  come  here  to  tell  them  to  us  publicly.  At 
the  time  when  wc  had  a father,  and  when  chiefs  came  to  speak 
of  important  affairs,  we  used  to  meet  together  in  the  house 
of  our  father,  v.,hcrc  v;e  spoke  our  opinions  publicly.  Now  we 
have  our  English  brother  vrho  holds  his  same  place.  That  is 
why  we  say  to  your  chiefs,  that  if  they  have  anything  to  tell 
us,  they  should  come  to  the  house  of  our  brother.  These, 
therefore,  are  the  opinions  of  your  brothers  the  people  of 
Detroit. " 
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REFORT  OF  INDIAN  COUNCIL  NEAR  DETROIT 

[B.  M. , Add.  MSS.  21655,  f.  126,  C.  S.] 

[Fort  Detroit,  July  5,  1761.] 

At  a.  Council  held  at  the  Wiandot  Town  near  Fort 
Detroit  36  July  1761,  by  the  Deputys  of  the  Six  Nations  with 
the  Ottawas,  Wiandots,  Chippawas  and . Pout eowat amis. 

Teaatoriance  and  Gayachiouton  (Senecas  & Deputys 
from  y?  Six  Nations)  delivered  Twenty  Strings  and  three  Belts 
of  Wampum  to  the  above  Nations,  with  several  Speeches  tending 
to  accommodate  all  Differences  between  them,  and  particularly 
that  the  Action  between  them  at  Niagara  (in  which  they  say 
many  Warriours  were  slain  on  both  Sides)  might  be  intirely 
forgotten.  They  then  delivered  four  Strings  of  Wampum  with 
the  following  Speech. 

"When  the  English  took  possession  of  Detroit  they 
"willingly  permitted  your  young  men  to  go  to  War  against 
"their  ancient  Enemies  the  Cherokees;  but  we  now  desire  and 
"request  that  they  may  not  go  to  War  against  them,  but  remain 
"at  home  for  some  tine.  We  have  now  finished  all  that  we 
"had  tc  say  with  respect  to  Affairs  between  you  and  us.  " 
They  then  produced  a large  red  Belt  (by  them  termed  the  War- 
Hatchet)  and  addressing  themselves  particularly  to  the 
Wiandot s,  made  the  following  Speech. 

"As  you  are  the  leading  Nation  here,  you  have  only 
"to  say  the  Word,  the  others  will  follow  your  Example,  We 
"invite  you  by  this  Belt,  to  cut  off  the  English  at  Fort 
"Detroit,  to  which  if  you  agree,  it  will  give  us  the  greatest 
"Joy  and  pleasure,  with  Cheerfulness  we  will  return  home  to 
"our  Nation,  and  endeavour  to  do  the  same  with  the  Garrisons 
"at  Niagara  and  Fort  Pitt:  The  English  treat  us  with  much 
"Disrespect,  and  we  have  the  greatest  Reason  to  believe  (by 
"their  Behaviour)  they  intend  to  cut  us  off  intirely;  they 
"have  possessed  themselves  of  our  Country,  it  is  now  in  our 
"power  to  dispossess  them  and  recover  it,  if  we  will  only 
'.'embrace  the  opportunity,  before  they  have  time  to  assemble 
"together  and  fortify  themselves;  there  is  no  time  to  be 
"lost,  let  us  Strike  immediately,  our  Warriours  are  already 
"prepared  and  impatiently  wait  ’till  they  hear  from  you." 
The  Nations  declined  giving  them,  a direct  Answer:  but  came 
with  them  the  following  day  (being  the  4th  Instt)  to  Fort 
Detroit,  and  in  open  Council  in  presence  of  Capt  Campbell 
Commandant,  and  several  other  Gentlemen,  declared  the  whole 
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of  the  Conference  that  had  passed  between  them  the  preceeding 
day,  and  deli  >:  red  up  To  hi  ;,  the  war- Belt,  in  presence  of 
the  Deputys  of  the  fix  Nat loro,  to  their  great  Astonishment. 
Teaatoriance  (one  of  the  Depuc.vs)  on  seeing  the  Belt  given 
up,  stood  up,  and  in  great  fervour  expressed  himself  in  the 
follov.dng  manner,  "Being  it  is  thus  far  discovered,  I myself 
yd  11  declare  the  -whole  Affair  from  the  beginning, " and  ac- 
cordingly after  relating  what  had  passed  in  Council  between 
them  the  day  b fore,  continued  repeating  further  Grievances 
against  the  "English,  and  said  that  the  Belt,  which  he  had 
"delivered  to  the  Wi  an  dots  &C:  and  they  had  now  given  up,  was 
"not  the  real  V.'ar-Hatchet,  but  a Copy  of  the  true  original 
"one,  which  was  left  with  the  Onondagoes". 

Cap^  Campbell  then  address'd  himself  to  the  Wiandots 
and  other  Nations  with  them,  in  the  foliovdng  Words. 

'My  Friends  and  Bretheren,  I return  you  my  hearty 
1 and  sincere  thanks  for  the  important  Discovery  you  have  made 
'of  the  bad  Designs  of  the  Six  Nations  against  the  English; 
'your  prudently  rejecting  their  proposals  of  War,  and  the 
'Means  you  have  used  to  out  a Stop  to  it,  yield  me  the  greatest 
'Satisfaction:  I shall  immediately  acquaint  His  Excellency 
'General  Amherst  of  jour  good  Behaviour  and  Friendship  to  the 
'English,  and  will  take  particular  Care  that  you  be  constantly 
'treated  as  our  Friends  and  allies,  which  I hope  you  will 
' always  continue  to  be . 

He  then  delivered  a Belt  of  Wampum  to  the  Deputys 
of  the  Six  Nations,  with  the  following  Speech. 

'I  am  very  much  surpris'd  at  this  extraordinar 
'Behaviour  of  the  Six  Nations,  who  have  been  always  hitherto 
'esteemed  our  greatest  Friends,  and  are  now  not  only  threat- 
ening to  become  our  Enemies;  but  inviting  other  Nations  to 
'take  up  the  Hatchet  against  us;  You  see  your  Designs  are 
'discovered  and  will  be  disconcerted  every  'where.  By  this 
'Belt,  I advise  you  with  all  my  heart  in  the  most  friendly 
'manner,  to  return  homo  and  ardently  recommend  it  to  your 
'Chiefs  and  those  of  other  Nations  in  Concert  with  you  to  quit 
'their  Bad  Intentions  and  live  in  peace,  for  if  they  proceed 
'in  their  Designs  against  the  English  it  will  terminate  in 
'their  utter  Ruin  and  Destruction. ' the  Council  was  then 
dissolved  for  that  day.  On  the  5^  they  assembled  again, 
when  each  of  the  several  Nations  delivered  four  Strings  and 
a Belt  of  'Wampum  to  the  Deputys  of  the  Six  Nations,  and 
address'd  them  to  this  purpose. 
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"We  return  you  thanks  for  the  agreeable  proposals  of 
"Friendship  you  have  offered  us,  and  forgetting  the  Grievances 
"that  have  happened  between  us;  but  by  no  means  approve  of 
"your  proposing  to  go  to  War  against  the  English,  we  desire 
"you  will  desist  from  your  Design,  as  it  is  contrary  to  our 
"Inclinations  that  there  should  be  any  Disturbances;  He  now 
"think  ourselves  happy  being  in  peace  and.  Quiet:  if  you  go 

"on  to  engage  in  Conjunction  with  other  Nations  against  the 
"English,  we  shall  look  upon  you  as  Disturbers  of  the  publick 
"Tranquillity,  and  will  be  obliged  to  interpose  to  put  a Stop 
"to  your  proceedings,  and  restore  Peace  and  Quiet  again  to 
"the  Land. 

1 Teaatoriance  answered  and  thanked  them  for  the 
’friendly  advice  they  had  given  him,  said,  that,  notwith- 
standing the  Six  Nations  had  great  Reason  to  be  angry  with 
’the  English,  he  was  convinced  that  peace  was  best;  that  the 
'Nations  and  the  English  had  now  opened  his  Eyes,  that  he 
’would  bury  all  bad  thoughts,  and  forget  the  Injuries  done 
'against  them  by  the  English;  would  return  home  and  acquaint 
’the  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations  and  ail  others  in  Conjunction 
'with  them,  of  the  Desire  and  Intention  of  the  Nations  at 
'Detroit,  and  would  recommend  it  to  them,  in  the  most  Ardent 
'manner,  to  lay  aside  all  thoughts  of  War  and  live  in  peace: 
He  then  address’d  himself  in  particular  to  Cap.  Campbell, 
told  him  'that  if  he  had  the  Good  fortune  to  get  home  before 
'any  hostilities  were  committed,  he  would  endeavour  to  put 
a Stop  to  their  bad.  Intentions,  would  recommend  it  to  the 
Chiefs  to  go  and  assemble  at  Sir  William  Johnsons,  in  order 
to  hold  a Council  with  him,  and  after  it  was  finished  would 
immediately  return  to  Fort  Detroit  to  acquaint  him  and  the 
Nations  here,  with  the  Result  of  the  Council,' 

The  above  is  a true  Copy  of  the  Council  as  it  is 
interpreted  to  me  by  the  Interpreters.

Passoman  by  one  of  his  Indians  called  Tougachena  living  at 
Weghalousen  then  spoke  to  the  Governor  as  follows. 

Agreeable  to  your  Request,  when  I was  at  Philadelphia 
last  Summer,  I carried  your  Message  to  Achoan  the  Chief  of 
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the  Minisinks,  respecting  his  sending  the  English  Frisoners, 
and  I now  deliver  to  you  Achoan’s  answer. 

"Brother  Onas 

"You  desired  me  last  Year  that  I should  clear  myself 
"as  your  Brothers  that  live  at  Weghalousin  did*  by  which 
"you  would,  have  a proof  of  my  Friendship.  After  I received 
"your  Message  I took  it  away  to  my  Uncles  the  Seneca' s & 
"delivered  to  them  what  you  had  said  to  me,  upon  which  they 
"advised  me  to  deliver  up  all  the  Captives.  Now,  Brother, 
"I  would  have  you  not  be  impatient  and  I will  come  as  soon 
"as  possible  I will  hunt  up  all  the  Captives  that  are  amongst 
"us  and  will  not  leave  one,  but  will  bring  them  all,  but  I 
"have  not  yet  found  them  all.  I expect  to  come  when  the 
"Corn  is  ripe;  but  if  I should  fail  then,  I will  certainly 
"come  by  the  Spring. "

In  conformity  to  the  Antient  Custom  of  taking  from 
among  the  Relations  of  any  great  Man  who  Dies  some  fit  pei — 
son  to  Supply  his  place;  As  HV  VJeiser  was  by  Adoption  one 
of  the  o Lx  i.at_ons , ono  * by  Birth  one  of  us,  we  think  you 
Did  well  to  Cast  your  Eyes  upon  one  of  his  Children,  and 
in  as  much  as  oamuel  Ueiser  is  the  only  one  among'st  them 
who  has  any  Knowledge  of  the  Indian  Language,  and  has  lived 
among  you,  we  Shall  be  glad  to  make  trial  of  him  for  the 
present,  and  if  we  find  him  capable  of  serving  in  the  office 
of  an  interpreter,  and  in  the  management  of  Indian  affairs, 
in  both  which  Capacities  his  Fatner  so  well  acquitted  him- 
self, we  shall  appoint  him  to  that  service.  Me  look  upon 
this  Choice  of  yours  as  a mark  of  your  grateful  affection 
for  Conrad  Weiser , who  was  always  your  sincere  friend,  and 
we  join  this  Belt  to  yours  in  token  of  our  Concurrence  so 
far  as  to  make  a trial  of  him.

I have  now  answered  every  thing  that  you  of  the 
oeven  uniteo.  nations  said  to  me  at  our  last  meeting.  I now 
address  my  self  to  Ienochryada  the  Onondago  Chief,  to  answer 
the  message  he  sent  to  me  by  Ashenoh. 

Brother  Ienochryada. 

You  tell  me  that  James  Sherlock  has  for  some  time 
past  lived  with  you.  I am  glad  to  hear  he  has  behaved  in 
such  a manner  as  to  obtain  your  good  opinion  of  him,  and  I 
hope  he  will  Continue  to  prove  himself  ’worthy  of  your  Con- 
fidence. I have  no  objection  to  his  living  among  you,  or 
to  your  employing  him  in  any  Business  you  may  have  to  trans- 
act with  us,  which  you  think  him  Capable  of  executing;  but 
as  he  is  a young  man  and  quite  a stranger  to  me,  I cannot 
consent  to  employ  him  as  an  interpreter  for  this  Government, 
untill  I have  as  full  an  Experience  of  his  abilities  and  good 
disposition  as  you  have  had.  in  the  mean  time,  if  I should 
have  any  occasion  of  sending  messages  or  Letters  to  your 
llations  i shall  commit  the  care  of  them  to  Messengers  of  my 
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own:  and  desire  you  will  observe  the  same  method,  as  the 

likeliest  means  to  our  right  Understanding  of  one  another, 
and  preventing  mistakes,  which  might  otherwise  happen.

You  told  me  that  three  years  ago  at  a Treaty  held 
here  I invited  you  by  this  Belt  to  come  down  in  greater 
Numbers.  As  you  were  not  then  all  present;  and  that  as  you 
All  were  now  here  you  returned  me  this  Belt,  and  we re  glad 
to  see  us  here  Face  to  Face.

My  Counsellers  well  remember  that  this  Belt  was 
given  you  by  the  late  Governor  of  this  Province  at  the  last 
Treaty;  but  you  seem  to  have  mistaken  the  end  and  purpose 
for  which  it  was  given.  I must  therefore  inform  you  that 
it  was  given  to  you  as  a Peace  Belt,  by  which  we  then  re- 
newed our  old  Treaties,  brightened  the  Chain  of  Friendship, 
confirmed  our  former  Union  and  put  fresh  Earth  to  the  Roots 
of  the  tree  of  Peace;  that  it  might  bear  up  against  every 
storm,  and  live  and  flourish  to  the  end  of  time,  whilst  the 
sun  should  shine  and  the  Rivers  run.  And  we  then  further 
desired  you  would  publish  this  good  news  among  your  own  & 
all  other  Indian  Nations  who  were  your  Friends  and  Allies 
and  engage  them  to  Join  with  you  in  a firm  Peace  with  our 
Great  King  & all  his  People. 

All  this  appears  by  the  minutes  of  that  Treaty  taken  down 
in  VJriting  at  that  time. 

You  ought  therefore  to  preserve  this  Belt  as  a Bond  or 
Earnest  of  the  Engagements  we  then  made  to  One  Another,  And 
keep  it  safe  in  your  Bosoms,  and  I now  return  it  you  for 
that  purpose.

You  informed  us  that  this  String  was  sent  from  seven 
Nations  of  Indians  over  the  Lakes  who  have  formerly  been  in 
the  French  Interest  but  have  lately  entered  into  your  al- 
liance, desiring  they  might  lay  hold  with  you  of  one  End  of 
the  Chain  of  Friendship  that  subsists  between  you  and  the 
English.

It  gives  ne  great  Pleasure  to  hear  that  you  have 
Strengthened  your  Interest  by  entering  into  an  alliance  with 
these  Seven  Nations  of  Indians  v/ho  have  been  formerly  in  the 
Interest  of  the  French.  You  and  I are  one  Flesh  and  Blood, 
and  I shall  love  and  esteem  all  Indians  whatsoever  v/ho  are 
in  your  Friendship.  I will  take  this  string  and  send  it  to 
the  KinSs  Commander  in  Chief  and  ST  Johnson  and  let  them 
Know  the  Desire  those  Indians  have  of  entering  into  Friend- 
ship and  alliance  with  the  English;  and  I Ilake  no  Doubt  but 
the  will  receive  them  with  open  arms  to  confirm  my  words  I 
give  you  this  String.

I am  very  much  surprised  to  hear  from  3*0 u that  these 
three  Belts  were  brought  to  the  onondago  Council  by  an  Oneida 
Indian  about  a Year  ago,  without  any  Speeches  or  Messages  to 
attend  them.  I can  assure  you  I did  not  send  these  Belts 
to  ye  onondago  Council  and  therefore  I am  at  a Loss  to  know 
the  meaning  of  them,  or  from  whome  they  came.  I have  fre- 
quently sent  messages  into  the  Indian  Country  to  put  them  in 
mind  of  their  Promise  to  return  to  us  our  Flesh  & Blood  who 
are  Prisnors  among  them;  and  to  press  them  to  fulfill  that 
Promise,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  Belts  sent  with  the 
Messengers  for  that  Purpose  may  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
six  Nation  Council  by  mistake.  I therefore  now  return  you 

the  Belts,  that  you  may  make  further  Enquiry  of  the  Oneidas 
about  them.

Brethren 


You  aquainted  me  by  thes  three  Belts;  first,  that 
you  were  coming  to  see  me  & were  got  as  far  as  Wyoming  by 
the  second  you  desired  me  to  meet  you  at  Easton,  by  the  third 
you  desired  me  to  stop  strong  Drink  and  Send  you  waggons 
Provisions  and  Paint.  As  I have  Complied  v/ith  these  several 
Requests,  I now  return  you  the  Belts

If 
you  on  your  part  have  any  thing  to  offer  or  communicate  to 
me  that  relates  to  the  private  Interest  or  Concerns  of  this 
Province  or  that  can  tend  to  promote  and  confirm  our  Friend- 
ship and  prevent  all  future  Causes  of  Jealousy  and  Discontent 
I shall  be  glad  to  hear  it

Brother  Onas. 

I am  to  speak  a few  words  to  you.  We  had  a Great 
Council  Fire  At  Albany  When  a Friendship  was  first  made  with 
our  Grandfathers;  after  which,  about  Seven  years  ago,  our 
Brother  General  Johnson  moved  the  Council  Fire  from  Albany 
to  his  own  House;  Where  he  said  to  us  — "I  am  one  half 
"Indian  and  one  half  English,  What  I say  to  my  dear  Brethren 
"the  seven  Nations  shall  be  true. " The  Seven  Nations  Were 
accordingly  all  assembled  to  the  place  where  he  had  kindled 
the  Fire;  At  which  time  he  took  up  a Tomahawk,  gave  it  them 
and  told  them  he  ’was  going  to  War  against  the  French,  and 
desired  them  to  join  with  him;  and  promised  them  that  after 
the  French  were  all  conquered  and  removed.  Trade  should  be 
made  open  & free  to  them,  and  all  kinds  of  Goods  should  be- 
come more  cheap,  and  that  their  Furs  & skins  should  bear  a 
Good  Price. 

Last  year  General  Johnson  appointed  his  Brethren  the  seven 
Nations  to  meet  him  At  Oswego,  upon  which  they  did  assemble 
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there;  at  which  tine  General  Johnson  observing  that  their 
Chiefs  and  Warriors  Were  not  all  cone  he  sent  a second  Message 

eservmg  tnern  all  to  attend  him  there,  and  when  thev  did 
cone  he  said 


"Brethren,  I an  Very  glad  to  see  you  here.  I see  many  of 
chiefs  are  dead.  I am  now  going  Against  the  French, 
"And  out  of  the  Prisoners  that  I shall  take  from  them,  I will 
"put  as  many  in  their  Room. " Now  Brother  Onas,  As  General 
Johnson  has  not  performed  his  Promise  to  us  We  see  Death 
coming  upon  us,  and  the  God  above  knows  he  has  wronged  us.

Listen  to  what  your  Brethren  of  the  Seven  Nations 
say  in  answer  to  what  you  told  us  yesterday.  You  desired  us 
to  open  our  Hearts,  that  nothing  unknown  might  lay  hid  there, 
but  that  every  thing  may  come  out;  we  desire,  by  this  Belt, 
that  you  may  do  the  same.

We  see  Brethren  on  each  Side  of  us;  on  the  one  Side 
the  Governor  of  Virginia,  who  o.oes  not  speak  or  do  right  to 
us,  on  the  other  side  General  Johnson,  who  does  the  same.  We 
have  often  heard  you  speak,  and  you  always  do  and  sneak  right 
& Justly  to  us:  Every  time  you  sneak  it  does  our  Hearts 
good.  When  we  look  towards  .you,  General  Johnson,  the  Govern- 
or of  Virginia  & Brother  CnaS  we  esteem  you  all  as  one;  how 
comes  it  then  that  you  do  not  speak  all  alike?  We,  your 
Brethren  of  the  seven  Nations,  are  penned  up  like  Hogs;  there 
are  Forts  all  around  us,  and  therefore  We  are  apprehensive 
that  Death  is  coming  upon  us.  we  want  nothing  but  Friendship 
wioh  you,  so  long  as  the  sun  shall  shine,  and  the  waters  run.

Hearken  to  what  your  Brethren  the  seven  Nations  are 
going  to  say.  when  our  Grandfathers  first  made  A friendship 
together,  God  saw  it:  now  we  and  all  the  Nations  would  Stand 
to  the  agreements  they  made,  and  when  an]/-  Nations  Smile  upon 
us.  We  will  Join  with  them.  Now  dear  Brother  may  God- Almighty 
give  us  Strength  and  Knowledge  to  continue  our  Friendship. 

We  look  at  no  other  but  to  you  to  hold  fast  the  Chain  of 
Friendship  we  are  crushed  on  all  sides  so  that  we  cannot  stir 
ourselves,  nor  look  any  way  but  to  you.  now  dear  Brother 
that  we  see  you  Face  to  Face  we  desire  that  you  would  not 
Slack  your  Friendship  but  hold  it  fast.

I would  only  let  you  know  in  a few  words  how  our 
Brother  General  Johnson  served  us.  when  we  come  to  him  for 
Amunition  and  bring  our  Skins  he  does  not  give  us  the  worth 
of  our  Skins,  but  only  a handful  of  Powder,  and  for  that 
reason  we  think  there  is  certain  Death  coming  upon  us.  He 
shuts  up  his  Powder  from  us  and  will  not  give  us  more  than 
will  Serve  us  two  or  three  Days.  We  only  mention  this  to 
you,  but  if  you  will  Continue  to  Smile  on  us  we  will  look  to 
you.

have  explained  it  us.  we  look  upon  it  as  the  Belt  of  Peace 
and  will  Shew  it  to  all  Nations  over  the  Lake,  and  will  Lodge 
it  in  the  onondago  Council:  where  the  only  general  Council 

Fire  is  kept,  & where  it  ought  to  remain.

that  we  may  be  aole  to  buy  our  Goods  cheaper,  we  are  in  great 
want  of  all  kinds  of  Goods  but  especially  of  Powder  and  Lead, 
and  hope  you  vdll  supply  us  plentifully  with  them,  lie  desire 
you  v/ould  not  allow  Any  strong  Liquor  to  be  sent  among  us,  as 
we  shall  fetch  that  our  selves  whenever  We  shall  want  it.

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Soon  as  We  see  your  People  come  v/ith  goods  vie  will  acquaint 
all  our  young  Ken  with  it  both  far  and  near;  and  if  your 
Goods  are  sold  reasonable,  Vie  suppose  that  General  Johnson 
Will  also  sell  his  Goods  cheaper  than  he  now  does.  We  desire 
that  you  would  send  A good  and  honest  man  to  trade  with  us.

We  desire  you,  therefore,  that  when 
ever  you  have  messages  to  send,  you  will  send  them  by  trusty 
Persons  to  our  great  Council  Fire  at  Onondago,  that  we  may 
be  able  to  understand  them  rightly,  and  as  we  have  chosen 
Samuel  Weiser  for  that  purpose  you  can  Always  send  your

You  have  often  made  mention  of  your  Flesh  8c  Blood 
Who  are  Prisoners  amongst  us.  tis  true,  Brother,  there  was 
some  of  your  Blood  among  us  — there  were  Ten  among  the 
Cayugas;  but  our  Brother  General  Johnson  has  also  often  spoke 
of  them  to  us,  and  we  have  delivered  them  all  up  to  him;

This  Province  has  chearfully  & at  a considerable  Expence  as- 
sisted you  to  build  Houses  and  make  your  Settlements  there 
commodious  to  you.  As  long  as  you  live  there  you  will  always 
find  us  disposed  to  assist  you.  If  you  go  away  it  will  not 
be  so  much  in  our  Poorer.  Consider  this  well.  Your  Uncles 
who  now  hear  me  Speak  to  you  will  not  I hooe  after  placing 
you  there  & after  the  Expence  that  has  been  laid  out  by  us  in 
building  Houses  for  you,  desire  you  to  go  to  live  at  another 
Place,  without  your  giving  them  some  Cause  of  Complaint;  and 
that  I hope  you  never  will  do.  In  Confirmation  of  the  Truth 
of  vrhat  I now  say  to  you  I give  you  this  Belt-

The  Governor  then  addressing  himself  to  Papoonan 
spoke  as  follows: 

Brother  Papoonan. 

I thank  you  for  your  Care  in  sending  my  message  to 
Achoan  & for  delivering  his  Answer,  I shall  give  you  no  more 
Trouble  in  this  Matter,  nor  send  him  any  more  Messages;  but 
expect  his  Uncles  the  Seven  nations  will  acquaint  him  with 
what  I have  so  stronly  urged  upon  them  during  these  Confer- 
. ences,  with  respect  to  the  Delivery  of  the  Prisoners. 

The  Governor  addressing  himself  to  the  Seven  united 
Nations  spoke  as  follows. 

Brethren  of  the  Seven  united  Nations,  and  all  our  Indian 
Brethren  now  present. 

You  desire  me  to  open  my  Heart  and  conceal  nothing 
from  you.  I give  you  this  String  to  assure  you  that  I will 
always  communicate  to  you  every  thing  that  comes  to  my  Know- 
ledge , or  that  rises  up  in  my  Mind  which  concerns  our  common 
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Interest,  & keep  nothing  secret;  but  will  agree  that  you  & 
I shall  have  but  one  Eye,  one  Ear  & one  Heart.

Brethren. 


I an  very  sorry  to  hear  that  you  apprehend  General 
Johnson  has  been  unkind  to  you;  I am  afraid  the  evil  Spirit 
is  again  endeavouring  to  blind  your  Eyes,  and  mislead  you . 
You  well  know  that  General  Johnson  has  for  a great  Number  of 
years  past  manifested  his  Love  and  Friendship  for  the  Indians 
on  many  Occasions;  and  you  have  as  often  given  Proofs  of  your 
Esteem  & good  Opinion  of  him.  You  should  not  therefore  suf- 
fer the  Confidence  & Trust  you  have  reposed  in  him  to  be 
interrupted  by  any  Jealousies  or  Suspicions,  but  you  should 
open  your  Hearts  to  him  & tell  him  your  Hinds  freely.  I am 
persuaded  he  is  a very  worthy  Gentleman  & your  good  Friend, 
& if  you  will  lay  your  Grievances  before  him,  I am  sure  he 
will  do  you  Justice  if  jrou  have  been  injured,  and  remove  all 
your  Uneasiness.

You  say  that  you  are  afraid  Death  is  coming  upon  you 
and  seem  to  apprehend  your selves  to  be  in  great  Danger.  I 
am  much  surprized  to  hear  this  nor  can  I find  out  what  has 
given  Rise  to  your  Fears,  as  there  is  now  a perfect  Peace  and 
Friendship  betwixt  you  & all  your  Brethren  the  English.  You 
must  not  therefore  make  yourselves  uneasy  without  any  just 
grounds  or  Foundation  I speak  to  you  from  the  Bottom  of  my 
Heart,  and  do  assure  you  that  I never  heard  nor  do  I believe 
that  there  are  any  ill  Designs  forming  against  you.

I thank  you  for  the  particular  Affection  you  express 
for  the  People  of  this  Province.  We  have  always  made  it  a 
Rule  to  speak  to  you  plainly  & from  the  Bottom  of  our  Hearts; 
and  to  treat  you  not  onijr  justly  but  with  brotherly  Love  & 
Kindness;  and  it  no  gives  us  great  Satisfaction  to  hear  that 
you  think  so  well  of  us.  I assure  you  that  we  desire  nothing 
more  than  to  live  in  perfect  Peace  and  Friendship  with  you 
as  long  as  the  Sun  & Moon  endures.  We  will  always  hold  the 
Chain  of  Friendship  in  our  Hands  and  keep  it  bright  & free 
from  Rust;  and  in  all  our  future  Conduct  to,  & Dealings  with 
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you,  continue  to  use  you  well  & give  you  every  Proof  of  our 
Affection  <U  Regard  for  you.

I have  carefully  considered  that  Part  of  the  Speech 
you  made  Yesterday,  wherein  you  say  that  some  Lands  have 
been  stole  from  you  L sold  by  some  Indians  who  had  no  Right 
to  them,  to  the  English,  who  have  settled  upon  them.  I know 
of  no  Lands  lying  within  this  Province  which  have  not  been 
purchased  of  you,  that  have  been  settled  by  the  English, 
except  a Tract  lying  on  or  near  the  River  Delaware  about 
Fifty  Ililes  above  the  blue  Mountains. 


Brethren,  I am  glaa  to  have  this  Opportunity  of  speaking 
to  you  on  this  Head.  It  is  a Matter  of  great  Consequence 
and  has  given  me  much  Concern.  Listen  attentively  there- 
fore to  what  I shall  say  to  you  about  this  Matter.  You  know 
that  an  Agreement  was  made  a great  while  ago  between  your 
Ancestors  and  your  Brother  Onas,  which  has  been  often  renewed 
and  confirmed  by  many  of  your  Chiefs  now  living,  that  your 
Brother  Onas  would  never  settle  any  Lands  in  this  Province, 
'till  he  had  fairly  purchased  them  of  the  Indians,  who  engaged 
that  they  would  never  sell  any  Lands  in  this  Province  to  any 
other  Person,  than  their  Brother  Onas.  That  you  may  refresh 
your  Memories  £<  call  to  Hind  this  Agreement  I give  you  this 
Belt.

Brethren. 


A great  Number  of  People  who  lived  in  Connecticut 
Government  cane  about  a Year  ago,  and  settled  near  this 
River  beyond  the  Line  of  the  Lands  purchased  of  you  at  a 
place  called  Cushelunk,  and  claimed  all  the  Lands  from  thence 
quite  up  to  Wyoming.  As  soon  as  I heard  of  it  I sent  Mes- 
sengers to  them  informing  them  these  Lands  had  never  been 
purchased  of  the  Indians  and  desiring  them  to  remove  away. 
They  sent  me  back  for  Answer  that  they  had  purchased  all 
those  Lands  of  you,  and  under  that  Purchase  had  a Right  to 
them  and  vrould  hold  them.  Now  Brethren,  as  you  have  told 
me  you  will  hide  nothing  from  me  I desire  you  will  tell  me 
truly  whether  you  have  sold  these  Lands  to  these  Strangers, 
who  have  settled  them  against  my  Will  and  Consent?  To  which 
Question  the  Six  Nations  made  Answer  [That  those  were  the 
Lands  which  they  mentioned  Yesterday  to  have  been  sold  by 
four  straggling  Indians  without  the  Knowledge  or  Consent  of 
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their  general  Council  And  that  they  understood  Thomas  King, 
an  Oneida  Indian,  was  one  of  those  who  had  sold  those  Lands.] 

Upon  which  Answer  the  Governor  said. 

Brethren,  You  know  all  such  private  Sales  are  of  no  Force. 
I therefore  join  this  String  to  the  Belt,  and  desire  you  will 
send  for  those  Indians  into  the  great  Council  at  Onondago, 
and  reprove  them  for  this  Conduct,  and  cancil  their  Deeds.

Brethren. 

I have  already  by  the  Consent  of  my  wise  Men,  set 
up  two  great  Stores  or  trading  Houses  to  furnish  the  Indians 
with  all  Sorts  of  Goods  at  a cheap  Rate:  One  at  Pitsburgh 
and  the  other  at  Shamokin,  at  the  last  of  'which  Places  you 
may  easily  supply  yourselves  with  whatever  you  want.  The 
Expences  Losses  & many  Difficulties  which  attend  our  sending 
Goods  to  these  two  Places  are  so  great  that  I cannot  set  up 
another  Store  House  at  so  great  a Distance  as  Diahoga,  ac- 
cording to  your  Desire.  I am  sorry  to  refuse  you  anything, 
but  if  I should  agree  with  you  to  do  more  than  I can  perform, 
you  would  have  just  Reason  to  charge  me  with  deceiving  you. 
You  must  not  therefore  take  it  amiss  that  I always  speak 
plainly  to  you  and  tell  you  my  Mind.

I told  you  before  that  if  I should  have  Occasion 
to  send  you  any  Messages,  I would  commit  the  Care  of  them 
to  Messengers  of  my  own;  and  as  Samuel  Weiser  is  a Person 
recommended  by  you  for  that  Purpose,  I will  use  him  for  the 
future .

Brethren. 


I am  pleased  to  hear  you  sent  to  General  Johnson 
our  Flesh  & Blood  who  were  Prisoners  among  the  Cayuga's. 
We  esteem  it  as  the  strongest  Proof  of  your  Friendship  that 
you  can  possibly  give  us.  You  all  agreed  at  the  Treaty  held 
here  three  Years  ago  that  you  would  search  all  the  Towns  & 
Places  in  the  Indian  Countries  for  them,  and  deliver  them  up 
to  us  without  leaving  one  behind;  and  that  if  they  had  gone 
down  your  Throats  you  would  heave  them  up  again.  I am  sorry 
that  but  very  few  have  yet  been  brought  back;  the  I know 
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there  are  a groat  many  scattered  up  & down  among  the  Indians. 
Vie  cannot  help  thinking  that  you  speak  only  from  your  Lips 
and  not  from  your  Hearts,  whatever  Professions  of  Regard  you 
make  for  us,  till  this  Promise  is  performed,  and  we  see  our 
Fathers,  Mothers  &.  Children,  who  have  been  carried  into  Cap- 
tivity restored  to  us.  This  Proraise  was  the  Condition  on 
which  the  Peace  Belt  was  exchanged  between  us.  Some  among 
you  have  been  very  faithful,  and  sent  back  all  the  Prisoners 
they  had;  I do  not  therefore  address  this  part  of  my  Speech 
to  them,  but  take  them  to  my  Heart:  It  is  intended  only  for 
such  of  the  Indians  as  have  deceived  us,  and  still  detain 
our  Flesh  1 Blood.  I sincerely  wish  to  be  Friends  with  you 
all,  and  therefore  once  more  put  you  in  Mind  of  your  Engage- 
ments; & insist  on  your  immediately  complying  with  them  by 
restoring  the  Prisoners  that  nothing  may  remain  to  make  any 
Difference  between  us  to  the  End  of  Time.

The  same  Day  in  the  Afternoon:  Present,  as  before. 

In  Consequence  of  the  Governor' s pressing  Demand 
for  the  Indians  to  deliver  up  all  the  English  Frisoners  they 
had  now  with  them,  they  produced  one  Girl,  and  delivered  her 
up  to  the  Governor  in  Fora. 

The  Governor  then  spoke  to  the  Indians, 


Brethren 


I am  now  to  inform  you  that  since  our  last  Meeting 
at  this  Place  three  Years  ago,  the  Road  has  been  stained  with 
a few  Drops  of  Blood.  The  first  thing  of  this  Kind  hapoened 
over  Susquehannah;  where  one  Indian  Man,  his  Wife  & two  Chil- 
dren were  found  dead  and  droT.'7ned  in  the  River  Conedoguanict. 
It  no  sooner  came  to  my  Knowledge  but  I issued  a Proclamation 
offering  266  Dollars  as  a Reward  for  detecting  and  appre- 
hending all  such  as  should  be  concerned  in  this  Murder;  but 
notwithstanding  all  my  Endeavours,  nothing  certain  has  yet 
been  discovered. 

About  two  Months  ago  our  very  good  Friend  Thomas 
Hickman  was  found  shot  in  the  Tuscarora  Path  Valley.  One 
Person  is  now  in  Jail  on  Suspicion,  two  others  were  put  in- 
to Prison  but  set  at  Liberty  again  at  the  Instance  of  the 
Indians,  it  appearing  to  them  that  they  were  innocent.  All 
possible  Endeavours  are  now  using  to  find  out  who  did  this 
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wicked  Act;  a Rewrard  has  been  offered  by  publick  Proclamation 
for  their  Apprehension  & I hope  we  shall  find  them. 

There  may  have  been  some  few  more  of  such  Instances, 
which  I may  not  have  been  particularly  informed  of,  but  these 
are  all  that  have  reached  my  Ears. 

Brethren. 

These  are  Accidents  which  ought  not  to  affect  the 
Peace  made  between  us.  It  is  as  grievous  to  me  as  to  you 
to  hear  of  these  -wicked  Acts;  and  let  them  be  who  they  will 
that  have  been  guilty  of  these  Murders,  they  shall  die  them- 
selves as  soon  as  convicted  thereof  by  a lav/ful  Trial. 

With  this  Belt  I collect  their  Bones,  and  them  all 
into  one  Grave.

I fill  up  their  Graves  and  cover  their  Bodies  with 
these  Strouds

With  these  Handkerchiefs  I wash  off  the  Blood  from 
your  Bodies  and  wipe  away  the  Tears  from  your  Eyes.

With  this  Belt  I take  all  Sorrow  out  of  your  Hearts 
I clear  your  Throats,  Eyes  & Ears,  and  desire  you  will  no 
more  mourn  for  them. 

Teedyuscung  then  informed  the  Governor  that  he 
desired  to  speak  a few  Words  to  him  and  to  his  Uncles  the 
Six  Nations.  Whereupon  the  Governor  desired  him  to  begin 
and  he  spoke  as  follows. 

Uncles. 

I beg  you  will  hearken  to  what  I am  going  to  say. 
You  may  remember  some  years  ago  at  our  Council  Fire,  you 
took  me  by  the  Hairs  of  my  Head  and  shook  me,  and  told  me 
to  go  and  live  at  Wyoming,  for  you  gave  me  the  Land  there; 
where  I might  raise  my  Bread  & get  my  Living:  Now  again 

you  desire  me  to  move  off  from  thence  and  would  place  me 
somewhere  else.  The  Reason  why  I complied  with  your  first 
Request  was,  because  I thought  you  would  give  me  the  Lands 
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at  Wyoming  in  the  Room  of  some  of  our  Lands  you  had  sold 
the  English.  I assure  you  now  that  if  I move^  from  thence 
some  English  will  come  and  settle  there  in  the  midst  of  our 
Road,  so  that  we  cannot  pass  from  thence  to  this  Province 
and  \.e  shall  loose  the  Land;  so  that  neither  you  nor  me  will 
have  any  Benefit  from  it. 


Addressing  himself  to  the  Governor  he  Said. 


Brother. 


I am  really  very  glad  to  hear  you  say  the  Wound  is 
healed  up.  we  are  all  pleased  at  it.  Since  this  is  the 
Case  we  expect  you  will  pay  us  for  the  Lands  we  have  been 
complaining  about.  It  was  left  to  King  George.  You  told 
me  as  soon  as  ever  you  heard  from  the  King,  you  would  let 
me  know  of  it;  but  I have  not  heard  you  say  anything  about 
it  since.  Mow  Brother  as  there  are  some  here  present  who 
have  never  been  paid  for  some  of  their  Lands,  we  desire  you 
would  pay  them  now.  But  as  for  the  Munsies  & seme  others  at 
Albany  who  also  claim  Lands  near  this  Place,  they  will  agree 
with  you  ’when  they  see  you. 

The  Governor  replied  that  he  would  take  into  Consid- 
eration what  he  had  said  & would  answer  him  in  the  morning. 

Being  asked  what  Lands  he  desired  to  be  paid  for  he 
answered  That  the  Lands  are  where  we  nov;  stand  betwixt 
the  Mountains  and  Touhickon  Creek;  but  acknowledged  that 
some  Lands  about  Durham,  four  Miles  Square  were  paid  for. 

Tokaaio  then  stood  up  & spoke. 

Brother  Onas. 

We  the  Seven  Nations  especially  the  Nanticokes  and 
Conoys  spearn  to  you.  About  seven  years  ago  we  went  down  to 
Maryland  with  a Belt  of  Wampum  to  fetch  our  Flesh  and  Blood, 
which  we  shewed  to  some  Englishmen  there  who  told  us  they 
did  not  understand  Belts,  but  if  we  had  brought  any  Order 
in  writing  from  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  they  would  let 
our  Flesh  and  Blood  then  come  away  with  us;  but  as  this  was 
not  done  they  would  not  let  them  come.  Now  we  desire  you 
would  give  us  an  Order  for  that  Purpose.

Brother  Onas. 
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We  would  have  you  make  some  Satisfaction  to  our 
Couzins  here  the  Delawares  for  their  Lands,  as  we  suppose 
they  desire  it.  Some  of  them  are  now  present  who  claim  some 
Lands  here,  and  are  often  thinking  of  it  particularly  one 
[pointing  to  Joseph  Pepuy. ]

My  old  Mother  & Children  who  are  here  at  present, 
are  not  able  to  walk;  I desire  therefore  that  my  Brother 
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would  help  me  to  a Horse;  as  I have  a great  Way  to  go  Home 
and  cannot  make  a Cannoe  at  this  time  of  the  Year.

I have  come  a great  Way  and  have  brought  with  me 
a pack  of  Beaver.  Our  Brother  General  Johnson  and  those 
who  live  near  him  sell  their  Goods  very  dear  and  us  Nothing 
for  our  Skins;  but  as  I heard  our  Brothers  of  this  Province 
gave  better  Prices  for  our  Skins;  I have  brought  them  here, 
and  hope  my  Brother  will  see  Justice  done  me  in  the  Sale  of 
them.  And  if  my  Brother  thinks  I can  get  a better  Price  for 
them  by  carrying  them  to  Philadelphia,  I should  be  obliged 
to  him  for  his  Information.

The  Governor  addressing  himself  to  Teedyuscung  spoke 
as  follows. 

Brother. 


As  to  the  Lands  lying  between  the  Kittoctinny  Hills 
and  Touhickon  Creek,  which  you  say  you  have  never  been  paid 
you  know  the  Proprietors  of  this  Province  have  always 
insisted  that  they  were  fairly  purchased  of  the  Delawares 
before  you  ’were  born,  who  received  the  Consideration  Money 
for  them.  You  know  also  that  the  Dispute  between  you  and  the 
Proprietors  about  these  Lands  was,  by  your  own  particular 
Desire,  referred  to  our  great  king  over  the  Water,  who  from 
his  Love  of  Justice  a Regard  to  you  has  taken  upon  himself 
to  settle  it,  and  has  ordered  General  Johnson  to  hear  your 
Complaint  & enquire  into  the  Truth  of  it,  and  make  Report  to 
him,  that  he  may  direct  what  is  right  to  be  clone.  Of  this 
General  Johnson  gave  you  Notice  by  a Letter  above  a Year  & an 
half  ago,  and  desired  you  to  appoint  a proper  Time  & Place  to 
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meet  him  on  this  Occasion,  that  the  Affair  might  be  speedily 
settled.  I have  waited  ever  since  in  Expectation  that  you 
would  comply  with  General  Johnson's  Request;  and  I no w inform 
you  that  I am  and  at  all  times  shall  be  ready  on  my  part  to 
send  the  Proprietary  Commissioners  to  support  their  Claim 
whenever  you  shall  appoint  the  Time  & Place  of  Meeting.  It 
is  therefore  your  own  Fault  if  the  matter  is  delayed  any 
longer. 


Addressing  himself  to  the  Seven  Nations  he  said. 
Brethren  of  the  Seven  united  Nations. 

I have  considered  what  you  said  to  me  in  Behalf  of 
the  Conoys  & the  Nanticokes,  who  have  some  of  their  Brethren 
still  remaining  in  the  Province  of  Maryland.  As  I am  not 
Governor  of  that  Province,  I have  no  Power  to  order  the 
People  there  to  suffer  their  Relations  to  come  away  from 
them.  I will  however  afford  them  all  the  Assistance  I can; 
and  will  not  only  give  the  Messengers  they  send  to  Maryland 
a Passport  or  safe  Conduct,  but  will  write  to  the  Governor 
and  request  him  to  permit  their  Brethren  to  come  away  with- 
out Interruption. 

Brethren. 


You  desire  me  to  make  Satisfaction  to  your  Couzins 
the  Delawares  for  these  Lands  which  they  claim,  as  they  often 
think  of  it.  Had  yon  known  as  well  as  I do  hovr  groundless 
& unjust  this  Claim  of  their' s was,  I am  sure  you  would  not 
have  taken  any  Notice  of  it.  Your  old  Men  must  remember  that 
at  a full  Council  held  with  the  Six  Nations  at  Philadelphia 
in  the  Year  1742  the  Claim  the  Delawares  nowr  make  for  these 
very  Lands  was  laid  before  them  and  the  Deeds  from  them  to 
the  Proprietors  perused  & considered  by  the  Six  Nations,  who 
upon  a full  hearing  of  the  Matter  were  convinced  that  the 
Proprietors  had  fairly  purchased  them  of  the  Delawares  & paid 
for  them,  whereupon  the  Six  Nations  ordered  the  Delawares 
to  remove  off  from  thence  and  go  to  Wyoming,  which  thejr 
accordingly  did.  Teedyuscung  some  time  ago  referred  his 
Complaint  about  these  Lands  to  our  great  King,  who  has  or- 
dered General  Johnson  to  enquire  into  the  whole  Matter  & 
let  him  know  how  it  is  circumstanced,  that  Justice  may  be 
done  as  well  to  the  Delav;ares  as  to  us;  and  I am  ready  to 
send  my  Commissioners  to  General  Johnson  to  lay  before  him 
the  Proprietors  Deeds  for  & Right  to  these  Lands  whenever 
Teedyuscung  will  appoint  a Time  & Place  for  this  Purpose. 
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Toknaio  addressed  the  Governor  in  Behalf  of  the 

Tuteloes,  as  follows 

Brother  Onas. 

..e  desire  our  Brother  will  be  so  good  as  to  furnish 
us  with  three  'laggons  to  carry  Home  our  Sick  who  are  not 
able  to  walk;  as  we  intend  to  go  Home  as  soon  as  we  can. 
Which  Request  the  Governor  granted  L left  the  Number  of 

Waggons  to  be  provided  for  them  to  the  Direction  of  Joseph 
Fox  EsqP 


Tokaaio  then  added. 

Brother  Onas 

Je  have  oeen  nere  at  this  Council  Fire  and  heard 
what  good  Words  you  have  spoken  to  Us.  We  ha.ve  no  more  to 
say  at  present,  and  we  see  likewise  that  you  have  nothing 
more  to  say  to  us,  we  are  therefore  going  to  part  when  we 
return  Home  we  will  acquaint  all  our  People  with  what  we 
have  heard.  We  heartily  thank  you  for  the  good  Usage  we 
have  received  from  you. 

The  Governor  then  informed  them  that  he  had  brought 
up  with  him  a present  from  the  Government  to  them  which

cluded the  Treaty  by  shaking  Hands  with  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Indians .

done  for  Oswego,  Niagara,  Detroit  &c£  and  hope  it  will  be 
a means  of  putting  an  end  to  the  general  Clamour  amongst  the 
Indians  on  that  head  & that  by  a strict  adherence  thereto 
they  may  be  convinced  of  our  upright  dealing  in  trade,  and 
intentions  to  live  on  terms  of  Friendship  with  them. 


Ilf  Croghan  by  whom  I now  write  will  inform  you  of 
my  proceedings,  & of  the  sucess  of  the  meeting  at  this  place 
with  the  several  Indian  Nations.

As  Nothing  can  contribute  more  to  the  Strengthening 
and  extending  his  Majestys  Indian  Interest  in  this  Country, 
then  a free  open  Trade  on  the  fairest,  and  most  reasonable 
terms  with  the  Indian  Inhabitants  thereof,  I have,  with  the 
approbation  of  his  Excellency  General  Amherst,  Judged  it 
adviseable  for  the  preventing  of  any  extorsion  or  abuses 
therein,  to  make  following  Regulations  with  Regard  to  the 
prices  of  Indian  Goods,  Hereby  ordering  all  Traders  &cc, 
strictly  to  adhere  to  the  same  on  pain  of  being  banished  from 
the  Post  at  which  they  Trade  by  the  Corananding  Officer  there- 
of, their  Lycence  to  be  taken  from  them,  and  they  rendered 
incapable  to  trade  at  any  of  his  Majestys  Garrisons,  or  Posts 
for  the  future  and  Each  of  the  Conning  Officers  of  his  Majestys 
Garrisons,  are  required  not  to  allow  any  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever  to  carry  on  any  Trade  vdth  the  Indians;  who  do  not 
first  produce  him  their  Pass  3:  gnea  & Sealed  by  Sr  W?  Johnson 
or  George  Croghon  Esqr  his  Deputy.

Agent  for  Indian  Affairs  in  the  Western  Division  at 
Fort  Pitt  25^h  October  1761. 


Sir, 


You  are  to  Remain  here  and  Transact  the  Business  of 
your  Department  with  all  Indians  that  may  come  here  of  any 
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Nation  whatsoever  that  is  in  Friendship  with  his  Britanick 
Majesty  and  hi > Subjects  to  see  Strict  Justice  done  them  in 
Trade  Agreeable  to  the  late  Regulations  made  by  Sir  William 
Johnson. 


You  are  to  use  your  Utmost  endeavours  with  the 
Indians  of  all  Nations  to  get  them  to  Deliver  up  all  our 
Prisoners  Agreeable  to  their  Engagements  to  us. 

You  will  apply  to  the  Commanding  Officer  for  such 
Provisions  as  may  be  wanting  to  give  such  Indians  as  come 
here  on  Publick  business  or  to  Trade  being  as  frugal  as  Pos- 
sible in  that  Article  and  Dispatching  the  Indians  as  soon  as 
their  Business  is  done  to  save  Expence  of  Provisions. 

You  are  not  to  suffer  any  Trader  Licenced  bjr  me 
or  otherwise  to  sell  or  give  any  Spirituous  Liquors  to  any 
Indian  whatsoever,  But  in  Case  any  Indian  should  bring  in  any 
of  our  Prisoners  you  may  if  jrou  see  it  necessary  give  such 
from  One  Gallon  to  three  or  the  Value  thereof  in  Goods  as  a 
token  that  we  are  well  pleased  with  their  Conduct  in  bringing 
in  our  Prisoners  agreeable  to  their  Repeated  Promises. 

When  ever  any  Indians  come  here  on  any  Publick  Busi- 
ness when  you  know  it  you  are  to  acquaint  the  Commanding 
Officer  thereof,  end  brake  that  Custom  they  have  of  going  to 
see  the  Commanding  Officer  as  they  have  no  Business  to  give 
him  any  trouble,  and  their  View  is  only  to  get  a Dram  or 
beg  some  Presents  from  him.  3ut,  if  the  Commanding  Officer 
desire  you  to  bring  any  Indians  to  him.  You  are  to  follow 
his  Orders 


You  are  to  make  no  Presents  to  any  Indians  unless 
as  above  Mentioned,  except  a Twist  of  Tobacco  or  the  like 
when  they  first  come  and  apply  for  Provisions,  which  you  will 
always  do  as  it  is  an  Old  Custom.  I wish  you  Success  and  am

The  A.t'h  of  April  1762.  Set  out  from  Fort  Pitt  in  Order  to 
Visit  the  different  Posts  to  the  Westward  agreeable  to  In- 
structions received  from  George  Croghan  EsqP  His  Majestys 
Deputy  Agent  for  Indian  Affairs. 

The  same  day  arrived  at  Beaver  Creek,  where  I was 
detained  two  days,  on  Account  of  wet  weather;  While  I was 
here  an  Indian  Woman  sister  to  white  Eyes  a Delaware  Chief 
with  some  other  Indians  of  the  same  Nation  Complain'd  to  me 
that  a french  Man  who  lived  at  Fort  Pitt  had  been  at  their 
Houses  a few  days  ago  and  had  Stole  a Silk  Shirt  with  sundry 
other  things  to  the  amount  of  Six  Pounds.  they  requested 
of  me  to  Write  ML  Croghan  to  try  to  bring  the  offender  to 
Justice  which  I accordingly  did. 

The  7^  Set  out  for  Mohickon  Johns  where  I arrived 
the  19"^  at  12  O'clock  after  a very  disagreeable  March  Occa- 
sioned by  Bad.  Weather,  I made  him  and  his  Tribe  acquainted  by 
a belt  of  Wampum  that  the  Commander  in  Chief  insists  on  his 
taking  to  Fort  Pitt  Edward  Long  end  John  Hague  both  Deserters 
from  the  Kings  Troops,  And  like  ’wise  one  Frederick  Ice  who 
was  taken  Prisoner  during  the  War  and  now  is  very  troublesome 
to  the  Traders  Passing  backward  and  Forward. 

Mohickon  John  desired  me  at  my  Return  to  acquaint  MV 
Croghan  that  one  of  the  Soldiers  had  secretly  gone  from  his 
House  some  time  ago,  and  had  been  in  quest  of  him  but  could 
not  find  him,  that  he  intended  sitting  out  in  two  days  for 
the  Lower  Shawneese  Town  where  he  suspected  he  was  gone  to, 
near  which  place  the  Cherokees  had  a few  d.ays  before  Killed 
and  Scalp'd  two  Shawneese  and  made  a Delaware  Bojr  Prisoner; 
that  he  had  some  Business  to  Transact  with  the  Shawneese  in 
behalf  of  his  Tribe  and  as  soon  as  it  was  over  he  would  do 
all  in  his  Power  to  get  the  Deserter  and  if  he  should  find 
him  he  would  immediately  take  him  with  the  other  to  Fort  Pitt 
and  if  he  should  be  obliged  to  Return  without  him  he  would 
lose  no  time  in  taking  the  one  that  Remained  at  his  House 
to  Kr  Croghan. 

He  further  says  that  as  Frederick  lice  had  sundry 
time  Stole  Horses  and  Bells  from  Travellers  passing  by  his 
House,  for  which  himself  and  his  People  were  Blamed  one  of 
his  Young  Men  Tomhawked  him,  Travilled  a few  Miles  further  & 
Encamped. 
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The  21.  at  night  arrived  at  Sandusky  where  I was 
detained  for  want  of  a Batteau  untill  the  30th  0f  April  then 
set  out  for  D'Trcit  and  arrived  there  the  8t^  of  Hay  after 
a very  Disagreeable  Passage  Occasioned  by  Wet  Weather  and 
Contrary  winds 

I was  detained  at  D'Troit  until  the  15th  of  May 
Partly  on  Account  of  Bad  Weather  and  partly  on  Account  of 
a Batteau  not  being  Ready  for  me,  I being  obliged  to  leave 
my  other  Boat  here  which  being  now  Prepaired  Set  out  for 
Hichilimackinac  where  I arrived  the  Second  of  June;  detained 
here  four  days  by  Contrary  Winds  and  a Ruff  Sea. 

The  day  I arrived  the  Cheapwas  kill'd  a Han  of  the 
Meynomeney  Nation  upon  the  Parade  on  the  Fort  in  Revenge  for 
two  Men  that  had  been  kill'd  by  his  Nation  some  Considerable 
time  ago  of  the  Cheapwas  soon  after  this  happen’d  a Chief 
with  the  Murderers  and  some  more  of  their  Tribe  came  to  the 
Commanding  Officer  and  assured  him  they  were  Extreamly  sorry 
that  they  had  kill'd  the  Indian  within  the  Fort  and  hoped  he 
wou’d  impute  it  to  the  Passion  they  were  in  and  not  to  any 
Insult  intended  to  be  offered  to  the  English  and  to  Confirm 
what  was  said  they  made  the  Commanding  Officer  a Present  of 
an  Indian  Slave  and  desired  him  to  rest  Satisfy1 d. 

June  the  4^  Eighty  of  the  Ottawas  and  Sixty  of  the 
Cheapwey  Nations  assembled;  and  agreeable  to  my  Instructions 
I made  them  acquainted  by  a Belt  of  Wampum  with  the  Business 
I came  on. 

They  then  said  the  v/ou’d  meet  tomorrow  and  inform -us 
me  with  what  they  had  to  say. 

The  5^h  the  above  Indians  met  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Ottawas  Spoke  as  follows. 

Brother,  We  are  much  Obliged  to  Sir  William  Johnson 
for  taking  so  much  Notice  of  us  as  to  send  you  to  Visit  our 
Country. 


We  do  assure  you  that  we  have  no  evil  in  our  Hearts 
against  the  English  but  are  entirely  reconciled  to  them  and 
will  do  all  in  our  Power  to  advise  our  Young  People  to  behave 
well;  everything  you  told  us  at  the  Treaty  of  Peace  at  D'Troit 
we  have  experienced  to  be  true  and  we  are  of  the  same  mind 
now  that  we  were  of  then. 
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Notwithstanding  the  Satisfaction  the  Ottawas  ex- 
press'd in  the  above  speech  I was  inform'd  by  my  Interpreter 
that  they  expected  a Present  from  me  and  seem'd  much  dissat- 
isfyed  that  they  were  disappointed,  tho'  they  said  nothing  to 
me  Concerning  it. 

The  Cheapv/as  desired  I -he  wou'd  hear  them  to  morrow 
The  6t^  they  Assembled  and  their  Chief  spoke  as  follows 

Brother, 


We  are  very  well  satisfy' d to  see  you  here  and  are 
Convinced  you  are  come  to  see  us  on  a Good  design;  and  if 
you  shou'd  hear  any  bad  reports  Concerning  us  we  desire  you 
will  not  Credit  them.  We  have  delivered  up  all  the  Prisoners 
that  we  had  of  the  English;  And  we  desire  you  will  acquaint 
Sir  William  Johnson  that  we  are  a poor  People  and  we  hope  he 
will  Pit;/  us. 

And  to  assure  you  all  we  have  said  is  true  We  give 
you  this  Bunch  of  Wampum. 


Gave  a Bunch. 

I was  informed  by  my  Interpreter  that  the  Cheapwas 
expected  a Present  from  me  and  was  much  disatisfyed  at  their 
being  disappointed,  notwithstanding  the;/  said  nothing  to 
concerning  it 

The  7t"h  Set  out  for  the  Bay  where  I arrived  after  a 
very  Disagreeable  Passage  of  17  Days;  I could  not  have  a 
meeting  with  the  Indians  here  untill  the  25^  as  their  Chiefs 
were  mostly  gone  to  an  Indian  Village  to  hold  a Council  on 
Accot  of  the  Han  of  their  Nation  that  was  kill'd  at  Hichili- 
mackinac. 


The  25^  All  the  Indians  of  the  Sax  Nation  that  were 
at  the  Fort  assembled  and  after  I made  them  acquainted  with 
my  Instructions  Confirming  what  I said  with  a Belt  of  Wampum. 

One  of  their  Chiefs  spoke  as  follows 


Brother, 


I in  behalf  of  -our  my  Nation  Return  you  my  Sincere 
thanks  for  the  Accounts  you  have  brought  us  We  are  also 
greatly  obliged  to  Sir  William  Johnson  for  taking  so  much 
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care  as  to  send  "ou  to  let  us  know  what  the  General  had  done 
respecting  us.  We  are  Extreamly  well  pleased  with  every- 
thing you  have  said;  We  are  thoroughly  convinced  the  Prohi- 
bition of  Spirituous  Liquors  was  done  for  our  good,  from  the 
bad  effects  attending  the  use  of  it  long  ago.  We  desire  you 
will  request  Sir  ’William  Johnson  to  send  a Smith  to  this  Fort 
to  mend  our  Guns  and  Tomhawks  as  we  are  greatly  Straitned 
many  times  to  support  our  families  Occasioned  by  our  Guns 
being  out  of  Repair  which  obliges  us  to  come  here  with  our 
Women  and  Children  to  beg  some  Provisions  from  our  Brother. 
You  will  also  let  him  know  we  are  a Poor  People  and  it's  very 
likely  we  shall  be  obliged  to  take  part  in  the  Quarrel  that 
subsists  between  the  Meynomeneys  here  and  the  Cheapwas  at 
Michilimackinac;  this  will  prevent  our  hunting  for  furrs  to 
Purchase  Cloaths  for  our  Woman  and  Children,  therefore  we 
hope  Sir  William  Johnson  will  Consider  us  and  send  us  some 
Necessaries  to  keep  our  Women  and  Children  from  the  Cold. 
Your  coming  here  plainly  convinces  us  the  Commanding  Officer 
here  v/as  sincere  in  every  thing  he  told  us.  And  you  may 
Assure  your  self  that  we  will  do  every  thing  in  our  Power  to 
serve  the  English. 

The  same  day  I made  the  Reynard  Nation  Acquainted 
with  my  Instructions  and  Gave  them  a Belt  of  VJampum 

Their  Answer  v/as  the  same  with  the  Sax  Nation  The 
26.  I delivered  the  same  Message  to  the  Meynomeneys  that  I 
had  done  to  the  Sax  and  Reynard  Nations,  And  gave  them  a Belt 
of  Wampum. 

Their  answer  was  the  same  with  the  other  two  Nations 
only  added,  that  it  was  very  probable  they  v/ould  Strike  the 
Cheapwas  in  Revenge  for  the  Man  of  their  Nation  that  v/as 
lately  kill'd  at  Michilimackinac  but  assured  me  that  if  any 
of  the  English  had  should  have  Occasion  to  come  amongst  them 
they  should  Pass  and  Repass  unmolested. 

I v/as  informed  by  my  Interpreter  that  the  Sax, 
Reynard  & Meynomeney  Nations  all  expected  a Present  from  me 
and  v/ere  a good  deal  displeased  at  their  being  disappointed. 

After  ny  Business  was  over  with  the  Meynomenies  I 
desired  they  would  send  a Careful  Indian  with  me  as  a Guide 
to  St  Josephs;  their  Chief  assured  me  that  at  that  time  they 
could  not  Spare  any  as  they  expected  in  a few  days  to  send 
of  a Party  to  War  against  the  Cheapwas,  and  added  as  their 
Indians  along  the  way  I had  to  go  v/as  informed  that  the 
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English  had  Countinanced  the  killing  of  one  of  their  People 
in  the  Fort  at  I'lichilimackinac  that  it  was  more  than  Probable 
they  wou'd  do  me  an  Injury  and  advised  me  to  Return  to  I'lich- 
ilimackinac and  go  from  their  to  st  Josephs  which  I did. 

The  28th  0f  June  Set  out  from  the  Bay  and  Return’d 
to  Ilichilimackinac  the  7tn  of  July  when  I was  detained  for 
want  of  a Passage  untill  the  llth  I then  set  out  and  arrived 
at  st  Josephs  the  6th  August 

The  7th  Assembled  the  Pout awaut ami es  and  made  them 
acquainted  with  my  Instructions  and  gave  them  a Belt  of  Wampum. 

The  8th  They  expressed  great  uneasiness  that  Rum 
was  not  Allowed  them  as  usual  and  desired  that  as  their  whole 
Nation  was  afflicted  with  Sickness  which  Rendered  them  un- 
capable  of  hunting  that  Sir  William  Johnson  wou'd  send  them 
some  few  Presents  to  keep  their  Women  and  Children  from  the 
Cold.  And  further  said  they  were  greatly  Surprised  that  I 
had  not  a Present  for  them 


They  gave  a String  of  Wampum 

The  9^h  Set  out  for  the  Fort  at  the  Miamie  where  I 
arrived  the  12th 

The  13th  had  a Meeting  with  the  Mineamie  Indians  and 
acquainted  them  with  my  Business 


Gave  them  a Belt  of  Wampum 

I then  told  them  I had  some  Business  at  the  Ouiatanon 
& on  my  Return  wou'd  hear  what  they  had  to  say. 

The  14th  Set  out  for  the  Ouiatanon  and  arrived  there 

the  18th 


The  19th  had  a meeting  with  the  following  Indians 
Vizt  Ouiatanons,  Kickaupooze,  Musquetons,  and  Pyankishaws 
who  I made  acquainted  with  my  Instructions  and  gave  each 
Nation  a Belt  of  Wampum. 

They  then  desired  I wou'd  here  them  to  morrow, 

The  20th  the  above  Indians  met  and  the  Ouitanon 
Chief  spoke  in  behalf  of  his  and  the  Kickaupoo  Nations  as 
follows. 
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Brother, 


l-le  are  very  thankful  to  Sir  William  Johnson  for 
sending  you  to  enquire  into  the  State  of  the  Indians.  We 
assure  you  we  are  Rendered  very  miserable  at  Present  on  Ac- 
count of  a Severe  Sickness  that  has  Seiz'd  almost  all  our 
People  many  of  which  have  died  lately  and  many  more  likely 
to  Die,  however  this  we  don't  grumble  at  it  was  God  that  put 
us  upon  the  Earth  and  when  he  pleases  to  take  us  away  we 
must  be  Satisfy' d;  but  what  we  think  hardest  of  is  that  the 
English  have  never  so  much  as  given  us  the  least  Present  or 
even  allowed  a smith  to  be  at  the  Post  to  mend  our  Gunns 
&9  Vie  know  very  well  that  other  Indian  Nations  have  had 
Presents  given  them  at  two  or  three  different  times  and  a 
smith  allowed  to  mend  their  Guns;  what  those  Indians  have 
done  to  get  themselves  in  so  great  favour  with  the  English 
we  have  never  heard;  but  this  we  are  sure  of  that  we  are 
ready  on  all  Occasions  to  serve  our  Brethren  the  English  and 
will  advise  our  Young  Men  to  behave  well. 

If  we  were  to  go  to  the  french  at  the  Ilonois  they 
wou'd  give  us  some  Ammunition  at  least,  but  our  Brother  hear 
has  Desired  us  to  have  as  little  dealings  with  the  them  as 
Possible,  you  see  we  mind  what  he  says  as  none  of  our  People 
has  offered  to  go  near  the  french  since  the  English  came  here 

We  desire  you  will  acquaint  Sir  William  Johnson 
with  all  we  have  said  to  you  and  we  hope  he  will  allow  a 
smith  at  this  Post  and  also  send  some  Presents  for  our  Vlomen 
and  Children. 

As  for  English  Prisoners  We  have  not  any  remaining 
amongst  our  Nations,  And  to  assure  you  all  I have  said  is 
true  I give  you  this  Wampum  & Council  Pipe.

They  gave  me  for  answer  that  as  their  Chiefs  were 
gone  to  a Councill  with  the  English  in  -the-  EnnaM-tantr&,  they 
could  not  Transact  any  Business  in  their  Absence,  that  they 
expected  them  to  arrive  wry  soon  in  a few  days  and  as  soon  as 
they  came  they  would  send  an  Answer  to  my  Speech  to  M7  Croghan

Sir, 


Since  you  mentioned  to  me  a few  days  ago  that  Gener-3- 
Amherst  complained  in  his  letter  to  you  of  the  heavy  Expence 
of  Indian  Affairs  at  this  post  last  summer,  I have  examined 
the  Copy  of  my  last  Years  Accounts  and  find  that  not  one 
third  of  the  Expence  accrued  here  and  that  chiefly  in  Presents 
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to  such  Indians  as  delivered  up  Prisoners,  and  for  Indian 
Services  Escorting  Provisions  to  the  other  posts  and  passing 
Indian  Expresses,  the  rest  of  ray  Account  accrued  at  D’troit 
in  Provisions  for  the  Conference  by  Sir  'William  Johnsons 
Order,  and  paying  Interpreters  and  Assistants  which  will 
appear  by  ray  Account  and  Vouchers. 

Frora  all  appearance  at  Present  the  Expence  of  Indians 
will  be  but  small  to  what  it  has  been,  but  it  will  always 
be  attended  with  an  Expence,  and  unforeseen  Accidents  may 
encrease  it,  from  the  long  time  you  have  Commanded  here,  you 
must  be  acquainted  what  kind  of  People  they  are,  and  that 
their  Necessities  oblige  them  to  be  Mersinary  and  none  so 
much  so  as  their  Chiefs  who  seldom  or  ever  hunt  which  makes 
it  impossible  to  transact  anv  business  with  them  without 
making  them  some  Presents  at  Certain  tines. 

I can  assure  you  I have  no  pleasure  in  putting  the 
Crown  to  a needless  expence,  since  I have  been  in  the  service 
I have  done  ever j tiling  in  my  Power  to  Promote  the  Good  of 
his  Majesty’s  Indian  Interest  and  with  as  much  frugality  as 
the  nature  of  the  service  wou'd  admit. 

The  British  and  French  Colonies  since  the  first 
Settling  America  has  adopted  the  Indian  Customs  and  manners 
by  indulging  them  in  Treaties  and  renewing  friendships  making 
them  large  Presents  which  I fear  won’t  be  so  easey  to  break 
them  of  as  the  General  may  Imagine  and  still  it  appears  that 
the  People  of  Pennsylvania  are  Soliciting  the  Indians  to  Re- 
turn to  Treat  with  them  which  the  Indians  have  an  Inclination 
to  comply  with  well  knowing  they  will  receive  large  Presents 
there.  And  indeed  if  the  General  should  be  of  Opinion  that 
the  Expence  be  too  great  for  the  Crown  and  no  necessity  for 
it,  I am  of  Opinion  the  Governments  will  gladly  take  it  on 
themselves  which  will  take  a Considerable  expence  off  the 
Nation  as  there  will  be  no  need  of  Agents,  Interpreters  nor 
smiths  no  more  than  Presents,  tno  this  step  may  be  attended 
with  ill  Consiquences  to  the  several  Officers  at  the  distant 
posts,  who  may  here  after  be  looked  on  by  the  Indians  as 
people  of  no  Consicuence  to  them  and  of  Course  loose  all 
influence;  However  of  this  the  General  is  the  best  Judge  and 
for  the  future  I shall  never  put  the  Crown  to  any  Expence 
without  a Written  Order  let  what  will  be  the  occasion.  As  I 
can't  be  accountable  for  Consiquences.  You  see  the  Expence 
of  Indians  this  Winter  has  been  but  trifling  it  will  be  so 
every  Winter  as  they  will  be  a hunting,  but  the  summer  is 
the  time  when  Indians  have  nothing  else  to  do  but  travel 


(March  27,  1762) 


about  and  when  they  don't  go  to  Warr  they  are  always  Visiting 
their  friends,  -.There  ever  they  can  get  any  thing  or  have  any 
Expectations. 

In  my  Instructions  from  Sir  William  Johnson  of  the 
SW1  of  January  last  I am  desired  to  get  all  the  Prisoners 
that  yet  remains  amongst  the  Indians  released.  /A  Copy  of 
which  I enclose  you/  which  cannot  be  done  without  putting 
the  Crown  to  some  expence  which  I acquainted  the  General 
of,  and  likevd.se  laid  before  him  the  necessity  there  was  of 
giving  the  Warriors  of  tho  Different  Nations  Powder  and  Lead 
as  they  Passed  and  Repass'd,  but  as  he  has  not  mentioned  any 
thing  on  these  to  you  I am  of  Opinion  he  does  not  approve 
the  Expence  of  either,  which  will  make  it  necessary  for  you 
to  know  his  further  Pleasure  on  these  Accounts,  as  the  Spring 
is  drawing  near  and  the  time  when  great  Numbers  of  Indians 
will  be  coming  to  this  Post  of  Different  Nations  to  get  what 
they  can. 


I have  likewise  Orders  in  my  Instructions  to  send 
to  Visit  the  distant  Posts  which  can't  be  done  without  a 
Battoe  and  Men  to  Work  it,  with  a Quantity  of  Wampum  to  make 
Speeches  on  to  the  Different  Nations,  and  Provisions  for  the 
Tour,  and  inded  there  shou'd  be  a small  Quantity  of  Powder 
and  Lead  and  Tobacco  sent  to  be  given  the  Indians  who  re- 
side at  each  Post  which  I take  this  opportunity  to  apply  to 
you  for  as  the  assistant  I shall  send  shou'd  set  off  by  the 
Middle  of  April  at  furthest.

Bouquet  from 
thence  you  will  proceed  to  Hishalimackinac,  the  Bay,  St 
Josephs,  Kiaraies  and  Weyaugh  in  order  to  Examine  into  the 
State  and  behaviour  of  the  Indians  residing  near  those  Posts 
as  also  to  Regulate  and  Transact  any  business  with  them  which 
may  be  found  requisite  for  the  Good  of  the  service  and  the 
Promoting  his  Majesty's  Interest  and  Influence  amongst  the 
Indians  in  those  Parts. 

You  are  to  make  the  Strictest  inquiry  Concerning 
any  English  Prisoners  yet  remaining  amongst  the  Indians  and 
to  get  them  discharged. 

You  are  to  acquaint  the  Indians  at  every  Post  by 
some  Wampum  that  Sir  William  Johnson  has  sent  you  by  his 
orders  to  me,  to  Visit  their  Country  for  the  Reasons  above 
mentioned,  and  at  the  same  time  you  will  acquaint  the  Indians 
that  as  the  Selling  of  Spirituous  Liquors  at  the  Different 
Posts  to  Indians  is  attended  -with  bad  Consiquences  to  them. 
His  Majesty’s  Commander  in  Chief  has  forbid  any  being  Car- 
ried by  the  Traders,  so  that  the  Indians  may  Devote  the  time 
they  spent  in  drinking  to  Hunting  for  the  Support  of  their 
families  and  promoting  the  Good  Work  of  Peace  so  happily 
Established  between  then  and  his  Majesty's  Subjects. 

You  will  speak  to  Mohickon  John  and  the  Rest  of  that 
Tribe  by  a Belt  of  Wampum  in  the  name  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief  and  let  them  know  that  he  desires  they  will  bring  to 
Fort  Pitt  Edward  Long  and  John  Hague  both  Deserters  from  the 
Kings  Troops,  and  Likewise  one  Frederick  Ice  who  was  taken 
Prisoner  by  the  Indians  During  the  Warr,  but  now  is  very 
Troublesome  to  the  Traders  Passing  backward  and  forward  that 
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he  may  be  sent  hone  and  not  Suffered  to  Interrupt  the  Peace 
so  happily  Established  between  them  and  us. 

On  your  Return  you  will  cone  thr'o  the  Twigh twees 
and  Shawnee se  Country  where  you  will  Act  in  the  sane  manner 
you  have  done  at  the  Posts  and  keep  a Journal  of  all  your 
Proceedings  till  you  Return,  nor  put  the  Crown  to  any  Expence 
whatsoever .

Then  they  acquainted  me  they  had 
something  to  say  to  the  Comanding  Officer  which  thejr  would 
deliver  the  next  Day. 


9^  The  above  Indians  being  met  in  Council  Spoke 
as  follow, 

Brother 


We  are  come  to  acquaint  you  that  we  have  been  very 
Sickly  This  Summer  and  Fall,  and  have  lost  Several  of  our 
People,  which  has  prevented  us  from  Hunting  for  the  support 
of  our  families,  much  less  providing  any  Skins  to  purchas 
Cloathing  for  our  Wives  & Children. 

During  the  time  the  French  was  in  possession  of  this 
Place,  You  allways  told  us  that  when  you  drove  the  French 
away,  you  would  allways  give  our  Women  and  Children  Cloathing 
when  ever  they  were  naked,  and  Supply  our  Warriors  with  Powder 
& Lead,  and  indeed  while  the  War  seemed  doubtfull  beetween 
you  and  the  French,  You  deed  give  us  Some  Presents,  But  since 
you  Conquered  the  French,  you  have  give  us  nothing;  We  are 
now  very  Poor  occasioned  by  Sickness,  and  laid  under  the 
Necessity  of  beging  for  some  relief. 

We  therefore  by  this  String  of  Wampum  request  that 
you  may  give  Our  Women  and  Children  some  Cloath's  to  cover 
their  Nakedness,  and  give  us  some  Powder  and  Lead,  to  inable 
us  to  prisicute  the  War  against  our  Enemies  the  Southern 
Indians;  You  are  a Welthy  People  and  what  litle  you  will 
give  us  poor  People,  will  be  but  litle  out  of  all  you  have 
take  from  the  Enemy  this  War.

Intelligence  Received  from  a Shawneese  Chief,  in  the  Presence 
of  Captain  Ecuyer  Commanding  Officer. 


When  I examined  him  concerning  the  War  Belt,  that 
had  been  carried  through  all  the  Western  Nations  of  Indians 
this  last  Summer,  in  order  that  they  might  unite  together 
and  make  War  against  the  English;  Ke  frankly  spoke  as  follows 


Brethren; 


It  is  very  true  that  there  was  such  a Belt  taken 
last  spring  through  our  Towns  to  the  Sinica  Country,  from 
the  French  and  Cherokees  at  the  Ilonois,  the  Sinicas  sent 
it  to  the  Delav;ares  with  this  Message  that  if  all  the  other 
Nations  would  Join,  they  would  not  be  backward-  The  Delawares 
sent  it  the  Indians  over  the  Lakes,  who  sent  it  back,  telling 
the  Delawares  it  night  be  that  the  English  had  an  Intention 
to  make  War  against  the  Indians  by  their  keeping  Ammunition 
from  them  and  settleing  so  many  Forts  in  their  Country;  but 
for  their  pants  they  were  determined  not  to  Quarrel  with  the 
English  if  they  could  avoid  it,  that  they  would  be  on  their 
Guard  and  Watch  the  Motions  of  the  English  for  the  future, 
and  desired  the  Indians  on  this  side  of  the  Lakes  to  do  the 
same. 


Then  the  Delawares  and  us  the  Shawneese  held  a Coun- 
cil, in  which  we  were  much  divided  in  our  Opinions,  one  half 
of  our  Warriors  was  for  making  War,  however  we  at  last  agreed 
to  sit  still,  and  be  on  our  Guard,  as  the  other  Nations  had 
done;  so  Returned  the  Belt  to  the  Ilonois  Country  with  that 
Message.  But  what  Resolutions  the  Cherokees  and  the  other 
Nations  down  that  way  have  taken  I cannot  tell,  but  this  I 
know,  that  there  is  now  a great  Humber  of  Cherokees  and  other 
Nations  at  Council  with  the  French  in  the  Ilonois  Country. 
This  Brethren  is  all  I know  of  the  affair,  and  am  very  sorry 
to  tell  you  that  all  the  Indian  Nations  are  very  Jealous  of 
the  English,  they  see  you  have  a great  many  Forts  in  this 
Country,  and  you  are  not  so  kind  to  them  as  they  expected. 
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the  French  were  very  Generous  to  the  Indians  and  always 
gave  then  Cloathing,  and  Powder  and  Lead  in  Plenty,  but  you 
don't  do  that  Brothers,  and  that  is  what  makes  the  Indians 
so  uneasey  in  their  minds.  this  I assure  you  is  the  true 
Cause  of  all  this  Jealousy

Vie  have  just  received  an  Account  that  Colonel  Clapham 
with  most  of  his  Feople  have  been  murdered  yesterday,  by  Wolfe 
and  some  others  of  your  foolish  young  Men,  and  his  House 
robbed  and  plundered:  As  we  do  not  look  upon  it  that  your 

Chiefs  have  been  privy  to  this  very  great  Breach  of  the  Chain 
of  Friendship,  we  do  by  this  String  of  Wampum  request  you  to 
go  Home  and  acquaint  your  Chiefs  with  it,  lest  any  false 
Reports  should  be  carried  them  by  the  Perp/etrators  of  this 
Murder,  and  we  assure  them  that  we  shall  rest  satisfied  till 
some  Method  can  be  fallen  upon  to  have  these  People  brought 
to  Justice,  which  we  make  no  Doubt  but  they  will  assist  us 
in:  Till  then  they  may  depend  we  shall  continue  to  preserve 

the  Chain  of  Friendship  with  you  as  usual.

Sir 

I have  heard  of  your  Situation  which  gives  me  great 
pain,  indeed  we  are  not  in  much  better,  for  this  Horning 
the  Indians  sent  for  me  to  speak  to  me  & immediately  bound 
me  ’when  I got  to  their  Cabbin,  A I soon  found  some  of  my 
SoldTs  in  the  same  Condition,  they  told  me  D’Troit,  Miamies 

There  is  another  copy  in  Series  21653,  at  f.  88. 
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and  all  these  Posts  were  cut  of,  and  that  it  was  a folly 
to  make  any  resistance,  therefore  desired  me  to  make  the  few 
Soldiers  I had  in  the  Fort  Surrender,  otherway' s they  would 
put  us  all  to  Death,  in  case  one  Man  was  killd,  they  were  to 
have  fallen  on  us  & kill'd  us  all  last  Might,  but  MessPs 
Maisonville  & Lorrain,  gave  them  Wampum  not  to  kill  us,  & 
when  they  told  the  Interpreter  we  were  all  to  be  kill'd, 
and  he  knowing  the  Condition  of  the  Fort,  beg'd  of  them  to 
make  us  Prisoner's,  they  have  put  us  into  the  French  Houses, 
& both  Indians  and  French  use  us  very  well.  All  these  Nations 
say  they  are  very  sorry,  but  that  they  were  obliged  to  do 
it,  by  the  other  Nations,  the  Belt  did  not  arrive  here  till 
last  Night  about  8 oClock.  M'S*  Lorrain  can  inform  you  of 
all,  just,  now  received  the  News  of  St  Joseph's  being  taken. 
Eleven  Men  killd  & three  taken  Prisoners  with  the  Officer: 
I have  nothing  more  to  say  but  that  I sincerely  Wish  you  a 
speedy  Succour  and  that  we  may  be  able  to  revenge  ourselves 
on  those  that  deserve  it.  I remain  with  my  Sincerest  wishes 
for  your  safety.

vious Notice  or  assigning  any  causes  for  so  Treacherous  a 
Proceeding. 

I also  promised  you  that  I would  not  hurt  you,  but 
that  on  the  contrary,  you,  and  your  companions;  your  Sqwas 
& your  Children  should  be  used  well  and  tenderly;  and  you 
know  I have  kept  my  word  like  a true  man.

I ar.  still  in  the  same  Mind  because  the  way  of  the 
English  is  not  to  kill  or  hurt  their  Frisnors,  but  to  ex- 
change them. 

You  know  that  all  the  last  VJinter,  and  this  Spring, 
you  and  your  Brethren  Particularly  Kickiuskum  L their  Sqwas 
have  always  been  well  received  at  my  House,  and  that  I was 
always  Glad  to  see  you,  and  Smoke  with  you,  when  you  were 
Sober. 


But  the  kind  and  Civil  Treatment  you  all  received 
from  me  was  nothing  in  comparison  to  the  great  Indulgence  & 
Hospitality  shewn  to  you  all  by  the  Buck  /George  Croghan/ 
and  his  Brother  /Major  Ward/  Price  & davis  were  in  your 
Company  and  Equally  carressed. 

How  far  you,  and  they,  and  Kickiuskum  sre  concerned 
in  the  present  Treacherous  breach  of  Friendship  6 Hospitality 
is  best  known  to  your  selves,  but  it  is  certain  that  Grati- 
tude as  well  as  pubiick  Faith  should  have  induced  you  to  have 
acquainted  your  Brothers,  your  Friends,  your  .Benfactors,  with 
such  a black  and  bloody  design,  that  they  might  have  Guarded 
against  it. 


And,  I expect  now  from  the  tenderness  with  which 
you  and  your  Families  are  Still  Treated,  that  you  will  like 
a good  & true  Brother,  inform  me  of  wh at  you  know  of  the 
present  design  of  the  Indians,  and  the  cause  of  their  In- 
surection  that  I may  write  to  the  great  Warrior  Amherst,  and 
To  Georg  Croghan. 

And  I may  venture  to  assure  you  that  if  you  prove 
yourself  a true  Brother  to  the  English,  the  great  warrior 
will  not  hurt  a hair  of  your  head.  But  if  on  the  contrary, 
you  deceive  him  by  lies  or  by  not  telling  all  that  you  know:

To  which  John  Hudson  answer'd. 

I acknowledg  all  what  my  Brother  says  to  be  true, 
and  am  thankful  for  the  favours  received. 

IJhat  I know  I will  declare  truely.  I have  always 
carried  Messages  for  the  English,  and.  never  told  lies. 
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The  Tawichtwis  Chipawas  Ottawas  and  Wiandot's  have 
sruck  this  Blow,  in  revenge  for  the  death  of  their  two  Chiefs, 
killed  at  the  Seige  of  Niagara.  These  two  Nations  have  com- 
plained that  we  (the  Cayuga's)  assisted  the  English  against 
them,  and  brought  a Tomhawk  to  to  our  Town,  telling  us,  you 
five  Nations;  here  is  the  Hatchet  Strike  with  us.  But  we 
answered  no,  we  have  the  English  fast  Friends  in  our  Hands. 

Q Did  not  Kickiuskum  know  of  this? 

A yes  and  was  advising  us  to  make  off  because  he  knew 

that  the  Tawichtwi's  and  Wiandot's  would  strike,  and  we  were 
between,  so  he  wanted  us  to  get  out  of  the  way. 

Q Did  you  know  they  were  near  Striking? 

A I did  not  know  when  they  would  Strike  but  they  have 

always  been  threatning  (Since  their  Chiefs  were  kill'd)  and 
for  that  reason  I would  not  go  to  War  this  Spring,  lest  I 
might  be  suspected  of  being  concerned.  G-enl  Johnson  was 
apprised  of  their  Threatnings. 

Q Did  the  Indians  that  passed  by  here  lately  for  the 

Southward  know  any  thing  of  this? 

A I imagine  not,  or  they  would  have  stayed  at  home  for 

when  they  hear  bad  News  they  generally  sit  Still  at  home 
expecting  to  be  called  upon. 

Q Are  none  of  your  people  concerned? 

A If  any  of  our  Tribe  were  angry  that  frequent  Pittsburg 

and  these  Posts,  the  English  would  have  all  been  cutt  off 
long  ago. 

Q Why  can't  the  Tawichtwi's  and  Wiandot's  cut  us  off 

as  well  as  your  people. 

A This  is  a Vast  way  from  their  Country. 

Q But  they  have  been  at  Pittsburg  now;  and  Why  might 

they  not  come  here? 

A Pittsburgh  was  far  as  they  know,  if  we  would  have 

joined  them  they  would  have  been  here  long  ago,  the  Wiandots 
are  a very  small  Nation  the  Tawichtwi's  very  Numerous,  but 
most  distant. 
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Q Will  not,  those  two  Nations  be  very  angry  with  your 

People  for  not  helping  then  & Piloting  then  down  here? 

A We  don't  regard  them,  we  are  not  to  be  bid  by  them  to 

go  to  War  against  any  Nation  or  People.  The  five  Nations  are 
always  ready  to  go  where  Genl  Johnson  desires  them.  The 
Wiandot ' s were  a Nation  that  had  no  Land;  we  pitied  them  and 
we  gave  them  Liberty  to  Settle  on  our  Land;  we  took  them  by 
the  Hand  and  told  them  to  be  friends  with  us  and  the  English, 
we  kindled  their  Fire,  and  bad  then  cover  their  Heads  on  our 
Land,  and  nov;  they  have  Spilt  Blood  uoon  our  Land,  which  was 
none  of  theirs,  therefore  our  Councilors  and  great  Hen,  will 
call  them  to  an  Account  for  it,  and  I am  sure  the  Delaware's 
are  not  concerned  in  this  Insurection. 

Q Is  not  the  Wolf  Son  to  Kickiuskum?  & therefore  a 

Delaware 

A The  Wolf  is  Son  to  Kickiuskum  but  born  of  a Wiandot 

Woman,  and  consequently  acording  to  the  Custom  of  the  In- 
dians, a Wiandot.  Price  is  a Mohican  and  Davis  also. 

Q Were  they  not  concern'd  in  this  Plot? 

A I do  not  think  they  were.  I always  thought  them 

firm  in  the  English  Interest,  as  they  were  both  always  bred 
with  the  English  at  Wioming,  which  is  the  reason  they  talk 
the  English  so  well 

Q What  do  you  know  of  Conowagh  your  fellow  Prisnor  is 

he  Staunch  to  the  English? 

A He  is  as  a Child  to  me:  he  has  followed  me  from  his 

Infancy,  and  is  as  I am,  and  has  always  follow'd  my  fortunes 

and  fought  by  my  Side  with  the  white  People:  he  took  at 

Niagara  two  French  men  Prisners  and  delivered  them  to  Genl 
Johnson.  at  that  time  I was  at  Philadelphia  being  sent  there 
by  the  five  Nations  with  a Belt  to  Confirm  to  the  English 
that  we  were  Still  in  their  Interest.  I was  three  times  in 
Philadelphia  with  large  Belts  of  Wampom  v/hile  we  were  fight- 
ing for  the  English  to  the  Northward. 

The  Governor  of  Philadelphia,  and  Several  great  Men 
and  Quakers  went  with  me  to  a great  man  over  the  Delaware 
in  a great  Ship  with  one  Stick  only  Standing  up,  to  a place 
called  Burlington,  where  I delivered  a large  Belt  of  Wampum 
to  that  great  man.  the  writings  at  Philadelphia  can  con- 
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firm  the  truth  of  all  what  I say,  and  George  Croghan  knows 
it  also  — and  all  the  great  People  in  Philad?-  and  New-Yorke 
know  me  very  well. 

Said  John  Hudson  has  a pass  Signed  by  Governor  Hamilton  y? 
28th  June  1760  certifying  that  he  had  brought  to  him  at 
Philadelphia  a Boy  that  had  been  three  Years  Prisnor  with  y£ 
Delawares. 

he  has  also  another  Certificate  for  delivering  up 
Generously  to  Sir  William  Johnson  one  Margaret  Wist  who  had 
been  taken  by  the  Delawares,  & given  to  him  in  the  place  of 
his  deceased  Mother,  this  Certificate  is  Signed  by  Ferrall 
Wade,  and  said  Margaret  Wist  [in]  witness  of  the  great  human- 
ity with  which  she  was  treated.

Extract  of  a Declaration  made  to  Cezar  McCormick 
and  the  therein  Named  Witnesses  at  D’Troit 

ll^h  June  1763 

We  undermentioned  James  Sterling  Merchant  & Sampson  Fleming 
Deputy  Comissary  of  this  Place  being  called  by  Cezar  Cormick 
also  Merchant  here  do  Certifie  to  have  heard  the  Intelligence 
of  a person  whom  we  can  trust,  as  being  well  informed  by 
said  person  hitherto  of  all  the  Conspiracies  made  against  his 
Britanick  Majesties  Subjects  since  they  came  to  D’Troit  to 
the  Sattisf action  of  the  Commanding  Officers  particularly 
since  the  beginning  of  the  present  Seige. 

The  said  person  has  declared  before  us  that  Miny 
Chain  Jacque  Godfroy  & Kessf s Beaubien  Chaurein  & Labadee 
Junf  went  from  hence  the  12  or  13^h  Ult9  being  the  third  or 
fourth  day  of  the  Seige  publickly  as  they  pretended  for  an 
Officer  from  the  Illinois  to  disperse  the  Nations  & in  their 
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they  net  John  Welsh  HerchP  from  Miamis  in  the  mouth  of  Miamis 
River  vdth  two  Petty  augres  loaded  with  Peltry  bound  for  this 
place;  The  said  five  Frenchmen  ordered  a Band  of  Indians  who 
were  with  them  to  hide  themselves  in  the  ’food  close  by  untill 
they  would  entice  the  English  on  Shore  then  hailing  them  to 
come  and  Smoalce  a pipe  and  get  the  News  they  came  a Shore  4 
Sate  down.  The  Said  Frenchmen  then  Seized  and  told  them  they 
were  their  Prisioners  & calling  up  the  Indians  they  devided 
the  Prisoners  & Peltry  betwixt  them,  then  the  said  Chain  & 
Godfroy  detatched  the  other  three  their  companions  back  to 
D'Troit  with  their  share  of  the  Booty  & Mr  Welsh  Prisoner 
who  came  and  lodged  the  same  in  the  House  of  the  above  said 
Miny  Chain  ne;ct  in  the  Settlement  to  the  Potewatamis  Village 
that  the  Ottawas  claiming  Mr  Welsh  Seized  and  nurthered  him 
since  and  that  the  said  Ottawas  came  this  day  Seized  and 
carried  off  the  said  Peltry  & told  them  that  the  French  had 
no  business  v/ith  any  Plunder  but  that  it  bellonged  entirely 
to  the  Indians 


The  said  Informer  likewise  declared  that  the  said 
Chain,  4 Godfroy  took  also  four  of  the  said  Prisoners  along 
v/ith  them  saying  that  they  would  take  them  to  the  Illinois 
make  Soupe  of  them  to  Spirit  up  these  Indians  to  War  & come 
against  the  English  which  they  now  dayly  expect  here  And  that 
the  said  Chain  and  Godfroy  proceeding  v/ith  the  same  Indians 
to  Miamis  v/ith  whom  they  Acted  in  conjunction  to  destroy  that 
Garrison,  then  parted  for  Ouiatinon  intending  to  Act  the  same 
barbarous  part  there  being  in  their  way  to  Illinois 


We  then  questioned  the  said  informer  if  we  could 
depend  on  the  above  Said  intelligencees  or  from  whence  they 
were  derived  Answered  that  Niniv/ay  a Potewatamis  Chief  sent 
for  Isidore  Chain  brother  to  the  said  Miny  Chain  the  evening 
that  the  Said  Ninaway  arrived  with  Ensf1  Schlossor,  Commanding 
Officer  of  SP  Josephs  and  Acquainted  him  of  what  his  Brother 
Miny  had  done  Miamis  that  the  said  Isidore  in  tears  replied 
that  he  wished  to  God  that  his  Brother  might  die  in  that 
Place  for  as  soon  as  he  arrived  at  D'Troit  he  would  be  hanged 
and  that  the  said  informer  declares  to  have  been  present  v/hen 
all  this  was  told  by  the  said  Niniv/ay  in  the  House  of  the 
Said  Miny  Chain

of  Michilimackinac  dated  Michilimackinac  June  12^  1763 


Sir 


Notwithstanding  what  I wrote  you  in  my  last  that 
all  the  Savages  were  arrived,  and  that  every  thing  seemed  in 
perfect  Tranquility,  yet  on  the  2^  Instant  the  Chipawas  who 
live  in  a plain  near  this  Fort  Assembled  to  pj.ay  ball  as  they 
had  done  almost  every  day  since  their  arrival,  they  played 
from  Morning  till  Noon  then  throwing  their  Ball  close  to  the 
Gate  & observing  Lieut?  Leslie  & me  a few  Paces  out  of  it, 
they  came  behind  us,  seized,  & carried  us  into  the  Woods. 

In  the  mean  time  the  rest  rush'd  into  the  Fort,  where  they 
found  their  Squaws  whom  they  had  previously  planted  there 
with  their  Hatchets  hid  under  their  Blankets,  which  they  took 
& in  an  Instt  kill'd  Lieut t Garnet  & fifteen  Rank  & File,  and 
a Trader  Named  Tracy,  they  wounded  two  & took  the  rest  of 
the  Garrison  Prisoners  five  of  which  they  have  since  killd. 
They  made  Prisoners  of  all  the  English  Traders  and  robb'd 
them  of  every  thing  they  had,  but  they  offered  no  violence  to 
any  of  the  Persons  or  Properties  of  the  French  Men. 

When  this  Massacre  was  over  MessT3  Langlade  & Farli  the  the 
Interpreter  came  down  to  the  place  where  Lieut?  Leslie  and 
me  were  Prisoners,  & on  their  giving'  themselves  a Security 
to  return  us  when  Demanded  they  obtained  leave  for  us  to  go 
to  the  Fort  under  a Guard  of  Savages  , -which  gave  time  by  the 
Assistance  of  the  Gentlemen  above  mentioned  to  send  for  the 
Ottawas  who  came  down  on  the  first  Notice,  and  were  very 
much  displeased  at  what  the  Chipawas  had  done. 

Since  the  arrival  of  the  Ottawas  they  have  done  every  thing 
in  their  power  to  Serve  us  and  with  what  Prisoners  the 
Chipawas  have  given  them  and  what  they  have  bought,  I have 
now  with  me  Lieut  Leslie  and  Eleven  private  & the  other  four 
of  the  Garrison  who  are  yet  living  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  Chipawas. 


There  is  another  copy  in  Series  21658,  at  f.  84. 
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The  Chipawas  who  are  Superior  in  number  to  the  Ottav;as  have 
declared  in  Council  to  them,  that  if  they  do  not  remove  out 
of  the  Fort  that  they  will  cut  off  all  Communication  to  this 
Post,  by  which  mean's  all  the  Convoy' s of  Merchants  from 
Montreal,  La  Bay,  st  Joseph's  and  the  upper  Posts  would 
perish,  but  if  the  hews  of  your  Posts  being  attacked  (which 
they  say  was  the  reason  they  tool:  up  the  Hatchet  here)  be 
false,  & you  can  send  up  a Strong  Reinforcement  with  Provi- 
sions & accompanied  by  some  of  your  Savages  I believe  the 
Post  nay  be  Reestablished  again. 

Since  this  affair  happened,  two  Cannoes  arrived  from  Montreal 
which  put  in  my  cower  to  make  a present  to  the  Ottawas  Nation, 
•who  very  well  deserve  any  thing  that  can  be  done  for  them. 

I have  been  very  much  obliged  to  MessPs  Langlad  & Farli,  the 
Interpreter  as  likewise  to  the  Jeisuit  for  the  many  Good 
Offices  they  have  done  us  on  this  Occasion,  the  Preist  seems 
Inclinable  to  go  down  to  your  Post  for  a day  or  two  which  I 
an  very  glad  of,  as  he  is  a very  good  Man,  & has  a great 
deal  to  say  ’with  the  3a.vages  here  about,  who  will  believe 
every  thing  he  tells  them  on  his  return,  which  I hope  vail 
be  soon. 

The  Ottawas  say  they  will  take  Lieutt  Leslie,  me,  and  the 
Eleven  Men  which  I mentioned  before  was  in  their  hands  up 
to  their  Village  and  there  keep  us  till  they  hear  what  is 
done  at  your  Post,  they  having  sent  this  Cannoe  for  that 
purpose.  I refer  you  to  the  Priest  for  the  Particulars  of 
this  Mallencholly  Affair  and  am,

Gentle!1 


I adress  myself  to  you  all,  not  knowing  who  is 
alive  or  who  is  Dead.  I have  only  to  inform  you,  that  by  the 
blessing  of  the  Almighty,  and  the  help  of  MP  Louison  Chivalie 
I escaped  being  kill'd  when  this  unfortunate  Garrison  was 
Massacred  ML  Kambough  and  me  being  hid  in  the  House  of 
the  said  Chivalie,  for  four  day's  & Nights;  HP  Hambough  is 
brought  by  the  Savages  to  the  Illinois  likewise  Ml  Chim. 
Unfortunate  me  remains  here  Captive  with  the  Savages.  I must 
say  that  I met  with  no  bad  Usage;  however  I would  that  I was 
some  Christian  or  other.  I am  quite  Naked,  & IL  Castacrow 
who  is  indebted  to  MP  Cole,  would  net  give  me  an  Inch  to  save 
me  from  Death,  who  the  day  before  the  Massacre  here  offered 
to  Pay  me  part  of  said  Debt,  but  since  that  denied  in  the 
presence  of  HP  Chivalie  that  he  owed  any  thing,  untill  I 
produced  his  note  he  then  said  that  his  note  was  no  Order  to 
pay  any  part  of  said  debt  to  me.  I am  informed  that  Casta- 
crow has  Information,  that  Ml  Cole  was  killd  on  his  way  from 
Niagara;  I have  nothing  to  say  concerning  our  Enimy  here  but 
the  recommend  to  the  Savages  at  D' Troit  to  quit  their  firing

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a';  D’Troit,  that  as  the  Six  Nations  began  the 
har  they  mi.Lt  persist  in  it,  we  are  informed  that  Hiamies, 
Holmes  & part  of  Garrison  v;ere  kill'd  the  other  part  car- 
ried do  v, 11  the  Wabach  to  join  the  Garrison  of  Ouiatinon,  and 
Carried  all  to  the  Illinous  at  Ouiatinon  there  was  not  one 
killd  but  all  taken  Prisoners

Having-  observed  a great  number  of  Indians  now  round 
you  we  are  come  to  Speak  with  you;  & our  reason  is  that  we 
have  still  a Regard  for  you.  Then  Brother  you  must  know  that 
all  your  Forts,  & Strong  Places  from  this  backwards,  are 
all  burn't  and  cut  off;  This  is  now  the  only  one  you  have 
left  in  our  Country:  Therefore  as  we  have  a regard  for  you 
we  are  come  to  acquaint  you  with  it  & that  we  have  prevail’d 
with  Six  different  Nations  of  Indians  that  are  now  ready  to 
Attack  you;  to  forbear,  till  we  came  <1  Warn’d  you  to  go  Home. 
And  they  have  further  agreed  vdth  us,  not  to  Molest  you;  but 
Permit  you,  and  your  People,  to  Pass  safe  to  the  Inhabitants; 
therefore  Brother  we  desire  you  may  set  off  Tomorrow;  as 
there  is  every  day  great  Number's  of  Indians  coming  here  we 
request  you  will  loose  no  time:  for  we  shall  not  bo  able  to 
do  anything  v/ith  them;  after  two  day's  for  you.  Your  Fort 
fifty  Miles  down  is  likewise  destroyed  before  this  /meaning 
Ligonior/.

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The  Commanding  Officer  sent  them,  the  following  Answer. 

The  Commanding  Officer,  of  Fort  Pitt,  Thanks  his 
Brother’s  the  Delawares  for  their  information;  tho'  he  can't 
give  Credit  to  it  all:  But  in  Answer  to  their  proposal  of 

his  Abandoning  this  Post  desires  M^  McKee  to  inform  them, 
that  this  Post  is  sufficiently  Provided,  & supply* d,  with 
Hen,  Arms,  Amunition  & Provisions  to  defend  it,  against  all 
Nations  of  Indians  that  dare  Appear  before  it;  And  is  re- 
solved to  keep  it  while  a VJhite  Man  lives  with  in  it.  He 
further  thinks  proper  to  inform  his  Brothers  the  Delawares 
that  he  thinks  himself  under  an  obligation  to  acquaint  them; 
that  he  has  received  an  Account,  from  the  Commander  in  Chief: 
of  three  Armies  being  on  their  March;  Vizt  one  of  six  thousand 
coming  up  to  this  Post,  a second  of  3,000  Canadians,  with 
English  Troops  to  Strike  the  Ottawas,  & Chipawas  in  their  own 
Country,  a third  going  through  the  back  parts  Virginia  with 
a number  of  the  Southern  Indians,  therefore  he  recommends 
it  to  his  Brothers  the  Delawares,  to  take  pitty  of  their 
Women  & Children,  and  as  this  is  told  them  out  of  regard’ s 
he  hopes  they  will  not  acquaint  any  other  Nations  with  it.

We  are  obliged  to  you,  for  the  Answer  you  have  sent 
us  and  when  we  acquaint  our  Chiefs  with  it,  we  will  return  in 
ye  afternoon.

Brother  the  Commanding  Officer. 

We  have  informed  our  Chiefs  with  your  answer  to  what 
we  delivered  you  this  Morning,  and  they  have  now  desired 
us  to  acquaint  you  that  they  will  continue  to  hold  fast  the 
Chain  of  Friendship  till  you  hear  from  them  again;  therefore 
desire  you  would  give  them  a Small  set  of  Colours,  that  may 
be  a signal  for  then;  when  they  have  occasion  to  Speak  with 
you  again. 


The  Commanding  Officer  of  Fort  Pitt,  desires  MT 
McKee  will  inform  his  Brethren  the  Delawares;  that  it  gives 
him  a great  deal  of  Satisfaction  to  hear  they  Express  them- 
selves still  our  Friends;  in  which  he  hopes  they  are  Sincere 
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as  to  the  Colours,  they  shall  be  sent  to  them  when  made;  and 
they  may  depend  on  our  paying  proper  regard  to  what  ever 
Messengers  are  sent  with  them.  And  that  whenever  we  may 
observe  these  Colours,  we  shall  lower  our  Flag,  & hoist  it 
again  immediately  as  a Signal  that  we  see  them,  then  they  may 
approach  to  the  Garrison  and  will  be  received  as  Friends.

The  above  Provisions  was  granted  to  them  <?:  they  set 
off  Home  about  2 oClock  that  Might. 

25 • a Shawnese  Indian  came  across  the  River;  arid  desired 
to  speak  with  me  up  the  Alligany.  he  informed  me,  that  Two 
day' s before  he  had  left  a large  body  of  Indians  on  their 
way  coming  to  Attack  this  Post  about  60  Miles  off;  and  that 
he  had  met  the  Dilawares  that  were  here  Yesterday  going,  to 
mett  them.

Vie  Received  the  Message  you  sent  us  on  the  Death  of 
Col.  Clapham  and  our  Chiefs  desired  us  to  inform  you  that 
they  will  take  care  of  the  Traders  in  our  Towns  Mr  Baird  & 
Gibson  were  taken  by  Sir  William  Johnson  a Delaware  Chief  and 
his  People  at  the  Mouth  of  Beaver  Creek  and  took  to  our  Town 
and  our  Chiefs  say  they  will  take  care  of  them  till  the  War 
is  over  this  is  all  we  have  to  say,  we  came  to  hear  news 
having  had  none  since  the  News  that  was  sent  by  the  Indians 
from  the  Lake  to  the  Delaware  King  at  Tuskerawas  with  the 
Belt  and  Bloody  Hatchet  acquainting  them  that  they  had  Struck 
the  English  and  requested  them  to  join  them.  The  Capts  and 
Warriors  of  the  Delav.rares  paid  no  regard  to  their  Chiefs  who 
advised  them  not  to  accept  cf  the  Hatchet,  but  are  determined 
to  prosecute  the  War  against  you.  It  was  the  Six  Nations 
that  left  this  and  the  Delawares  that  killed  your  People  that 
was  with  Mr  Calhoon 

The  above  is  the  Conversation  that  passed  between 
me  & four  Shawanese  who  came  opposite  to  the  Fort 
over  the  Ohio  & desired  me  to  come  over  to  them, 
they  delivered  no  Wampum  as  usual  on  such  Occasions

Shingass  spoke  as  follow's 

Brother ' s, 

I am  glad  it  has  pleased  God,  we  should  live  to 
Meet,  & Speak  together,  this  day  in  Friendship.  Then  ad- 
dressing himself  to  his  own  people  desired  them  to  observe 
what  was  agoing  to  be  said  to  us. 

Tessecumme,  then  taking  out  a large  Belt,  Spoke

It  gives  us  a great  deal  of  Satisfaction  to  have 
this  opportunity  of  Renewing  our  Ancient  Friendship;  and  we 
are  much  obliged  to  you  for  sending  us  this  small  set  of 
Colour's,  as  a token  of  Your  Friendship;  by  which  we  are  this 
day  enabled  to  Speak  Together. 

Brothers;  listen  now  with  attention  to  what  I am  going  to 
say.

your  way  that  you  might  Pass,  to  those  Nations,  that  have 
disturbed  the  Che.ir.  of  Friendship;  you  yourselves  are  the 
people  that  have  done  it.  In  the  first  place  by  coming  with 
large  Armies  into  our  Country  & building  Strong  Forts,  we 
were  then  the  first  people  that  Ilet  you,  having  no  Mistrust 
of  your  design  and  nothing  but  Good  in  our  Hearts  towards 
you;  agreed  to  every  thing  you  desired;  at  the  same  time 
requested  of  you  in  the  Strongest  Terms  not  to  extend  your 
Forts  any  further  than  this  Post.

July  27th  1763 

Brothers 


You  must  be  certain  of  our  Sincerity  towards  you, 
as  we  have  never  broke  our  treaties  with  you  or  any  other 
Indians  Nations  Since  our  first  coming  into  this  Country; 
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Therefore  observe  what  I vail  inform  you  now.  In  your  Speech 
Yesterday  to  me,  you  complain  that  we  have  taken  your  Country, 
& build  Strong  Forts;  Nov/  Brothers,  these  Forts  was  to  pro- 
tect you  & your  trade,  which  you  have  been  often  told.  With 
regard  to  your  Lands,  we  have  taken  none  only  such  parts  as 
our  Ennemies  the  French  did  Possess.  You  Suffered  them  first 
to  settle  in  the  Heart  of  your  Country  without  molestation, 
and  why  wo -old  you  pretend  to  turn  us  out  of  it  now;  who  have 
always  been  friendly  and  Kind  to  you. 

Brothers 


For  these  reasons  I now  tell  you,  that  I will  not 
abandon  this  Post;  I have  Warriors;  Provisions,  and  Ammuni- 
tions plenty  to  defend  it  three  Years  against  all  the  Indians 
in  the  Woods,  and  we  shall  never  abandon  it  as  long  as  a 
white  Hen  Lives  in  America.  I despise  the  Ottawas,  and  I am 
very  much  Surprise  at  our  Brothers  Delawares  for  proposing 
us  to  leave  this  Pla.ce  and  to  go  Home.  This  is  our  Home, 
You  have  attaked  us  without  reason  or  provacation,  you  have 
Murdered  & plundered  our  Warriors  and  Traders  you  have  took 
off  our  Horses  & Cattles,  and  at  the  Same  time  you  tell  us, 
your  Hearts  are  good  towards  your  Brothers  the  English;  ho w 
can  I have  faith  on  you  and  believe  that  you  are  Sincere. 
Therefore  now  Brothers,  I will  advise  you  to  go  Home  to  your 
Towns,  and  take  care  of  your  Wymen  and  Children,  when  we  have 
occasion  -for- -you- to  Speak  to  you  we  shall  send  for  you. 

If  your  Chiefs  at  any  time  have  anything  to  Say  to  us,  they 
must  go  for  the  present,  to  Bedford  where  they  will  meet  our 
Great  Hen  & George  Croghan,  they  will  be  well  used,  and  I 
will  give  them  Letters  & Copies  of  the  Speeches  I receive 
from  you. 

If  any  one  should  apear  near  the  Fort,  or  fire  upon  my  War- 
riors, I shall  not  only  return  the  fire  but  shall  throw 
shells  about  and  fire  Canons  at  them  with  hundred  and  twenty 
balls  in  each,  therefore  Keep  off  I dont  want  to  hurt  you

Sir/ 


Two  days  ago  Bearer  arrived  from  the  Illinois  who 
assures  me  that  the  People  in  that  part  of  the  World  are  of  a 
quiet  life]  I mean  the  French;  but  he  says  the  Indians  wanted 
the  Commanding  Officer  to  come  and  Attack  these  Posts;  which 
he  refused.  The  English  woman  that  is  along  with  him,  told 
me  that  the  Canadians  were  adviseing  the  Indians  to  Murther 
us  all  in  these  Posts,  but  that  they  would  not  be  seen  in  it 
themselves,  but  I shall  say  no  more  of  it  as  the  Woman  will 
acquaint  you  all  she  knows  about  it;  she  says  she  heard  the 
bearer  talk  of  it,  indeed  I would  have  Examined  him,  but  the 
Woman  was  afraid  as  She  was  to  go  farther  with  him;  &.  you 
are  in  a much  better  Place  for  it  than  I.

Sir/ 


The  bearrer  arrived  from  the  Post  last  Sunday  with 
two  more  Deserters  and  his  Wife.  They  have  not  heard  yet 
below  of  the  Cessation  of  Arms,  and  I am  acquainted  by  MonsF 
La  Rond  that  we  have  Attacted  (or  at  least  blocked  up  some 
place  near)  the  Missiscipia.  Indeed  I dont  rightly  under- 
stand him,  he  has  an  Odd  way  of  talking,  but  Captain  Campbell 
will  understand  him  better.  M1,  Crawford  acquainted  me  this 
morning  that  the  Canadians  that  are  here  are  Eternally  telling 
lies  to  the  Indians,  and  tells  me  likewise  the  Interpreter  & 
one  Lapoint  told  the  Indians  a few  days  ago  that  we  should 
all  be  Prisoners  in  a Short  time  ( shewing  when  the  Corn  was 
about  a Foot  high)  that  there  was  a Great  Army  to  come  from 
the  Mississcipi,  and  that  they  wa&  were  to  have  a great  num-

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ber  of  Indians,  with  them,  therefore  advised  them  not  to  help 
us,  That  they  -would  soon  take  D'Troit,  and  these  smell  Posts, 
and  then  they  would  take  Quefceck  Montreal  &c  & go  into  our 
Country.  This  I am  informed  they  tell  them  from  one  end  of 
the  Year  to  the  other  with  a great  deal  more  that  I cant 
remember.  I am  convinced  that  while  they  arc  permitted  to 
tra.de  here,  that  the  Indians  here  that  the  Indians  here  will 
never  be  in  our  Intrest,  for  although  our  merchants  sells 
them  a Stroud  for  3 Beaver,  they  will  rather  give  six  to  a 
Frenchman.  It  is  needless  enquireing  into  the  affair  as  the 
French  has  so  much  influence  over  them  that  they  will  deny 
what  they  said;  for  the  other  day  I had  the  Express  before 
me  for  saying  we  should  be  all  Fighting  by  & by;  but  could 
make  nothing  off  it,  as  the  Indians  were  affra.id  to  own  it 
before  them,  altho  the  Indians  that  heard  them  talk  of  it 
stood  to  it.

On  the  4^  Sept.  Early  in  the  Morning  a Frenchman  acquainted 
us  that  the  Schooner  had  been  Attacked  last  night  about 
9,  O’clock  by  a number,  of  the  Savages  but  that  they  were 
repulsed  after  having  a Dozen  Killed  and  above  Twenty  wound- 
ed, Whereupon  a Captain  Three  Subalterns  and  Sixty  Men  we  re 
immediately  Ordered  with  four  Row-Galleys  to  go  and  put  as 
many  Men  as  the  Captain  Judged  Necessary  aboard  the  Vessell. 
They  Accordingly  set  Off  and  met  the  Vessel,  under  Sail  three 
Leagues  from  the  Fort,  about  3,  O'clock  in  the  afternoon.  As 
soon  as  the  Captain  Embarked  with  a Dozen  of  Volunteers,  he 
Ordered  the  Subalterns  with  the  Row-ualleys  to  make  the  best 
of  their  way  to  the  Fort,  where  they  Arrived  at  7,  O'clock 
next  morning,  when  we  were  acquainted  That  the  night  before 
about  8,  O'clock  the  watch  a Board  the  Vessell  perceived  a 
Cannoe  a little  more  than  a hundred  yards  a head  and  in  a 
few  Minutes  Descerned  several  others  comming  directly  to  the 
Vessell  upon  which  the  Captain  gave  the  Alarm  and  Ordered  all 
the  Men  (being  only  twelve)  to  Arms  the  Enemy  being  at  least 
three  hundred  strong  hearing  them  prepare  for  the  Charge 
a Board  fired  a full  Discharge  at  them,  gave  their  usual 
hoop  or  scriech  and  came  in  an  instant  in  a very  formidable 
manner  in  Battoes  and  Cannoes  and  Attacked  the  Vessell,  on 
all  Quarters  particularly  the  stern  and  Bolt-sprit  several  of 
them  made  a bold  Attempt  to  get  into  the  Cabbin  Windows  but 
were  run  thro'  and  three  Killed  upon  the  Bolt-sprit  Unluckily 
the  Captain  and  one  of  the  Men  were  soon  Killed,  and  in  a 
Little  after  five  of  the  Crew  Wounded  notwithstanding  whereof 
the  Six  men,  left  fit  for  duty  behaved  so  Gallantly  that 
the  Enemy  was  put  in  the  Greatest  Confusion,  and  Obliged  to 
retire  after  having  thirty  or  fforty  men  Killed  and  Wounded, 
and  indeed  the  mens  first  appearance  was  enough  to  Convince 
every  one  of  their  Breavery  they  being  as  Bloody  as  Butchers, 
and  their  Bayonets  Spears  and  Coutlasses  Blood  to  the  Hilt. 

The  Indians  endeavoured  to  Cutt  the  Vessel  in  sev- 
eral places  with  their  Hatches,  but  did  her  little  Damage, 
the  Attack  commenced  half  an  hour  after  8 and  Continued  till 
half  an  hour  after  9,  O'clock 

If  Major  Gladwin  had  not  sent  a Reinforcement  a Board 
the  Vessell,  we  were  -well  Assured  that  the  Indians  -would  have 
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Attack'd  her  on  the  night  of  the  4-  as  the  weather  did  not 
permitt  her  to  arrive  till  the  6t-h  the  7^  she  was  unloaded 
and  the  8t,’a  Set  Sail  for  Niagara.  Nothing  Extraordinary 
happined  untill  Sunday  the  2$  of  OctF  about  10,  O'clock  this 
Morning  an  expedition  was  fitted  out  and  sent  up  the  River  to 
R j c ogni o eno i t r e the  Camp  of  the  Savages  Brcham  Commanded 
with  three  Other  Officers  and  Sixty  Men  with-  in  four  low- 
Galleys  going  up  the  north  side  of  the  Isle  on  Co^cnons,  the 
Indians  Engaged  them  all  along  the  shore  but  advancing  to 
the  Streights  between  the  upper  point  of  the  Island  and  the 
Grand  Morries  they  fitted  out  an  expidition  to  take  the  Row- 
Galleys,  of  Eighteen  Cannoes  and  Pettauges  and  one  Battoe  and 
about  two  Hundred  Savages  Embarked  Eleven  of  the  Cannoes  and 
the  3attoe  cornming  close  up  all  round  the  Row-Galleys  vdth  a 
design  to  Board  thorn  immediately  which  they  Covered  from  both 
shores  with  a Continuel  fire  of  above  a hundred  and  ffifty 
Savages  the  Battoe  haveing  above  thirty  Savages  on  Board  came 
up  as  hard  as  they  could  pull  under  Lieut  Brehams  Stern  who 
was  a little  seperate  from  the  rest  and  still  Rowing  and 
firing  their  small  Arms  upon  the  Battoe  who  advanced  vdth  the 
greatest  Breavery  all  standing  right  up  untill  they  got  with- 
in thirty  yards  of  Lieut  Breham  he  then  wore  round  and  poured 
a Greap  shot  into  her  Broad  side  which  Killed  or  ffrightened 
all  on  Board  except  one  who  paddled  her  on  shore  he  could 
easily  have  takened  her  but  the  other  Cannoes  still  comming 
nearer  -her-  he  thought  it  was  better  to  play  away  upon  them, 
this  Action  continued  about  half  an  hour  when  they  all  sheared 
Off  and  put  ashore,  and  they  heard  them  make  death  hollows 
they  had  a great  many  excellent  Cannon  shots  upon  shore  being 
full  neigh  either  Side  they  rowed  about  for  an  hour  still 
bully  ragging  the  enemy,  who  keept  fireing  at  them  from  both 
sides  the  strength  of  the  Current  fatigued  the  men  too  much 
to  advance  any  higher  so  that  they  returned  and  arrived  at 
the  Fort  about  5,  O'clock  this  action  from  first  of  last 
continued  about  3,  hours  still  hot  on  both  sides,  the  Enernys 
loss  It's  unknown  must  be  considerable;  we  had  one  man  killed 
and  two  wounded  this  afternoon  Taddo  a Frenchman  told  the 
major  that  last  night  the  Schooner  arrived  in  the  mouth  of 
the  River  who  brot'  the  news  that  the  Sloop  was  lost  on  the 
Lake  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  80^  Regt  and  some  other 
small  Corps  to  the  number  of  Six  or  Seven  hundred  Hen  were 
to  leave  Niagara  three  Days  after  them  about  10,  O'clock 
this  Evening  the  Enemy  set  fire  to  a Frenchmans  Barn  a short 
distance  from  an  out  post  which  we  keep  possession  of  the 
Soldiers  fired  on  them  and  killed  two  nothing  m.ateriall 
has  happened  since  the  most  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Different 
Nations  has  been  in  the  Fort  Councilling  vdth  the  major  and 
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begging  for  peace  from  four  to  ffifteen  at  a time  even  he 
that  was  the  Author  of  Captain  Camobells  Death  was  in  the 
Fort  the  major  told  them  he  Could  not  make  Peace  but  would 
Inform  the  General  what  they  said  and  desired  that  they  may 
go  to  their  hunting  and  leave  the  Settlement  as  he  should 
look  upon  every  one  he  found  in  the  settlement  as  Enemys  and 
treat  them  as  such  they  have  all  left  this  and  gone  to  their 
Hunting  except  it  is  a few  Stragglers  which  keeps  a Watch. 

October  the  28^  One  monsieur  Deucant  a French  Cadet 
arrived  here  from  the  Ilinois  with  Letters  to  the  Command^ 
Officer  and  Pondiac  and  a Confirmation  of  Feace  to  him  and 
the  Inhabitants  here  with  three  Belts  and  four  Pipes  of  peace 
Ordering  them  at  the  same  time  to  make  peace  with  their 
Brothers  the  English  as  the  French  and  them  we re  the  same 
and  that  the  Savages  had  none  else  to  assist  them  in  anything 
that  they  wanted  as  Cloathing  powder  &c$  but  gave  them  an 
Invitation  to  follow  their  Fathers  to  the  other  side  of  the 
Mississippi  where  they  would  be  furnished  with  every  thing 
that  they  wanted

We  made  McCulloch  Swear  & Break  his  Riffle,  about 
the  Affair,  but  it  is  the  Misfortune  we  find  in  Voluntier 
Ardour,  it  is  too  transient. 

If  the  Savages  do  Sue  for  Peace,  I am  at  a loss  to 
know  what  Reparation  they  can  make  for  the  Damage  done  to 
Us,  or  what  Security  they  can  give  for  their  better  Observing 
the  Peace  for  the  future. 

I am  very  Sensible  of  your  friendship  in  giving  the 
preference  to  the  Produce  of  my  terms,  & when  it  lies  in  my 
power,  you  may  depend  on  a most  grateful  return.  I never 
heard  from  Mr  Plumstead  Relative  to  pork  & Salt,  I could  do 
nothing  in  it,  as  you  did  not  mention  the  terms,  otherwise  I 
would  have  taken  a pleasure  in  Serving  you. 

The  Virginia  Assembly  sits  on  the  12"^  instant  and 
by  the  first  Occasion  I will  transmit  their  proceedings  rel- 
ative to  the  defence  of  their  Frontiers.  I wish  you  a happy 
Year  and  have  the  honour  to  be  with  greatest  respect

COL.  HENRY  BOUQUET : SPEECH  TO  THE  DELAWARE  CHIEFS

The  Speech  of  Colonel  Bouquet,  Commanding  the  Army 
upon  the  River  Ohio,  to  Captain  Jacob,  and  the  Delaware 
Chiefs  with  him  at  Fort  Pitt  the  20 V*1  Sep£  1764 

Some  time  ago  I received  an  Account  from  Colonel 
Bradstreet,  Commanding  the  Army  upon  the  Lakes,  that  the 
Delawares  and  Shawanese  had  begea  for  Peace,  which  he  was 
•willing  to  grant  them;  and  as  you  had  assured  him  that  you 
had  recalled  all  your  Uariors  from  our  Frontiers,  some  time 
before,  he  had  wrote  to  me  not  to  proceed  against  Your  Towns. 
I therefore  would  not  have  proceeded,  had  I not  heard,  that 
in  open  Violation  of  your  Engagement,  you  had  killed  a I-Ian  at 
Ray' s Town,  and  several  more  in  Virginia,  a long  time  after 
you  had  beged  for  Peace;  upon  which  I determined  to  march  to 
Fort  Pitt,  and  wait  for  an  Answer  to  the  Letter  I had  wrote 
to  Colonel  Bradstreet;  but  to  my  great  Astonishment,  upon  my 
Arrival  at  this  Place,  I hear  that  one  of  our  People  has  been 
murder'd,  and  his  head  Stuck  upon  a Pole  in  the  Path  near  the 
little  Beaver  Creek  and  that  Several  of  your  Parties  are  yet 
on  our  Frontiers. 

As  I must  now  consider  You  as  a People  whose  Promises 
X can  no  more  trust,  I was  determined  to  attack  you,  as  soon 
as  the  rest  of  the  Army  joins  me,  which  I expect  immediately; 
But  I will  put  it  once  more  in  your  Power  to  prevent  your 
total  Destruction  and  save  yourselves  and  your  Familys,  by 
giving  us  Satisfaction  for  the  Hostiltys  committed  against 
us;  and  first  you  are  to  leave  the  Path  open  for  my  Expresses 
from  this  Fort  to  the  Detroit;  and  as  I now  intend  to  write 
to  Colonel  Bradstreet,  who  Commands  the  Army  upon  the  Lakes, 
I will  send  my  Letters  by  two  of  our  Hen,  and  I desire  to 
know  from  you  whether  you  will  engage  to  send  Two  of  Your 
People  with  them,  who  are  to  bring  them  safe  back  to  me  with 
an  Answer  from  Colonel  Bradstreet;  and  if  they  receive  any 
Injury,  either  in  going  or  returning,  or  if  the  Letters  are 
taken  from  them,  I will  immediatly  put  Captain  Pipe  and  the 
other  Indians  now  in  my  power  to  Death,  and  shall  show  no 
mercy  for  the  future  to  any  one  of  your  Nations  that  shall 
fall  into  my  hands.  I allow  you  Ten  days  to  have  my  Letters 
delivered  to  Colonel  Bradstreet  at  Detroit,  or  to  the  Com- 
manding Officer  there,  and  the  same  number  of  Days  to  bring 
me  back  an  answer  from  him. 
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You  must  be  sensible,  that,  during  your  Stay  here, 
I have  had  it  in  my  Power  to  put  you  all  to  Death,  and  you 
deserved  it  by  refusing  to  speak  to  me,  when  you  pretended 
to  have  come  as  Friends;  But  I have  not  done  it,  to  show  you 
that  you  have  yett  a Door  open  to  iiercy;  and  I desire  that 
you  will  now  go  to  Your  Towns , accept  the  two  Men  who  are  to 
proceed  with  the  Express,  and  Accquaint  Your  Chiefs  of  what 
I say,  and  that  I expect  they  will  immediately  come  to  me, 
and  deliver  up  all  their  Prisoners,  if  they  have  not  already 
deliver'd  them  to  Colonel  Bradstreet,  and  give  such  other 
Satisfaction,  for  the  Murders  committed  by  Your  Mations,  as 
I shall  require  of  them. 

With  this  last  part  I deliver  the  Chiefs  this  Belt

I a m glad  to  see  you,  and  thank  you  for  the 
Trouble  you  have  taken  in  coming  to  me  to  malce  Peace 
between  us  4 the  four  above  mentioned  Nations;  What 
you  have  said  is  Good,  & I believe  you  Speak  the 
truth,  because  you  are  of  the  Six  Nations,  who  al- 
ways speak  truth.

You  say  that  these  Nations  are  now  sorry  for

too  strong  for  them  here,  they  went  to  the  Country 
below  & have  Murdered  there  & carried  off  a great 
Number  of  our  Men,  Women,  & Children,  and  when  the 
Chenussies,  & all  the  Indians  to  the  Northward  have 
made  Peace  with  Sir  W71  Johnson  at  Niagara  these 
people  here  did  not  go,  but  they  wrote  a Letter 
to  tell  him  they  despised  us;  at  last  you  went  to 
Colonel  Brads treet  at  Presqu'Isle  and  asked  Peace 
for  them,  and  said  they  had  recalled  all  their  War- 
riors from  our  Frontiers;  Bat  a long  time  afterwards 
they  killd  a Man  at  Bedford,  & a good  many  more  in 
Virginia,  & they  even  kill  now.  When  I saw  that 
their  Hearts  was  still  so  bad,  I came  here  with  the 
Army  to  Attack  them,  but  I first  sent  to  Sandusky 
to  lett  Coll  Bradstreet  know  that  they  had  again 
struck  us.  -But-  my  Messengers  did  not  find  him  at 
Sandusky,  & saw  that  the  Delawares  had  killed  one  of 
our  people  & had  stuck  his  Head  upon  a Pole  in  the 
Path  since  you  have  asked  Peace  for  them. 

Now  that  they  see  that  we  know  them  & will 
Chastise  them  they  say  they  are  sorry  for  what  they 
have  done,  and  will  make  Peace;  that  is  not  enough, 
nor  any  satisfaction  to  us.

The  General  has  sent  me  here  vath  an  Army  to 
take  revenge  of  the  Murders  comitted  by  the  Delawares 
& Shawanese,  & not  to  make  Peace,  but  as  you  say 
they  want  to  be  Friends  with  us  I will  tell  you 
what  I will  do. 

I will  go  as  you  desired  me  by  the  road  to 
Sandusky  & if  the  chiefs  of  the  Delawares  & Shaw- 
anese have  any  thing  to  say  to  me  I will  hear  them 
at  Tuscorawas,  & if  they  are  inclined  sincerely  for 
Peace  I will  tell  them  at  that  place  what  they  are 
to  Do  to  obtain  it.  & if  they  agree  with  me  upon 
the  Terms  I will  permit  them  to  go  to  Sir  WP  Johnson 
to  conclude  it.

Chiefs,  Captains,  A Warriors, 

I wish  that  in  your  Speeches  you  may  have  expressed 
the  true  Sentiments  of  your  Nations,  which  we  Shall  judge 
of  from  your  Actions,  & not  from  your  Words.

You  Say  that  it  was  not  your  fault,  that  this  War 
has  happened,  but  that  it  is  owing  to  the  V/estern  Nations, 
and  to  your  foolish  young  Men.  I answer  that  it  is  your 
Fault,  because  we  might  have  protected  you  against  those 
Nations,  had  they  attempted  to  force  you  to  make  War  upon 
us;  And  as  to  your  young  Men,  it  is  your  Duty  to  Chastise 
them,  when  they  do  wrong,  and  not  to  Suffer  yourselves  to  be 
directed  by  them.

Expressly  to  deliver  all  the  prisoners  to 
him  at  Sandusky,  in  twenty  five  Days  after  the  14th  of  August, 
on  which  Day  the  Said  Treaty  was  Signed;  and  that  if  you 
failed  in  the  performance  of  that  Article,  the  Peace  would 
be  broke  from  that  Moment  MB  (here  the  original  Treaty 
was  read*) 

The  Day  on  which  the  Prisoners  ought  to  have  been 
delivered  was  the  of  September,  and  my  first  Message  to 
you  in  writing,  and  now  in  your  Hands,  is  dated  at  Fort  Pitt 
the  20t,n  of  September,  twelve  -Ddye-  fourteen  days  after  the 
time  fixed  for  delivering  them  was-  el-aps ed . You  could  not 
receive  that  Message  in  your  Toms  before  the  27^^  therefore, 
it  cannot,  in  any  manner  excuse  you  for  breaking  the  Peace 
by  not  delivering  your  Prisoners  either  to  Col  Bradstreet  or 
to  me  from  which  it  is  very  evident,  that  as  usual,  you  did 
not  intend  to  deliver  them  at  all. 

Again,  when  you  begged  for  Peace,  You  assured  Col^ 
Bradstreet  that  you  had  recalled  all  your  Warriors  from  our 
Frontiers,  and  you  know,  that  Contrary  to  that  Declaration, 
they  have  continued  to  Murder  our  People,  and  to  take  them 
Prisoners  to  this  Day,  which  we  can  prove  by  an  old  Man,  here 
present,  who  was  taken  the  23th  of  September  last;  forty  five 
Days  after  the  above  Peace  was  made.  Here  John  Palmer  was 
produced.  I have,  besides,  certain  information,  that  you 
were  determined  to  pay  no  regard  to  that  Peace;  and  had  ac- 
tually collected  all  the  Warriors  of  the  I lingo  ee,  Senecas 
living  on  the  Ohio,  Delawares,  & Shawanese  to  attack  this 
Army,  if  you  had  thought  yourselves  Strong  enough  -£or-  it.

You  have  begun  this  War  without  the  least  Reason  or 
Provocation  whatsoever.  And  without  having  received  from 
us  the  least  Injury,  You  have  in  time  of  profound  Peace, 
murdered  Capt£  Clapham,  who  had  been  a friend  and  a Father 
to  many  of  you. 

You  have  killed,  or  Captivated  all  the  Traders  sent 
to  your  Towns  at  your  own  request,  and  plundered  their  Effects. 

You  have  dared  to  attack  Fort  Pitt,  to  the  building 
of  which  you  had  expressly  consented,  when  in  presence  of 
George  Croghan,  D Agent  for  Indian  Affairs.  I made  the  first 
Treaty  with  you  upon  the  Ohio,  after  we  had  dispossessed 
the  French  of  Fort  DuOuesne , and  Several  of  you,  now  present, 
assisted  at  that  Treaty.  You  murdered  treacherously,  last 
year,  one  of  our  Men,  sent  in  a Canoe  from  Fort  Pitt,  to 
bring  over  the  Ohio,  some  of  your  People,  who  pretended  they 
had  a Message  to  deliver  to  the  Commanding  Officer;  and  you 
violated,  by  that  horrid  Crime,  the  Custom  held  Sacred  amongst 
all  Nations,  not  to  kill  Persons  employed  -in  -the- -delivery  -o£ 
in  carrying  Publick  Messages,  even  in  Time  of  War. 

You  attacked,  soon  after,  the  King’s  Troops,  in  the 
Woods;  and  being  defeated  in  the  attempt,  you  fell  upon  our 
Frontiers,  where  you  have  continued,  to  Murder  our  People 
to  this  Day.  One  of  your  Parties  killed  lately  in  one  Day, 
Eleven  Children  at  a School,  and  not  Satisfied  with  that 
infamous  Action,  they  massacred  near  the  little  Beaver  Creek, 
the  only  Boy  they  had  Spared,  and  had  the  impudence  to  fix 
his  head  upon  a Pole  in  the  middle  of  the  Path  And  this,  you 
they  did  -ale©-  after  you  had  begged  Peace  from  Col^  Bradstreet 

You  have  constantly  declared  that  you  would  never 
would  make  Peace  with  the  English;  and  when  the  Senecas,  and 
all  the  Western  Indians  have  Submited,  and  humbly  begged  for 
Peace,  you,  alone,  have  pretended  to  Stand  out,  declaring 
that  you  despised  all  the  Efforts  we  could  make  against  you, 
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as  appears  by  that  insolint  Letter,  which  you  obliged  Thomas 
Smallnan  to  write,  and  Sent  to  SL  William  Johnson  at  Niagara. 

Your  Conduct  has  always  been  equally  perfidious. 
You  promised  at  every  former  Treaty,  as  you  do  now,  that  you 
would  deliver  up  all  your  Prisoners.,  and  have  received  every 
Time  on  that  Account  considerable  presents,  but  you  never 
complied  with  that  nor  any  of  your  Engagements. 


You  know  that  all  these  Charges  are  true,  and  only 
a Small  part  of  the  numberless  Depredations  you  have  been 
guilty  of.  I am  now  to  tell  you  that  we  will  no  longer  be 
imposed  upon  by  your  Promises,  and  that  the  Army  shall  not 
leave  this  Country,  till  you  have  fully  complied  with  every 
Condition,  that  is  to  precede  any  Treaty  with  you. 


A Belt 

I have  brought  with  me  the  Relations  of  the  People 
you  have  massacred,  or  taken  Prisoners:  they  are  impatient 
to  take  Revenge  of  the  Bloody  Murderers  of  their  Friends; 
and  it  is  with  the  greatest  Difficulty  that  I can  protect  you 
against  their  just  resentment,  by  assuring  them,  that  no 
Peace  shall  ever  be  granted  to  you,  'till  you  have  given 
us  a prooer  Satisfaction. 


Your  former  Allies  the  Ottawas,  VJyandots,  Tweegtweas

joined  us  against  you.  Ho  now  Surround  you  on  every  Side,

It  is  consequently  in  our  Fower  to  destroy  you. 
But,  if  I find  that  you  execute  faithfully  the  Conditions  I 
shall  -pre-so-ribe  be-  require  of  you,  I will  not  treat  you  with 
the  Severity  you  deserve. 


I give  you  Twelve  Days,  from  this  Date,  to  deliver 
4a  in  my  hands  at  Wakatawmiki,  all  the  Prisoners  in  your 
Possesion,  without  any  Exception,  Englishmen,  Frenchmen, 
-VJfolt-e- Homen,  u Children,  -and  all  -Ne-g-  whether  adopted  in  your 
Tribes,  married,  or  under  any  other  Denomination  whatever, 
and  all  Negroes,  and  to  furnish  all  the  Said  Prisoners  with 
Cloathing,  Provisions,  & Stores  to  carry  them  to  Fort  Pitt. 
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V/hen  you  shall  have  fully  complied  with  this  preliminary 
Condition,  I v.rill  then  let  you  know  on  what  Terms  you  may 
obtain  the  Peace  you  -beg-  Sue  for 

A Belt. 

You  have  begun  this  War  without  the  least  Reason  or  Pro- 
vocation whatsoever;  and  without  having  received  from  us  the 
least  Injury.  You  h\ve  in  time  of  a Profound  Pe\ce,  Ilurdered 
Capt'  Clapham  Y his  family  who  had  been  a friend  a^d  a Father 
to  many  of  You  and- -partly ulariy  -to-  the-  -Viliiane-  wMv  ennpdered 
him. 


You  have  killed  or  Captivated  all  the  Traders  sent  to  Your 
Towns  at  Your  own  repeated  request,  and  Plundered  their  Ef- 
fects. You  have  dared  to-  dared  to  attack  Fort  Pitt  built- 
with  -Your-  own-  to  the  building  of  which  you  had  expressly 
consented  given  when  in  Presence  of  George  Croghan  D:  Agent 
for  Indian  Affairs  I made  the  first  Treaty  with  You,  upon  the 
Ohio,  after  we  had  disoosessed  the  French  from  Fort  duQuesne, 
and  Several  of  You  nov/  present  here  assisted  at  that  Treaty. 

You  Ilurdered  Treacherously  last  Year  one  of  our  Men  sent  in 
a Canoe  from  the  Fort  to  bring  over  some  of  Your  people  who 
pretended  they  had  a Message  to  deliver  to  the  Commanding 
Officer,  and  Violated  by  that  horrid  Crime  the  Custom  held 
Sacred  by  all  Nations  not  to  kill  any  Persons  employed  in  the 
Delivery  of  Publick  Messages  even  in  Time  of  War . 

You  Attacked  soon  after  the  King1 s Troops  in  the  Woods,  & 
being  defeated  in  the  Attempt  You  fell  upon  our  Frontiers 
where  You  have  continued  to  this  day  to  Murder  our  People;/ 
One  of  Your  Parties  killed  lately  in  one  day  Eleven  Children 
in  a School,  and  net  Satisfied  with  that  Infamous  Action, 
they  Massacred  at  the  Livtle  Beaver  Creek,  the  only  Boy  they 
had  spared,  and  had  the  Impudence  to  fix  his  head  upon  a Pole 
in  the  middle  of  the  Path,  and  that,  after  You  had  begged 
Peace  from  Col:  Bradstreet . 

You  have  continualy  Declared  that  You  never  would  make  Peace 
with  us,  and  when  the  Senecas,  and  all  the  Western  Indians 
have  Submitted  and  humbly  begged  for  Peace,  You  alone  have 
pretended  to  stand  out,  Declaring  that  you  despised  all  the 
Efforts  we  could  make  against  You,  as  -it-  appears  by  that 
insolent  Letter  wrote  by  Smallman,  -bh-at  Yau-  -s-a-ib  and  sent  by 
the  Shawanese  to  Sir  William  Johnson  at  Niagara. 

Your  Conduct  has  at  all  times  been  equally  perfidious,  and 
the  You  promised,  at  every  former  Treaty  as  You  have  done  now. 
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that  you  would  deliver  up  all  your  Prisoners,  and  received 
every  Time  on  that  Account  considerable  Presents,  You  never 
have  complyed  with  any  of  Your  Engagements. 

You  know  that  all  these  charges  are  True,  and  I am  now  to 
tell  You  that  we  will  no  longer  be  imposed  upon  by  your 
promises,  And  that  we  will  See  Every  thing  you  are  to  do, 
performed  we  leave  this  Country.  I have  brought  with  me  the 
Relations  of  the  Frontier  People  You  have  Massacred  or  taken 
Prisoners,  they  wait  Impatiently  for  Liberty  to  tales  Revenge 
of  the  Bloody  Murderer s of  their  Friends,  and  it  is  with  the 
greatest  Difficulty  that  I can  protect  You  against  their  just 
resentment,  and  that  only  by  assuring  them  that  no  Peace 
shall  ever  be  granted  to  You  till  You  have  given  us  a proper 
Satisfaction. 

Your  former  Allies  the  Ottawas,  Wyandots,  Tweegtwees  &c: 
have  made  their  Peace  vdth  us,  and  the  Six  Rations  have  joind 
us  against  You,  we  have  possession  of  .all  the  Waters  of  the 
Ohio,  Kississipie,  Mi amis  and  the  Lakes,  all  the  French 
living  in  those  Parts  are  now  Subjects  to  the  King  of  Great 
Brittain  and  dare  no  longer  assist  you 

It  is  diene-fore  consequently  in  our  power  to  destroy  you, 
but  if  I find  you  Sincere  in  the  faithful  Execution  of  the 
Conditions  I shall  require  of  you,  I will  not  treat  you  with 
the  Severity  trh-atr  you  deserve,  and  I give  you  Twelve  days 
from  this  date  to  deliver  in  my  hands  at  Wakatawmiki  all 
the  Prisoners  in  your  Possession,  and  without  any  Exception 
all  Englishmen,  Frenchman,  white  Women  or  Children  and  all 
Negroes  living  among  you,  either  under  pretence  of  being 
adopted  in  your  Tribes,  married,  or  under  any  other  -pretence 
whatever,  furnishing  them  -with- your selves  with  cloathes,  or 
Skins,  Horses  and  Provisions  to  carry  them  to  Fort  Pitt. 

When  you  have  fully  complied  with  the  above  conditions  & 
delivered  the  Hostages  for  your  future-  good- -behaviour- 1 shall 
require  of  you  I wall  then  permit  you  to  Send  Deputies  prop- 
erly authorized  to  make  your  Peace  with  Sir  V?Tl  Johnson  His 
Majesty's  eupe r int endort  -e-Y  Sole  Agent  and  Superintindant  of 
Indian  affairs  -an a and  retire  with  the  army  -without  doing  you 
any  hurt  or  damages:  But  as  you  have  not  fulfilled  your 
Engagements  with  Colonel  Bradstreet,  If  he  Sends  Troops  to 
attack  you  before  I can  get  to  your  Towns,  you  will  have 
yourselves  to  blame  for  the  Consequences,  and  not  me.

Chiefs,  Captains,  & Warriors. 

I received  at  Fort  Pitt  a Message  by  two  Indians  of  the  Six 
Nations  who  were  empowered  by  the  Senecas  living  upon  the 
Ohio  the  Delawares  & the  Shawanese  to  ask  Peace  from  us;  I 
told  them  that  if  You  were  desirous  to  obtain  it  Your  Chiefs 
should  come  to  Tuscarrawas  4 speak  themselves  to  me. 

Accordingly  keissinautchtha  met  me  at  that  Place  wt  some  of 
Your  People  a month  ago,  & having  heard  the  Condetions  pre- 
scribed to  the  Senecas  & the  Delawares  he  told  me  that  he 
accepted  them  likewise  for  the  Shavranese  & that  they  would 
Certainly  come  to  me  at  this  Place  in  ten  days  where  they 
would  deliver  up  all  their  Prisoners. 

In  consequence  of  that  Engagement  I have-  did  not  marched-  to 
Your  Towns  as  I had  intended  but  have  -waited  h-er-e--  at  this 
Place  for  You  ever  Since  You  have  at  last  thought  proper  to 
come  -but  with  -out  the- -a  smsll  part  of  the  Prisoners  which  ycw- 
-ftropoee  Now  -te-  ^ L You  propose  to  deliver  up  the  rest  Next 
Spring. 

I have  for  a long  time  been  a V/ittness  to  the  arrogant  be- 
havior of  Your  Nation  but  I did  not  expect  that  You  would 
dare  to  provoke  us  again  by  this  new  breach  of  Faith. 

You  have  now  Convinced  me  that  you  are  still  the  same  incon- 
siderate & light  headed  People  as  formerly  Cc  that  it  is 
impossible  to  Treat  with  You  as  a Nation  as  there  is  neither 
Faith  nor  Truth  in  You  And  the  Papers  You  laid  Yesterday 
before  me  are  as  many  proves  that  no  Treaty  can  bind  You  & 
that  You  have  been  equally  perfidious  at  all  Times.

Article  the  first.

I inclose  You  the  Speech  I have  made  to  them 
which  You  will  repeat  to  them  after  they  have  joined.  I 
inclose  You  likewise  a Message  which  You  will  deliver  to 
them  in  Case  the  Shawanese  should  not  Comply  with  the  Engage- 
ments they  have  taken  with  us  but  if  (as  I expect)  they  bring 
the  remainder  of  their  Prisoners  to  Fort  Pitt  and  deliver 
their  Hostages  You  will  in  that  case  send  the  Deputies  of  the 
Shawanese  to  Sir  William  Johnson  with  the  whole  Party  of  the 
Six  Nations. 


As  the  Season  is  very  Severe  You  will  Supply  this  Party  with 
the  Necessary  Cloathing  but  recommend  to  Ml  M°Kee  to  observe 
the  greatest  Ceconomy  in  it  and  not  to  allow  them  any  thing 
Superflous. 

As  these  Indians  have  been  always  our  steady  friends  they 
are  to  Civily  & kindly  treated.  M-T  McKee  will  provide  the 
Necessary  Wampum  for  the  Speeches.

Brothers/ 


In  coraing  from  Fort  Pitt  I have  met  a Party  of  Your 
People  who  delivered  me  a Letter  from  Sir  William  Johnson 
acquainting  me  that  You  were  coming  this  Way  to  join  the 
Kings  Troops  employed  against  the  Delawares  & Shawanese  I am 
therefore  glad  to  see  You  & I will  inform  You  of  what  we  have 
done  this  Campaign  with  the  above  Nations 

About  two  Months  ago  I marched  with  the  Army  into  the  Enemys 
Country  to  Chastise  them  for  the  Hostilities  they  have  Com- 
mitted against  his  Subjaot-s-  Majesty’s  Subjects: 
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When  I came  to  Tuscarrawas  the  Chiefs  of  the  Delaware  & 
Shawanese  came  to  meet  me  & begged  for  Peace;  I told  them 
they  must  first  deliver  up  all  their  Prisoners  & give  Six 
Men  of  Each  Nation  to  remain  with  us  as  Hostages,  & when  they 
should  have  Complyed  with  these  two  Conditions  I would  then 
permit  them  to  send  Deputies  to  Sir  William  Johnson  to  make 
their  Peace, 

They  submitted  to  these  Conditions  4 in  Consequence  the 
Delawares  have  delivered  to  me  all  their  Prisoners  & Six  of 
their  Men  to  remain  at  Fort  Pitt  as  Hostages  till  the  Dep- 
uties they  ha%re  sent  to  Sir  William  Johnson  have  made  their 
Peace  therefore  we  may  consider  the  Delawares  as  friends  and 
I desire  You  will  treat  them  as  such. 

The  Shawanese  on  their  Side  have  delivered  up  about  One  third 
of  their  Prisoners  & have  promised  to  bring  the  rest  to  Fort 
Pitt  immediately  as  the  People  they  had  given  me  as  Hostages 
are  gone  a.way  from  Fort  Pitt  without  my  leave  I dont  know 
whether  they  intend  to  perform  their  Engagements  with  me. 
Therefore  I require  that  You  will  proceed  to  Fort  Pitt  & join 
the  rest  of  Your  Party  at  that  Post  where  You  will  remain 
till  we  know  the  real  intention  of  the  Shawanese. 

If  they  are  Sincerely  inclined  for  Peace  You  will  take  their 
Deputies  with  You  & carry  them  to  Sir  William  Johnson,  and 
if  they  are  for  Continuing  the  War  I write  to  the  Officer 
Commanding  at  Fort  Pitt  to  acquaint  You  what  you  are  to  do.

Andrew  Left  Detroit  the  22^  November  With  five  In- 
dians of  the  Wyandot  And  Huron  Nations  to  go  to  War  against 
the  Shawanese  4 Delawares  in  Consequence  of  A written  Order 
to  that  purpose  from  Lieu.-'  Col?  Campbell  of  the  17^,  the 
Same  day  two  Men  of  the  Garrison  of  Detroit  were  Scalp, 
within  a few  hundred.  Yards  of  the  fort  And  Colonel  Campbell 
Imagined  that  Murther  had  been  Comitted  by  the  Shawanese  or 
Delawares,  but  the  third  day  After  Andrew's  Departure  the 
Colonel  Dispatch’d  A Runner  to  Acquaint  him  that  it  had  been 
done  by  the  Pototamie  Nation  who  Inhabit  the  Countrv  Near 
S Joseph  who  had  Never- Joind  in  the  Conference  Nor  Peace 
Made  at  Detroit. 

When  Andrew  Arrived  at  Sandusky  he  had  a Conference 
with  the  Wyandots  of  that  place  who  Informd  him  of  the  peace 
with  the  Shawanese  and  Delawares,  but  not  Satisfy^  with  their 
Information  he  proceeded  to  Custologo's  town  where  he  Saw 
the  Letters  Col°  Bouquet  had  Wrote  the  Commanding  Gfficer  at 
Detroit  to  Inform  him  of  peace  Custologo  assured  him  Peace 
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was  made  And  told  him  he  could  get  No  person  of  His  Nation 
that  would  Undertake  Delivering  Col°  Campbells  letter  which 
was  the  reason  it  had  not  been  forwarded 

Andrew  told  him  As  he  had  been  so  Delatory  in  Not 
Sending  Intelligence  of  Such  importance  to  Detroit  he  would 
come  to  this  place  and  be  Satisfy?-  of  ever^hing  And  then 
return  And  carry  the  Letters  to  Detroit 

Andrew  says  that  three  days  before  he  left  Detroit 
A party  of  Twelve  Indians  had  gone  to  ’far  And  that  he  fell 
in  with  their  tract  crossing  a small  river  that  falls  into 
the  Muskinglism  to  the  Right  of  Wachatamachy  /cad  he  is  certain 
that  party  has  struck  there  ere  this. 

The  Suttu  or  Nation  of  Sagina  has  Struck 
the  Shawanese  lately,  the  first  A Woman  and  the  Second  party 
Set  out  from  Detroit  fifteen  days  before  Andrew,  And  when  he 
was  at  Sandusky  A Runner  Arrived  there  to  Acquaint  them  that 
the  Party  had  Scalp*;-  A warrior  of  the  Lover  Shawanese  town 
& that  they  had  Carried  the  Scalp  to  Detroit 

Andrew  Adds  that  Next  No nth  the  whole  of  his  And  the 
Ottowava  Nation  were  to  go  to  War  against  the  Shawanese  And 
Delawares  And  that  the  other  Nations  to  the  Northward  Were 
to  Join  to  Chastise  those  Nations.

The  Chiefs  of  the  Shawanese  Nation,  who  went  to  see 
the  French  last  Spring,  are  now  returned  Home;  and  report 
that  they  ware  treated  very  kindly  by  the  French  Officer 
Commanding  at  the  large  Stone  Fort  upon  the  Kessissipi  who 
called  them  his  Children,  & told  them  he  was  Sorry  to  see 
them  in  such  great  want  of  Necessaries  and  his  Assistance, 
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which  Misfortune  the  English  had  brought  upon  Them,  but  hoped 
that  their  Fathers  the  French  would  in  a short  time  be  able 
to  relieve  then,  as  the  English  had  only  Conquered  a small 
part  of  them;  In  the  mean  time  would  sent  some  Traders  to 
supply  their  Warriors  with  Amunition  & Cloathing. 

These  Traders  ware  likewise  charged  with  a Message 
to  the  V/arriors  of  the  Delawares  & Shawanese  from  the  said 
Commanding  Officer,  which  was  delivered  to  than,  while  at  our 
Camp  upon  Muskingum  with  some  Tobacco,  desiring  them  not  to 
make  Peace,  But  to  carry  on  the  Vlar  against  the  English  & 
that  they  would  Supply  them  with  Amunition  and  every  thing 
else  they  stood  in  need  of.
